LEGISLATURE. 

A Big Batch of Investigations In Order. 
Licensing of Dogs. 

Boston, Feb. 1.—The atmosphere en- 
veloping Beacon Hill has been drenched 
with oratory for and against the New 
York and New Haven road, and now 
there are indications that the investiga- 

tion poulp will soonreach out a tentacle 
in another direction. Senator Buckley 
has prepared an order for aninquiry into 
the lease of the Connecticut River rail- 
road to the Boston and Maine Railroad 
company, and the order is now in posses- 
sion of the committee on rules. It will 
soon be received by the legislature and 
probably adopted. 

Another investigation, of quite a differ- 
ent character, is precipitated by Repre- 
sentative Casey, who has introduced a 
bill authorizing the appointment of a spe- 
cial committee of five, with such number 
as the senate may appoint, to investigate 
the contracts and contract system of the 
state prison, and especially contracts of a 
private nature with no records. This is 
based upon the alleged participation in 
contracts by Frank W. Jones, superin- 
teudent of prisons. : 

Im addition to the above there is an in- 
quiry in progress relating to the election 
in ward 17, Boston, last fall. 

Mr. Sanger introduced a bill requiring 
public passageways in Boston to be paved, 
or otherwise provided with roadbed, when- 
ever in the opinion of the board of health 
it is required by the public health. 

E. Paige and F. B. Sanborn ask for 
more protection against dogs by raising 
the licenses to $10 for males and $20 for fe- 
males; by having all damages by dogs 
paid from the dog license fund; licenses to 
be refused or annulled for all dogs that 
bark and disturb their neighborhood; by 
severe fines with loss of license to be im 
posed on all female dogs found at large 
when in fever; and all police to be required 
to capture such dogs atsuch time, for 
which they shall be paid $5 for extra haz- 
ardous work; the police to be required to 
capture all dogs at large without a collar, 
suitably inscribed, and for which they 
shall receive $2 for extra service. 

An order was adopted allowing the 
street railway and transit committees to 
visit the state of New York to inspect the 
bicycle road at Coney Island.

INSURGENTS COWED. 


Merchant Ships Reach Rio Without 
Molestation. 


BENHAM’S POLICY IS ENDORSED. 


Da Gama May Get Permission 
to Bombard the Citv. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Feb. 1.—The action of 
Admiral Benham in protecting American 
ships in their efforts to land at the 
wharves inthis harbor has had a salu- 
tary effect. English and merchant ships 


| of other nationalities are now coming up 


to their wharves, without any sign of 
molestation on the part of the insurgent 
vessels. 

Admiral Benham’s bold stand against 
interference with vessels of his country is 
generally applauded. The exchange of 
shots between the insurgent and govern- 
ment forces has practically ceased during 
the past 24 hours. Yesterday was the first 
time for four months that a day has passed 
when there was not more or less firing. 
The unofficial warning which Admiral 
Benham gave to Admiral da Gama that 
firing upon the wharves for the mere pur- 
pose of creating a blockade by terror must 
cease has been heeded. 

Benham’s Course Endorsed, 


All the foreigners are delighted with! 


the result of the American admiral’s con- 
duct. The commanders of the foreign 
fleets held a conference yesterday to dis- 
cuss the action of Admiral Benham, and 
resolutions were adopted fully endorsing 
the course that he pursued. 

Much regret is expressed at the absence 
from Rio Janeiro of American Consul 
General Townes.

Arsenic In Wali Paper. 

It is generally known that arsenic en- 
ters into the coloring of many kinds of 
cheap wall papers, and some of the bet- 
ter grades also, writes W. P. Pond in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. These are gen- 
erally but not always of hues in which 
green predominates and are very injuri- 
ous to health. The first symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning are headache, pains 
in the eyes at the back of the pupil, itch- 
ing and generally nausea of the stomach, 
ail of which are liable to be the result of 
living in a room with wall paper on the 
walls which is impregnated with arsenic. 

Asimple but efficient test will imme- 
diately locate the presence of the min- 
eral, and every housewife should have 
the necessary knowledge. Take a small 
piece of the suspected paper and lay it 
in a watch glass or in a porcelain spoon. 
Pour over it enough solution of house- 
hold ammonia to cover it, let it stand a 
few minutes and then drop in a piece of 
nitrate of silver (lunar or stick caustic), 
and if a yellow precipitate forms as it 
dissolves there is arsenic present, and the 
paper should be rejected. If the nitrate 
of silver dissolves without yellow ap- 
pearing, there is no arsenic, and no trou- 
ble need be apprehended. 


Finger Nail Fashions.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Revenue| Anti-Stock Watering Bills—Old Colony 


Lease—The Prison Investigation. 

Boston, Feb. 2.—There was very little 
of absorbing interest going on at the state 
house. The most important event was 
the reception of the petition of the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone company for an in- 
crease of its capital from $20,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000, but the news value of this petition 
had been discounted several days ago. 

In the senate Mr. Fitzgerald introduced 
bills relating to the issue of capital stock 
and bonds of water companies, and of gas 
companies and electric light companies, 
and he had taken from last year’s files a 
similar bill relating to railroads and 
street railways. These three bills passed 
the house of 1893, and though backed by 
the Massachusetts and Boston boards of 
trade, the Merchants’ association and a 
very large and influential popular senti- 
ment, they were defeated in the upper 
branch. 

The senate receded from its former ac- 
tion and concurred with the house in 
adopting the Old Colony lease order, after 
striking out the words ‘and also to de- 
cide whether or not such lease is contrary 
tothe provisions ofthe statutes of the 
commonwealth.” : 

Mr. Buckley introduced the following 
order: Ordered, that whereas the board 
of railroad commissioners in their annual 
report submitted to the present legisla- 
ture, state, in speaking of the case of the 
Connecticut River railroad to the Boston 
and Maine, that an issue of bonds creat- 
ing a funded debt against the company 
equal to one-half of its whole capital stock 
to pay a stockholders’ dividend is 
contrary to good practice and sound 
principles of corporate financiering; 


and, whereas, it is evident that 
such action does not meet with com- 
mendation from said honorable board, 


therefore be it ordered that the committee 
on the judiciary on the part of the senate 
investigate the conduct of said Boston 
and Maine in the premises, and all mat- 
ters pertaining to said lease, said commit- 
tee to have power to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses, etc. 

Mr. Milton amended the order by sub- 
stituting the railroad committee for the 
committee on the judiciary. 

The order was adopted as amended. 

Mr. Casey withdrew his order for a 
special committee, and an order was 
adopted that the committee on prisons in 
vestigate the contracts and contract sys- 
tem of the state prison, and especially 
those contracts of a private nature with 
no records thereof, and reportif the super 
intendents thereof have exceeded their 
powers conferred by law, or otherwise 
violated the laws of the state.

May Be Resumed, With Admi- 
ral Benham’s Permission. 


Ro DE JANEIRO, Feb. 2.—The follow- 
| ing is the letter which Admiral Da Gama 
has sent to the conference of naval com- 
manders of the various nations repre- 
sented here to discuss the action of Ad- 
miral Benham in protecting American 
| vessels who wished to go totheir wharves 
| against interference on the part of the 
insurgents: 

“At the beginning of the revolution the 
city of Rio Janeiro was defen®2d by six 
field pieces and was at the mercy of the 
| squadron in the harbor. The chiefs of 
| the foreign naval fleets, in a collective 
and unanimous note, declared that they 
would oppose with force a bombardment 
| unless it was provoked from the land. On 
| learning of this President Peixoto with 
drew his field pieces, and by stratagem 
began the work of refortifying the city 
with numerous and heavy guns. 

“The work was begun secretly and com- 
pleted openly. All the hills in the city 
were marked by fortifications and the 
monastries and factories were converted 
| into fortresses. Trenches were dug in the 

streets, and other methods were taken to 

make the city secure. Along with these 
measures it was reported that it was the 
| intention of the government soon to open 
fire upon the squadron.” 
Yoreigners Blamed, 

After making this statement Admiral 
da Gama in his communication asks: 
“Are the conditions the same? Are you 
not to blame for the change? Should you 
not force Peixoto to keep his compact? 
The .ask of thesquadron is more arduous, 
bloody and dangerous, but we do not 
falter. 

“Bar ompact will be kept to the last, 
but we reserve the right to reply to the 
city batteries when they deserve it with- 
| out notice. The blame for the result will 
| be upon you.” e 

Admiral Benham sent word to Admiral 
da Gama that he would not interfere

GRAFTING BY WHOLESALE. 


Record Breaking Operation Performed by 
a Kansas City Surgeon. 

Local surgeons discussed with much 
interest yesterday the account which was 
telegraphed from Chicago to The Times 
of the skin grafting operation being per- 
formed upon Mrs. W. W. Blake at the 
Mercy hospital. The dispatch stated that 
72 square inches of cuticle had been 
taken from Mr. Blake’s body and suc- 
cessfully grafted upon his wife’s arms, 
and added that this was the largest 
quantity of skin ever sacrificed by one 
person for the benefit of another. 

The latter statement is possibly cor- 
rect, but a similar operation of much 
greater difficulty and magnitude has just 
been performed at the Missouri Pacific 
hospital in this city by Dr. George Hamel. | 
The patient is a man named McCarthy, 
who was injured recently in a railway 
accident, and Dr. Hamel found it neces- 
sary to remove no less than 258 square 
inches of skin from various parts of the 
man’s body and graft it upon his injured 
legs. Each piece of skin was about three 
inches long and from one to two inches 
wide. The operation has been success- 
ful in every respect, and although Mc- 
Carthy is still in the hospital he is de-| 
tained there by other injuries than to his/| 


legs. The quantity of skin used in this | 


| case is said to be much greater than any 


other known to surgical records. 

McCarthy has been visited by many 
physicians, and his case has excited much 
interest. He will be discharged from the 
hospital within a few days.—Kansas City 
Times.

Gradually Faded Away. 


END CAME EARLY THIS MORNING. 


A Sketch of the Career of ihe 
Beloved Philanthropist. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—George Childs’ 
illness ended in his death at 3:01 this 
morning, 
issued a bulletin, stating that his respira- 
tion, which became embarrassed at 10 p. 
m., was steadily growing worse; that his 
pulse was laggiug, and his condition was 
beyond hope. After midnight the patient 
sank rapidly, and it soon became certain 
that the end was very near.

NIPPED IN THE 
A Finely Planned Robbery Which Failed 
to Materialize. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—One of the most 
daring schemes at robbery ever concocted 
In this city was reven!»? when Victor H. 
Echorn of the Pennsylvania Salt Works 
company endeavored to steal $15,000 of 
the company’s money from the runner of 
the Southwark bank. It was a finely 
matured sceme, and was carried out in 
every detail, with the exception that in- 
stead of getting the $15,000 the man got 
a bag full of bricks and paper, and was 
himself caught red-handed. 

Echorn’s plan was to have the runner 
from the Southwark bank, bringing $15,- 
000 to meet the bi-weekly payroll, way- 
laid and robbed. He needed an assistant 
or two, and on Jan. 14 he inserted an ad- 
vertisement in a morning paper ‘‘for men 
of nerve.’ George C. Thomas of New 
York, who was in this city seeking em- 
ployment, answered the advertisement, 
as didalso Frank J. Mullins, and both 
were engaged, but they ‘‘blew” to the po- 
lice, and when the company’s messenger 
walked out of the bank yesterday he car- 
rieda “dummy” canvas pouch marked 
$12,500 in big letters. 

According to prearrangement, the de- 
tailsof which were all known to the 
police, Thomas was stationed in the hall 
leading to the company’s office and 
Mullins was posted on the steps outside, 
while a wagon stood on Letitia street, 
just above the corner of Chestnut. The 
bank wagon stopped in front of the door 
and the messenger jumped out with his 
“dummy,” and as soon as he reached the 
hall he was met by Thomas, who grabbed 
the pouch and ran. 

The two men hastened to the wagon, 
jumped in and started for Market street. 

Just as they reached the corner of Sec- 
ond they were joined by Echorn, who 
carried asmall hand satchel. Before he 
could be comfortably seated, however, twe 
detectives mounted the vehicle and took 
him into custody. 

Thomas was to get $2500, Mullins $1500 
and the rest was to go to Echorn.

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GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Jury Finds That Prawda Killed Mrs. 
Meyers, His Mother-In-Law. 


THE VERDICT CREATES SURPRISE. 


Conviction Was Entirely Upon 
Circumstantial Evidence. 


PoRTLAND, Me., Feb. 3.—The Prawda 
trial was brought to a termination yes- 
terday afternoon, when to the surprise of 
every one tke jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 

All of the afternoon was taken up with 
the argument of Attorney General Pow- 
ers. This was the second murder case in 
which Powers has figured since he has 
been attorney general. County Attorney 
True conducted the cross-examination, 
and has worked night and day to secure 
the verdict which was returned. 

Attorney General Powers finished his 
argument about 4:30 o’clovk, and Judge 
Bonney began his charge tothe jury, 
The charge was very brief, the judge sim- 
ply instructing the jury as to their duties, 
and at 4:45 gave them thecaseand sent 
them out. During the absence of the 
jury, the courtroom remained crowded. 
There was ageneral feeling that a ver- 
dict of acquittal would be obtained inside 
of an hour, though some thought that the 
jury would disagree. 

At 6:15 the jury returned. A hush fell 
upon the audience. Prawda turned ashy 
pale and clasped and unclasped his hands 
nervously. His wife almost screamed. 
The foreman of the jury formally an- 
nounced that the jury found the prisoner 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
Prawda fell back in his chair motionless. 
His wife fainted and all the spectators 
were greatly excited. Counsel for the 
defense stated that he should file excep- 
tions and enter a motion fora new trial. 

Evidence Circumstantial. 

The state’s evidence was entirely cireum- 
stantial. On the night of Novy. 28 Prawda 
was abouthis house in Yarmouth. The 
house was occupied by himself and 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Meyers. About 8 
o’clock on the eventful night, Mrs. Mey- 
ers wasshot through the head bya bul- 
let, fired through a window. ‘This bullet 
was found, and it was shown that the 
person who fired the shot must have 
stood within 20 yards of the window. 
Prawda told several neighbors that his 
mother-in-law had been killed by an ex- 
plosion of a lamp. He told newspaper 
men and others many different stories. 
He did not own a gun, but a neighbor 
named Moxcey had one stolen from him 
two years ago, and the fatal bullet was of 
the same caliber. This was all the evi- 
dence of the state. 

Sentence was not passed, but will be 
imposed later. 


CHRISTIANS EXECUTED 


While Mussulmen Guilty of 


Offenses Are Reprieved. 

ATHENS, Feb. 3.—The execution of four 
Christians, who were sentenced to death 
for various crimes in the island of Crete, 
has incensed the Christians of the island 
againstthe governor. Their indignation 
is increased by the tact that several Mus- 
sulmen who were convicted of capita 
charges have been reprieved. 

Two Mussulmen were found hanging 
to trees near Seline recently, and it is 
thought that they were executed by 
Christians enraged atthe treatment ac- 
corded to their comrades. The lynching 
of these two men led to the wholesale ar 
rests and the fanaticism of the sects has 
been aroused. All the foreign consuls in 
Canea, except the Russian representative, 
have protested against the execution of 
the Christians, 

New Bonds Ready to Go Out. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The allotment 
of the new 5 per cent bonds will be made 
this afternoon, It is said that more than 
one-half of the subscriptions are at the 
minimum rate vf $117,228, and the bulk 
of +he remainder are at prices between 
that rate and $118. Thesubscriptions above 
$118 are said to be small in the aggregate,

ODEsSA, Feb. 3.—The weather in the Cau- 
casus has been fearfully cold. The prin- 
cipal ports on the Caspian sea are ice- 
bound. The wolves have become unusu- 
ally fierce asthe result of the cold, and 
18 men have been overtaken and devoured 
by these animals near Erivan.

GLAD TO GET HOME. 


Seamen From Brazil's Warships Tell of 
Inhuman Treatment. 


New York, Feb. 3.—The steamer 
Wordsworth, from Rio de Janeiro and 
Pernambuco, brought parts of the crews 
of the Brazilian cruisers America and 
Nictheroy. From the former there were 
42 officers and men and from the latter 
five men. No complaint was heard from 
them against their treatment by the Bra- 
zilian government. 

The seamen, however, have a good deal 
to say against the America’s officers, who, 
they declare, treated them at times aimost 
inhumanly. James Oxford, a seaman, 
hailing from Bangor, Me., declared that 
the food offered was repulsive. At Per- 
nambuco he was put on shore without 
money. He slept on the street pavements 
of Pernambuco and went without food 
for 48 hours. 

In all, Oxford said, there were 56 men 
sent ashore at the time he was sent, and 
that three were left onshore for dead, 
while one, George Cameron, had become 
insane and was sentto an asylum. The 
men say that they are going tothe office 
of Charles R. Flint & Co. to endeavor to 
obtain a balance that they claim is due 
them.

Industrial recovery continues, though 
it is but gradual, in response to the de- 
mandofa pedple whose consumption at 
itslowest is greater than that of any 
other country, and more mills are now at 
work. 

Stocks have been stronger since the re- 
sult as tothe bonds were foreshadowed. 
Other speculative markets have been al- 
most stagnant. 

Wheat has advanced about half a cent, 
because western reports were Only 1,445,- 
404 bushels for the week, against 2,893,000 
last year, though there are no signs of ma- 
terial decrease in the enormous visible 
supply, and Atlantic exports dwindled 
to 413,990 bushels ‘for the week, against 
1,404,471 last year. 

Smaller receipts and exports of corn 
have not prevented a slight decline, and 
pork products are dull without important 
change. 

Cotton and Worl. 

Cotton advanced a shade, but closed 
without change from last week, receipts 
from plantations still exceeding last 
year’s, though less than of late, while ex- 
ports continue larger than a year ago. 
Foreign consumption is heavy, but Ameri- 
can mills are taking much less thana 
yearago. The market for cotton goods 
hasa better tone and more staples have 
been taken, particularly print cloths, with 
a slight advance in price, but all qualities 
are extremely low, and scarcely any in- 
crease in the working force is seen. 

Some demoralization is again reported 
in prices of woolens, friezes having been 
reduced in price un‘l trade in overcoatings 
is not satisfactory. There is more activity 
in suitings since the date for new duties 
was deferred, but not many lines of the 
better grades are yet on the market. 
Sales of wool are still small; for the week, 
4,505,700 pounds against 8,178,000 last 
year. 

Eastern trade in boots and shoes still 
hesitates, with Boston shipments 23 per 
cent below last year’s, but western fac- 
tories are reported a little better em- 
ployed, about 15 per cent below the full 
capacity. 

Larger demand for structural iron and 
steel for railway materials, except rails; 
for barbed iron, and especially for wire 
nails and wire rods, gives a better look to 
the iron industry both east and west.

VERMONT’S NEW BISHOP.

Many Distinguished Churchmen Attend 
the Consecration of Dr. Hall. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Feb. 3.—An event 
fraught with interest to the Protestant 
Episcopal churches throughout the 
United States and New England was the 
consecration of Dr. Arthur C. A. Hall, 
D. D., as bishop of the diocese of Ver- 
mont, which took place in St. Paul’s 
church, at 11 o’clock yesterday. This im- 
posing ceremony was witnessed by distin- 
guished men of the church from all parts 
of the United States and Canada, and 
only a small part of those who desired to 
see the impressive service {could gain ac- 
cess to the church. 


BISHOP HALL. 

It had peen necessary to assign all 
sittings by lot to the various parishes, 
after reserving accommodations for the 
visiting clergymen and others, and every 
available foot of space was occupied. 

The ceremony was preceded by the holy 
communion at 7:30 o’clock and morning 
prayers at 9:30, Shortly before the hour 
for the services to begin the bishops and 
clergymen proceeded in procession from 
the chapel to the church and the services 
were carried out in order. 

The consecrators were Bishops Neely of 
Maine, Niles of New Hampshire, and 
Lawrence of Massachusetts. The pre- 
senters were Bishops Grafton of Fon Du 
Lac and Coleman of Delaware. The at- 
tending presbyters were Rev. Dr. J. Isham 
Bliss of the diocese of Vermont and Rey. 
Dr. Lucius Waterman of the diocese of 
New Hampshire. The master of cere- 
monies was Rev. William W. Weeks of 
the diocese of Vermont. 

The bishop-elect was escorted to the 
altar by a procession, in which Bishop 
Lawrence of Massachusetts was a promi- 
nent figure, and the preliminary re- 
sponses and readings were given in ac- 
cordance with the Episcopal ritual before 
Bishop Coleman ascended the pulpit to 
preach the consecration sermon. 

A luncheon was served immediately af- 
ter the service in the church parlors, for 
the personal friends of Dr. Hall, the 
clergy of the diocese and the visiting} 
clergy with their families and members 
of the diocesan board. 

At 38 p.m.a reception was given to} 
Bishop Hall in the chapel, to which every 
one was invited.

STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSIONS. 


Work Eeing Done In the Various States 
For Better Country Roads. 

The investigation of road management 
and road construction throughout the 
United States now conducted by the 
agricultural department is meeting with 
valuable results. The co-operation of 
the governor and secretary and geologist 
of each state in the Union, of railroad 
officials and of other persons has been 
obtained, and they show a warm interest 
in the work. 

Many members of congress haveyalso 
responded to circulars sent out by <As- 
sistant Secretary Willets and General 
Roy Stone, the special agent in charge 
of the inquiry. General Stone in a re- 
cent bulletin says: 

“The new law of Tennessee is consid- 
ered the best example of the first class, 
giving the county courts full power and 
direct control over the whole subject of 
roads, eliminating the evil influences of 
local politics and the generally prevail- 
ing, easy going methods. The court 
classifies the roads, establishes the dis- 
tricts, appoints commissioners and as- 
sesses the road taxes. 

“Vermont, New Hampshire, North 
Dakota and Oregon are deemed conspic- 
uous examples of the class of increased 
tax levies, the last named allowing coun- 
ty courts to levy a special tax of 50 cents 
on $100 and $2 per head for a county 
road fund. 

*‘Abolition of the local taxes is abso- 
solute in New Jersey and almost abso- 
lute in Wisconsin. Construction on the 
local assessment plan extending to a 
limit of three miles on each side of the 

i ad obtains to some extent in Ore- 
gon, Indiana and by special acts in Ohio. 
In Oregon the county may assume 50 per 
cent of the cost, and in Ohioa large share 
is ususlly placed on the county list by 
the act. Extensive construction by town- 
ships has taken place in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, where township bonds

special feature of recent legisla- 
tion, however, is the county system. The 
issue of county bonds is provided for in 
New York, New Jersey, Indiana, Michi- 
gan and Washington, but in the last two 
a popular vote is required to authorize 
the issue. 

‘State highway commissions have been 
formed in Massachusetts, Vermont, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and in 
several other states. These are generally 
temporary bodies charged only to in- 
quire and recommend. In Massachu- 
setts, however, there is a permanent com- 
mission, having important duties con- 
nected with actual road improvements. 
New York is making an experiment of 
mmaking state prisoners work on roads 
near Clinton prison, and Tennessee 
makes all prisoners confined in county 
jails or workhouses available for high- 
way labor. . 

“New Jersey is probably the only state 
giving direct aid to roadbuilding. This 
aid is limited to one-third of the roads 
built by the counties and to the sum of 
$75,000 per annum. The highway com- 
mission of Pennsylvania has reported a 
bill for state aid to the amount of $1,000,- 
000 per annum to be distributed among | 
the ownership in proportion to the road 
tax paid by them. The townships, ac- 
cording to this bill, must set aside 25 per 
cent of their tax for making permanent 
roadways. Co-operative roadbuilding, 
as provided for in New Jersey, has been 
very successful. Abutting landowners 
pay one-tenth of the cost, the state one- 


third and the county the remainder by 
sale of bonds. Under this law 10 miles 


of road were built in 1892, 25 in 1893, 
and 64 are applied for by landowners for 
1894.”—Minneapolis Tribune.

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PARIS’ GIGANTIC HOAX. 


That Million Dollars For a Year Ina Tomb 
Story Exploded. 

A gigantic hoax with the longest run 
on record is at last exposed in the Paris 
papers. In 189 an advertisement ap- 
peared stating that a deceased Russian 
princess left a million francs to be given 
to the person who would remain one 
year and a day in the little chapel over 
her tomb in Pere la Chaise and watch 
her body, which was in a glass coffin. 
The watcher should see nobody during 
the time he orshe remained in the chapel 
and should not even speak to the servant 
that would be employed to supply the 
refreshments. Candidates were politely 
requested to communicate with the su- 
perintendent of the cemetery. 

The unfortunate functionary soon 
found himself deluged with letters from 
fools in all parts of the world, including 
one journalist belonging to a news 
agency of Chicago, who declared himself 
ready to take the job, as it seemed far 
preferable to the “killing work of a 
newsgatherer.” Paragraphs began to 
appear in the papers stating that several 
Intrepid watchers had already abandoned 
the task on account of the uneasiness of 
the dead princess. In other words, she 
had a disagreeable habit of getting out 
of her glass coffin and walking about in 
her shroud. Then the wag of wags raised 
the ante. Five million was the sum next 
offered through the press. Letters poured 
with increased volume upon the unfor- 
tunate superintendent, some of them 
from women. Nearly every town in the 
United States and Canada was ably rep- 
resented among the many men of letters 
who contributed to this wondrous pile. 

It is almost too bad to clip the wings 
of a canvasback canard that flew so long 
and so far. But it has turned out, just 
in time to save the superintendent of 
Pere la Chaise from going crazy, that 
the Russian princess, the little glass cof- 
fin and the generous bequest never ex- 
isted, and that the tomb which was sup- 
posed to contain her interesting and rest- 
less remains really belongs toa French 
family named De Beaujour.—Paris Cor- 
respondent.

MORSE SPEAKS OF “CUCKOOS” 


And Boutelle Pays His Re- 
spects to the President. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Mr. Morse pre- 
sented a memorial to the house from the 
Massachusetts legislature protesting 
against the passage of certain schedules 
in the Wilson tariff bill as destructive and 
fatal to industries of Massachusetts. 

The house then took up the Hawaiian 
resolution. Mr. Johnson arraigned the 
administration and declared that if its 
efforts to restore the queen had been suc- 
cessful, there would have been witnessed 
for the first time the successful impeach- 
ment of an American executive. 

Mr. Johnson yielded two minutes to

Called to Order. 

Mr. Outhwaite took exception to these 
words and demanded that they be taken 
down and that the gentleman be called to 
order. 

The speaker, after weighing the words, 
gave his opinion that the language was 
not parliamentary; that no member had 
aright to speak of any member of the 
house or senate as being controlled by 
th ir master, the president. 

Mr. Morse afterward withdrew the ob- 
jectionable words relative to the control 
of the Democrats by their master, the 
president; and all was peace and harmony 
in the house again. 

Mr. Patterson took as his text the sugar 
questionin Hawaii. The result of tle 
reciprocity treaty, he claimed, was to 
take $5,000,000 annually out of the pockets 
of the American people without putting 
a dollar into the treasury. 

Boutelle Again. 

Mr. Boutelle, in defending the action of 
Minizter Stevens, said that his greatest 
crime Was that he always had at heart the 
interest of Lhe American government and 
the American people. No one could ever 
bring that charg: against the president. 

He went into the history of the Ameri- 
can Hawaiian policy, going back to 1850; 
and then he arraigned the one-sidedness 
of the resolution reported by the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. He said there were 
no strictures for any one except Stevens 
and Wiltse. Nothing was to be stid of Pres- 
ident Cleveland, Minister Willis or Mr. 
Blount, who had dragged the taic fame 
of the country in the dust. 

Mr. Boutelie said the president had sent 
aministerto President Dole, bearing. in 
one hand a letter expressive of friendship 
and good will, and in the other an order 
of assassination. He closed with a recital 
of the lines of Graham Adeeon the haul- 
ing down of the flag at Hawaii. 

Mr. Black replied to assertions made in 
Mr. Boutelle’s resolutions reflecting on 
the president, saying that Mr. Cleveland 
was the first president who had ever taken 
the American people into his confidence 
in such matters. 

Van Voorhis appealed for annexation 
of the islands. 

Mr. Griffin said that he cordially and 
enthusiastically indorsed the administra- 
tion. 

At 5:30 the house took a recess. 

Talked to Empty Seats. 

Only four members were present when 
Mr. Hall began to speak at the evening 
session in support of the administration. 
A half dozen others came in subsequently. 
Mr. Hall charged that the revolution was 
the result of a conspiracy made possible 
by the covert aid of Mr. Stevens and the 
presence of the United Stateg troops. He 
endorsed the policy of the administration. 

Mr. Post contended that the attempt of 
the administration to restore a debauched 
and discarded queen could not be con- 
doned or wiped out by the passage ofa 
partisan resolution. 

Mr. Stillings took the position that Mr. 
Stevens was a party to the revolution and 
should be censured by the house. 

Mr. Lacey and Mr. Stockdale were th: 
last speakers. At 10:30 p. m. the house 
adjourned.

In the senate yesterday morning Mr 
Hale offered a resolution instructing the 
committee on finance to give opportuni- 
ties toall parties who believe their in- 
terests are affected by the tariff bill to be 
heard before action is reported to the 
senate.

A FLURRY AT YALE 


Over a Faculty Ultimatum Which Dis- 
pleases the Students. 

NEW HAVEN, Feb. 7.—Yale university 
is greatly excited over the action of the 
faculty in threatening to debar several 
hundred students from privileges of the 
commons if students don’t behave them- 
selves. Yesterday the faculty had posted 
in the commons building a notice calling 
students’ attention to the fact that the 
university authorities will emphasize the 
rule of maintaining good order in the 
commons dining hall and insist on co- 
operation of students in preserving de- 
corum. 

The faculty declare that if there is 
any more boisterous conduct, such as has 
been going on for many days, members 
of the academical and scientific depart- 
ments who patronize the commons will 
have to withdraw at the close of the 
term.

FORMER PASTOR DEAD.

BAY LEGISLATURE. 
A Large Number of Petitions and Bills 
Make Their Appearance, 

Bostox, Feb. 7.—Petitions were pre- 
sented in the senate for legislation to en- 
able guardians to make written leases of 
the real estate of their wards; that women 
may be appointed special commissioners; 
for legislation to reduce the damages at- 
tending the use of illuminating gas, re- 
quiring that every owner, lessee or 
proprietor of a hotel or lodging house, 
place or cause to be placed some appli- 
ance for the prevention of the escape of 
gas from unlighted gas burners in every 
room after Jan. 1, 1895, and that any per 
son Violating the provisions of the act be 
punishable by a fine of not more than $50 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding six months, or by both; for 
legislation to establish the names ol 
persons. 

Bills were introduced as follows: ‘To 
provide for the appointment of receivers 
of the estates of absent persons in certain 
cases;to give the courts of insolvency 
jurisdiction in equity im the cases of 
estates of insolvent debtors pending in 
said courts; relating to certain contracts 
for the conditional sale, lease or hire of 
railroad and street railroad equipment 
and rolling stock and providing for the 
recording thereof; to abate the smoke 
nuisance in certain cities by providing 
that the provisions of chapter 333, acts of 
1893, shall, from and after the passage of 
the bill, be in force in all cities of over 
25,000 inhabitants. 

When the senate bill authorizing the 
Dwight Manufacturing company to in- 
crease its capital stock $600,000 came up 
in the house, it was ordered toa third 
reading without much opposition. 

The following bills were introduced; 
Requiring common schools to be kept 10 
months in the year in large towns; 
giving to school committees of cities 
enlarged powers in the matter of naming 
schoolhouses, making repairs, etc.; 
relative to the establishment of mu- 
nicipal gas and electric lighting plants; 
requiring street railway companies to 
issue transfers good for all connecting 
cars; relating to the par value of shares 
of the capital stock of certain corpora- 
tions; that in actions for breach 
of promise of marriage not more than 
$5000 shall be recovered; to extend the pro- 
visions of the law relative to mechanics’ 
liens to persons furnishing labor in the 
moving of buildings; relating to the 
duties of judges of probate and insol 
vency; that when a debtor’s petition in 
insolvency is presented the deposit shall 
be #235 instead of #0, and in casesof a 
creditor’s petition the deposit shall be of a 
sum necessary to defray the expense of 
publishing the notice of the petition re- 
quired by law, also regulating other fees 
in insolvency cases. 

The committee on mercantile affairs re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the petition 
of George W. Morse and others for in- 
corporation of the Newton Land company.

The Negro Set Free. 

Danbury, Coun., Feb. 7.—David Cobb, 
a negro, was arrested yesterday for crimi 
nally assaulting Mrs. Jennie Call, wh.te, 
a resident of Brookfield. The latter 
was returning from church last Sunday 
night when Cobb sprang upon her and, 
it is alleged, knocking her down, com- 
mitted the assault. The evidence fur 
nished was not sufficient to hold the negro 
and he was discharged. 


Death of Joseph Clinkard. 

Boston, Feb. 7.—Joseph G. Clinkard, 
one of the best kuown labor leaders in the 
New England states, died here of pneu- 
monia. Atthetimeof his death he was 
the business agent of the various carpen- 
ters’ unions of this city, and general 
organizer of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America for the 
past 10 years. 


Greedy France, 

LIVERPOOL, Feb. 7.—Advices have been 
received from Liberia that the French 
have hoisted their flag at Half Cavaly, 
which adjoins Liberia, and which was 
captured a few months ago by the Libe- 
rians. The latter say that they have not 
ceded the place to the French, and that 
the latter are intruding. 


A Newport Mystery. 

Newport, R. L., Feb. 7.—P. J. Dolan of 
the United States training station has 
mysteriously disappeared. Trouble with 
Lieutenant Newton is the supposed cause 
of his disappearance. Hehas been con- 
nected with the station since 1889.

AOW TO FRAME AND HANG PICTURES. 


Rules For Regulating Selections For Cot- 
tage or City Drawing Room, 

The pictures must suit the size of the 
room, the purpos® to which the room is 
put and its furnishing. In a drawing 
room the decorations should be excel- 
lent works of art, and the walls should 
not be crowded. One at least should 
be large enough to show by itself on an 
extended wall space. Smaller ones may 
be grouped. A parti colored wall kills 
the loveliest of pictures. When the pic- 
tures are too choice to hang in an infe- 
rior room, first drape the decorated wall 
with some rich dark stuff, extending the 
drapery sufficiently far to have the re- 
lief needed. Thecolor and quality of 
the drapery must of course be deter- 
mined by the predominant color of the 
room. 

In a library, large hall or dining 
toom etchings and engravings are most 
suitable, and if possible have an en- 
graving of Turner, or a more modern 
etching. In framing, avoid gorgeous- 
ness, and above all things reject those 
coarse rough stamped frames, gilt or sil- 
vered. Too much gold in picture frames 
is disastrous. Metal frames of fine work- 
manship only can be used, but they 
should be neither massive nor over- 
wrought. They are absurdities when 
combined with small pictures, 

Prints especially should not be in- 
serted in gilded frames. They should 
have mats not too wide, of thick toned 
paper, surrounded by flat frames of oak 
or cherry. Asmall fine picture ona 
mat of rich dark velvet may show with- 
in the mat a narrow gilt molding. The 
whole should then be inclosed in a 
glazed box of dark wood. On a light 
walla black framed picture is a blot, 
also vice versa. In both cases a medium 
tone should be used in order to harmon- 
ize with background and picture. 

Flat frames are suitable for water 
colors. Small prints or water colors 
may be grouped side by side, the same 
narrow frame inclosing each and sur- 
rounding all, and one glass covers the 
group. These are most suitable for sit- 
ting rooms and bedchambers. Picture 
wires are necessary. For artistic ef- 
fects and cleanliness suspend them per- 
pendicularly on a level with the eyes 
of a person of average height, and pre- 
serve the photographs of friends in the 
privacy of one’s own room, 


How to Make Cranberry Sauce, 
Wash and pick over 3 pints of ber- 
ries. Put them in a saucepan over 
the fire, cover with 3 cups of boil- 
ing water and put the cover on the 
saucepan. When the berries begin to 
pop, take from the fire, press through a 
colander, add three cups of granulated 
sugar and stir until it is dissolved. 

Cranberry sauce should not jelly. 

How to Stain a Floor. 

Wash the floor with soda and water. 
Fill in all cracks in the floor with ei- 
ther strips of wood or plaster of paris, 
having some of the stain mixed with 
the latter. The stain must be diluted 
for this purpose. Any soft portions of 
the wood must be sized before staining 
or they will absorb too much and make 
darker spots than elsewhere in the room. 
Apply the stain plentifully along the 
boards with a clean brush, from a deep 
panor basin. As it flows very freely 
over the wood the work must be done 
very quickly. When the staining is fin- 
ished, let it remain untilnext morning, 
when the sizing may be done. Dissolve 
this in water, one pound to the gallon, 
and apply it moderately warm. One 
hundred and fifty degrees F. is about 
the right temperature. Then var- 
nishing may be done. Do not put on 
the varnish toothickly. Be careful that 
for each process your brush be clean 
and dry. Avoid placing any article of 
furniture on the varnished surface for 
a day or two. 


How to Make a Receptacle For Broken 
Needles. 

Take a tiny medicine vial and cover 
it with fancy silk. A ribbon tied 
around the neck holds the cover on, and 
one end may be fastened to the cork. 
This can be withdrawn and the bits of 
neeedle putin. It is then replaced. 


How to Make a Pretty Table Cover. 

A pretty table cover is made of a 
French pearl gray broadcloth of good 
quality. Draw in each corner a some- 
what elaborate pattern of flowers and 
leaves, having it so that it may be cut 
out easily. Buttonhole the pattern all 
around with heavy white silk; then 
carefully cut the inside out, leaving the 
pattern in open work. Have a square 
of rose pink satin or silk, and place it 
under the square of broadcloth. The 
edges may besewed together and trim- 
med with a handsome fancy lace or 
fringe, or the edge of the broadcloth 
may be pinked and a band of rose col- 
ored broadcloth be made just wide 
enough to come below the pearl gray a 
| half inch and bestitched to the silk lin- 
jing by two rows of stitching, which 
will effectively conceal the raw edges. 
| The lining will need to be held in place, 


| in this case by tassels upon the corners 
or butterfly bows placed at intervais 
near the edge. 


How to Revive Drooping Cut Flowers. 
Tie their stems closely together, cov- 
| er their tops with paper to exclude the 
jair and plunge the flowers into a deep 
Pitcher or jar of water nearly up to 
their tops. Put in an ice box or the 
coolest place to be found. Blossoms 
| may thus be kept a long time. 


How to Stew Parsnips. 

Take six good sized parsnips, a tea- 
gpoonful of salt, wash and scrape the 
parsnips, cut them in halves; throw 
them in cold water fora half hour. Put 
them in a saucepan, cover with boiling 
water, add the salt and boil for one 
hour. Take them up on a hot dish and 
| pour over them the Pollowing sauce: 
| Put a tablespoonful of butter in a 
frying pan with a tablespoonful of 
| flour, mix until smooth; add a half 
pint of the water in which the parsnips 
were boiled. Stir and boil for five min- 
ates, add salt and pepper and serve.

MONEY QUESTION BETTER KNOWN. 


Chairman Jones Outlines the 
Organization's Ideas. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—George O. Jones, 
chairman of the national committee of 
the National Greenback party, has issued 
a call addressel to “National Greenback- 
ers and all others who are in favor of the 
immediate issue of a largely increased 
volume of constitutional money and of 
perpetuating on our statute books that 
decision of the United States supreme 
court rendered March 3, 1884, which, in 
substance, was as follows:

tion known. Therefore all who desire an 
immediate | increase in the volume of 
United States legal tender notes, com- 
monly known as greenbacks, such us were 
declared to be constitutional money by 
the supreme court on March 3, 1584, aud 
all who desire the immediate free coinage 
of silver, are hereby requested to meet 
in their respective cities, towns, villages 
and neighborboods on Saturday, March 3, 

1594, to celebrate the l0th anniversary of 
that important decision, and then and 
there to prepare and obtain signatures to 
petitions to their senators and representa- 
tives in congress requesting them to 
speedily enact laws authorizing and di- 
recting the further issue of greenbacks 
and for the immediate repeal of all laws

BAY STATE LEGISLATURB, 


No More New Business Can Now Be In 

troduced—Flood of Petitions. 

Boston. Feb. 8.—Yesterday was the last 
day for the introduction of new business 
in the legislature, and a mass of matter 
was poured in. The two branches intend 
now to shut out any but the most neces- 
sary business which may be offered subse- 
quently. A movement is on foot to have 
both branches meet at 4p. m., so as to 
give the greater part of the day to com- 
mittee hearings. 

In the house a bill was introduced re- 
quiring telephone compayies to furnish at 
least one public telephone free in each 
town through which their lines pass, and 
giving to selectmen the right to revoke 
all rights of telephone companies to main- 
tain lines in public ways, if thé company 
fail to cemply with any lawful order of 
the selectmen, 

Chairman Perkins of the state highway 
commission reéOmmended a change ip the 
law by which the state roads shall be 
permanently under the control of the 
state commission after they are finished. 

Among the petitions presented in the 
senate were the following: For legisla- 
tion authorizing the abatement of taxes 
on personal property assessed to executors, 
administrators and trustees, under section 
44, chapter 11, public statutes; for the 
establishment of the district court of 
western Worcester, to be held in the 

towns of Spencer, North Brookfield and 
Warren; for the establishment of the first 
district court ef western Worcester; that 
no street railway operated by electric 
power shall be constructed across the 
tracks of any.steam... “1b will oc- [ 
sone’ 200 acrsoef vailroad without the 
sent of the railroad commissioners, or 
of some other disinterested board; against 
the proposed reconstruction of the front 
part of the state house. 

An order was offered that the railroad 
commissioners be requested to investigate 
the rates of passenger fares on suburban 
trains to points within 12 miles of Boston

REPEAL BILL PASSED BY SENATE. 


Rejection of Many Amend- 
ments by Chandler. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—After the reading 
and correction of Tuesday’s journal the 
speaker and Mr. Reed gotinto a parlia- 
mentary wrangle as to whether or not the 
order by which the absentees were re 
called continued after the adjournment. 

The chair held that it did, and the 
house took up the special order, which 
was the consideration of the Hawaiian 
resolutions of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee. 

One hundred and seventy-seven mem- 
bers having voted ou the Hawaiian reso- 
lution—two lessthan what has been re- 
garded as a quorum—Mr. Springer made 
the point that it did not require a major- 
ity of the full house to make a quorum. 

On a second rolicall, however, it be 
came evident that the Democrats had a 
quorum, and the Republicans changed 
their tactics and voted, and the resolution 
Was agreed to—yeas, 177; nays, 75. 

Messrs. Cummings and Sickles, (Dems., 
N. Y.) voted with the Republicans against 
the resolution. Otherwise the Democrats 
voted forthe resolution, and the Repub- 
licans against it. The Populists were di- 
vided. 

The Boutelle Resolution. 

As soon as the vote had been announced 
on the McCreary resolution Mr. Boutelle 
called up his privileged resolution, which 
declares that it isthe sense of the house 
that any intervention by the executive of 
the United States, its civil or military 
representatives, without authority of 
congress, in the internal affairs of a 
friendly recognized government, to dis- 
turb or overthrow it, and to aid or abet 
the substitution or restoration of a 
monarchy therefor, is contrary to the 
policy and traditions of the republic and 
the letter and spirit of the constitution 
and cannot be tuo promptly or empiuat- 
ically reprobated. The preamble recites 
that the president has invaded the rights 
of congress in instructing Minister Willts 
to subvert the republican form of gov- 
ernment in Hawaii. 

Mr. Boutelle demanded the yeas and 
nays, and the roll was called, resulting in 
the defeat of his resolution—yeas, 91; nays, 
161.

PSYCHICAL RESEARCH. 


For Science to Recognize Spiritualism. 

A regular London correspondent says 
that Mr. Balfour, the leader of the oppo- 
sition, has recently distinguished him- 
self not only by the delivery of a series 
of strong political speeches, but by open- 
ly advocating a thorough scientific in- 
vestigation of psychic or spiritualistic 
phenomena. As president of the Society 
of Psychical Research he said in an ad- 
dress that he thought the time had come 
when the leaders of scientific thought 
should recognize that there were well 
attested facts which do not naturally 
fall into the framework of the sciences 
or of organized experiences. 

The proposed investigation was differ- 
ent from a scientific cross examination 
of nature, for they would have to deal 
with abnormal or incomplete faculties, 
with exceptional conditions in exception- 
al individuals. He saw no inherent im- 
possibility in such half formed senses be- 
ing sporadically developed in the human 
race. They seemed to come across hu- 
man facts which could not be made by 
any manipulation to fit into theinterstices 
of the accepted view of the psychical 
world. If that were so, they were engaged 
in a work of prodigious difficulty. They 
had a refractory class of problems to deal 
with, but it seemed to him that at least 
they would be able to provethe existence 
of an outside world.

Boston, Fe. 9.—The house and senate 
met at 12 o'clock today, and. beginning 
Monday, both branches will get right 
down to business. Itis reported that on 
Monday the greater part of the day will be 
given to committee hearings, and that 
both branches will not meet until late in 
the afternoon. This will prolong the ses- 
sions well into the evening. 

That somewhat exploded issue, the 
abolition of the council, and a good di- 
versity of other bills, were introduced by 
many legislators yesterday.

He believed that the 
referendum with the initiative would pre- 
vent the deplorable spectacle of a gov- 
ernor stepping from the executive chair 
into the service of a corporation. With 
the initiative the law would be safe, for 
it would forever remain in the hands of 
people. 

The labor committee heard John M. 
Berry in support of his petition that the 
chief of the bureau of statistics of labor 
be required tg prepare a plan for co-opera- 
tive production of goods and for their dis- 
tribution, both in the fields of agriculture 
and manufactures, under the auspices of 
the senate. He presented a resolve in- 
structing the bureau to reporta plan 
within 30 days and appropriating 8100,00 
from the state treasury tocarry out the 
purposes of the act. 

Representative Melaven supported his 
bill to amend the law to prevent the in- 
timidation of laborers. He sail that af- 
ter labor troubles in an establishment 
have been s@itled and the men_ have re- 
turned to work, some of them are com- 
pelled by their bosses to withdraw from 
their labor unions under penaltwef losing 
theiremployment. Itis intimidation of 
this sort which he aims to prevent. 

Representative Bliss appeared before 
the committee on taxation in advocacy of 
a bill proposing to tax railroad corpora- 
tions for the number of miles of track 
which they operate within the limits of 
the commonwealth, instead of on the 
number of miles of roadbed upon which 
taxation is at present based. The pro- 
posed legislation was opposed by the Bos- 
tonand Albany and Boston and Maine 
railroads. The Western Union Telegraph 
company also appeared in remonstrance 
to the proposed amendments.

AGAINST GREAT ODDS 


French Troops Met With Severe 
Defeat In the Soudan. 


MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


Were Literally Cut to Pieces 
by Furious Tuaregs. 


Paris, Feb. 10.—Premier Casimir Periet 
admits that it is true that the Frencb 
column was attacked by natives near 
Timbuctoo, The premier added that the 
French would not evacuate Timbuctoc 
and re-enforcements had already been 
forwarded to the French commander at 
that place. 

The following facts of the disaster to 
the French column were given out last 
evening: 

The Tuaregs, Captain Phillipe states 
were armed with lances and knives, which 
they used with terrible effect. They made 
their first attack upon the leading portion 
of the French native column. It was so des 
perate and well sustained that the divi- 
sion was apparently cut to pieces. 

The news of the disaster was brought t« 
the second portion of the column, or rear 
guard, by Captain Nugett, a French offi 
cer, who, badly wounded in the head, 
managed to escape from the crowd of na- 
tives which assailed the advance guard. 

Retreat Was Ordered. 

The second division was encamped a few 
milesto the rearof the advance guard, 
which seems to have been surprised dur- 
ing the darkness of early morning. As 
soon as the rear guards’ commander heard 
of the Tuaregs’ ferocity he ordered are 
treat upon Timbuctoo, leaving the unfor 
tunate advance guard, which was com 
manded by Colonel Bonnier, to its fate. 

The official report admits that at least 
nine French officers, including Colone! 
Bonnier, two European non-commis 
sioned officers and 68 native soldiers were 
killed. 

The unofficial reports, originating in ru 
mors emanating from the minor em- 
ployes of the war department and colonial 
office, say that the loss in killed and cap 
tured is at least 300. 

The rear guard, after enduring consid- 
erable hardships and being badly pressed 
by the enemy, succeeded in regaining 
Timbuctoo, on Dec. 17, carrying with 
them a number of wounded. A number 
of men are said to have been eitker 
killed or left dying along the route. 

Captain Phillipe sent out several scout 
ing parties with instructions to see if 
there were any survivors left of the van- 
guard. These succeeded in finding a few 
survivors; but the men were ina pitiable 
condition, suffering fearfully from thirst 
and loss of blood. 

Fighting Was Fierce. 

These survivors told terrible tales of the 
desperate fighting which had taken place 
after the van-guard was surprised. The 
French native troops sprang to their arms, 
and encouraged by the example of their 
officers opened fire upon the enemy. But 
the Tuaregs were already within the 
French encampment and caused a panic, 
during which the efforts of the French 
officers to rally the native soldiers were 
entirely useless. The French officers are 
said to have fought most gallantly. 

The scouting parties would have pushed 
onward, but the Tuaregs began closing 
around them, and eventually drove them 
back to Timbuctoo, following this up by 
assembling in large masses, preparatory 
to making a combined attack upon the 
city itself. Captain Phillipe, upon hear- 
ing this, gathered his entire force to- 
gether and began the work of crowding 
up the enforcenents. 

The Tuaregs became aggressive and 
pushed up close to the French soldiers at 
work in the trenchments, and killed and 
wounded several. This caused Captain 
Phillipe to organize two small parties of 
picked soldiers to protect the men at work 
in the trenches. They made several spir- 
ited sallies on the Tuaregs, driving them 
back ward and killing a number of them. 

French Troops Exhausted. 

But the French troops were badly 
barassed and became thoroughly ex- 
hausted with work day and night, and 
being compelled to be continually on the 
alert in order to be ready for some new 
attack. Especially at night time were 
the Tuaregs active and audacious, every 
night they killed or wounded several of 
the smal! garrison. 

Opposed to an enemy estimated tonum- 

ber from 4000 to 10,000, the French only had 
800 men, and this force was only supported 
by six small field pieces, the famed rapid 
fire gun, which proved so effective when 
used against the natives in the different 
parts of Africa, seems to have been miss- 
ing. 
But admirably commauded and encour- 
aged by Captain Phillipe and the French 
omcers. the native soldiers managed to 
hold out while awaiting the arrival of the 
relief column, commanded by Colonel 
Joffre. When Captain Phillipe was in- 
formed by native messengers that the 
Joffre column was on its way to relieve 
him he sent a messenger to Colonel Jofire 
to warn him that they were in danger of 
being attacked by the tribes. Captain 
Phillipe also sent a request to the gov- 
ernor of Soudan that the French flotilla 
on the Niger should not leave that district 
until the Joffre column had reached Tim- 
buctoo. 

Captain Phillipe also reported that 
the population of Timbuctoo, estimated 
to number about 12,000 souls, principally 
negroes and some Moors, were favorable 
in their attitude toward the French, but 
were cowed by the Arabs, who make slaves 
of all prisoners who fall into their hands. 

The news of the disaster to the Bonnier 
column bas caused a decided sensation ir

ALMOST BEYOND BELIEF. 


Humane Society Agents of Pittsburg 
Make a Terrible Discovery. 

PittsspurRG, Feb. 10.—A complaint had 
been entered that the family of Hum- 
phrey Morris, a miner in Bullskin town- 
ship, were in aterrible state of dirt and 
destitution. Agents of the humane so- 
ciety found the family of five children 
huddled about the stove. They were al- 
most naked, while the mother was stand- 
fng inthe center of the room perfectly 
nude. 

The hut contained two rooms. A mis- 
erable bedstead stood in one corner, and 
there was a couch made of rails, straw 
was laid over the slats, and there the 
family slept without covers. All the fam- 
ily were black with dirt and reeking with 
vermin. The mother isan imbecile, and 
all the children, except the oldest girl, 
aged 12, are little better. 

On the stove was an old powder can, in 
which some old rags were boiling, but 
which is also used to do the family ccok- 
ig. 

Morris isin the employ of the Mayer 
Coke company. He has been employed 
there for 10 years. He never drinks, is in- 
dustrious, and p,akes $1.75 a day, never 
missing aday. He buys a great many 
groceries, such as flour, beans and barley. 
Twice a week he buys meat. 

Morris said they used four sacks of 
floura week. The entire four sacks are 
made into flanne! cakes, which are baked 
on the lid of the stove, and this diet, 
three times a day, varied occasionally by 
some barley or beans, or a little fresh 
meat, is all they ever eat. Morris said 
they never had butter; they never wanted 
anything, he said 

Morris said his wife was an inmate of 
the Fayette county asylum when he mar- 
| ried her. Hesaid he did not dare to tell 
| her to clean things up as she would 
| threaten to cut the throats of the entire 
family. When he got her clothes she de- 
stroyed them. He said they were per- 
| fectly happy and only wanted to be let 
| alone. 
| None of the children had ever been to 
school. The man was born and raised in 
Fayette City. None of the children knew 
what a church was. 


| ‘IN CONGRESS. 


Salaries of Congressmen Incidentally 
Touched Upon by the House. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—After the call of 
committees for reports in the house Mr. 
Biand moved to take up the consideration 
of his silver seigniorage bill in committee 
of the whole. The motion was agreed to 
and he concluded his speech. 

Mr. Bland was frequently interrupted 
by questions from the members who sur- 
rounded him, and the close of his speech 
was marked by applause from his sym- 
pathizers. 

He was followed by Mr. Stone, who an- 
tagonized the bill. 

Mr. McKeighan supported the bill. 

Mr. Harter spoke in opposition to the 
bill. In lieu of Mr. Bland’s plan for tid- 
ing the government over its present finan- 
| cial distress, he ad -ocated the practice of 
more rigid economy, and also suggested 
that the salaries of all government offi- 
cers, including members of congress, re- 
ceiving over $2500 per annum, be lowered 
by 25 per cent. 

Mr. Walker said that congressmen did 
not get half enough now. They did three 
times as much work in comparison with 
their salaries as any other class of men. 

Mr. Harter favored a tax of 1 centa 
pound on sugar, an increase of 30 cents in 
the tax on spirits anda heavy tax on beer. 

Mr. Kilgore advocated the bill. 

The committee soon rose, and the house 
adjourned.

ONLY TWO VESSELS 


Now Represent Uncle Sam In the 
North Atlantic Squadron. 


THE LOSS OF THE KEARSARGE 


Brings to Mind Disasters to 
Other Warships. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The navy de- 
partment has word from Lieutenant 
Brainard that he sailed yesterday morn- 
ing from Colon with the City of Para for 
the relief of the shipwrecked crew of the 
Kearsarge. It is about a day's trip—250 
miles—from Colon to Roncador reef. It 
is expected, therefore, that the Kearsarge 
crew will be safely and comfortably on 
board some time today, and wil! be back 
in Colon on Sunday. It is expected that 
they will come to New York on the City 
of Para when she starts on her regular 
trip. 

The North Atlantic squadron, of which 
the Kearsarge was the flagship, is now re- 
duced to the Miantonomoh and the 
Vesuvius. This depleted condition is due 
to the large force ordered to Rio and the 
absence of other vessels which are on 
their way to the Pacific to take part in 
the Behring sea patrol. 

Previous Disasters, 

The last naval disaster suffered by the 
United States was the loss of the Dis- 
patch off Assateugue shoals, Virginia, 
Oct. 10, 1891. 

No lives were lost at that time. In fact 
the United States has been notably free 
of disasters involving great loss of life 
compared with other navies of the world. 
The Huron went to pieces off Oregon in- 
let, North Carolina, during a_ terrible 
hurricane, Nov. 24, 1877, and 104 lives 
were lost. 

The most notable disaster in which our 
ships have been involved was the hurri- 
cane at Samoa in which the Trenton, 
Vandalia and Nipsic were wrecked and 
145 lives in all lost. 

This included the loss from all vessels at 
Apia. The disaster occurred March 15, 
1s8), and three’ German ships also were 
lost. On Feb. 18, 1883, the Ashuelot went 
ashore ona rock off the coast of China 
and 11 men were lost. 

It is expected that the loss of the Kear- 
sarge will result in the placing of a light 
on Roncador bank, a result the United 
States navy department has earnestly 
sought to bring about for several years, 
but without result, owing to the wish of 
this government that other nations bear 
a share in the expense.

Braintree Likes the Idea and Wants 
Help of City of Quincy. 

The Braintree Observer says editionally 
today: 

The present is an epoch of park building 
in this country, and Massachusetts is 
among the leaders in the movement. With 
the exception of certain portions of the 
west, and the Pacific slope, New England 
stands at the very front with her superior 
natural advantages for such purposes. 
Years hence when our progeny Icok back 
to these days as we now look back 
to the days of the Plymouth Colony, they 
will bless us for our wisdom and forethought 
which secured to them a portion of God’s 
footstool ina natural state, in the midst 
of mighty populations, as we now revere 
them forthe sturdy fortitude and courage 
which they displayed in subduing the 
wilderness for us. 

In the vicinity of Boston there are 
tracts of natural park like country, which 
need only a few touches, comparatively to 
adapt them for public use. It has been 
said so often as to have almost become a 
platitude, that po city on the whole 
Atlantic coast has at its doors, as Boston 
has, so many and so diversified opportuni- 
ties for founding an unrivalled park system, 
and to her credit be it said that city has 
made great strides in this direction. 

A few years hence the pride of the 
Bostonian (and that includes Braintree) 
will be pardonable, when he stands on the 
crest of the undulating slope of Franklin 
Park at its easterly extremity, and points 
out to the stranger its western vanishing 
point in the breeze of the Milton hills, from 
whichever point of the compass we view 
these noble elevations, they are pleasing 
when seen under proper atmospheric effect, 
and at the right time of day, and from 
several points here in beautiful Braintree 
they are seen to the best advantage. 

There is oneview in particular, which 
at the decline of day ora Jittle after sun- 
down is particularly charming, and the 
spot from which to obtain it is nearly in 
front of the Dr. Storr’s homestead on 
Washington street. Looking across the 
valley from that place towards the nortb- 
west, the scene is sometimes soul lifting 
in its refined loveliness. The hills support 
upon their purple shoulders the dome of 
the heavens, aud the floating clouds are 
flecked with jewel like light flung back 
from behind the mountains by the departing 
sun. Visitors to the town who have come 
suddenly upon this view in passing along 
the highway, have stood spell bound at 
the exhibition presented to their eyes.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Big Batch of Measures Introduced For 
Consideration. 

Boston, Feb. 10.—The volume of new 
business continues in full force, and those 
persons who have been talking of a short 
session have already begun to look dazed. 
Many important new measures are intro- 
duced for consideration, while some are 
old timers and some are frivolous. 

In the senate a resolve was introduced 
fixing the time of meeting of both 
branches of the legislature for a period of 
at least two weeks at 4 o’clock p. m. daily. 
Passed, under a suspension of the rules. 

Bills introduced: Relative to lotteries 
aud policy lotteries, imposing a fine not 
exceeding $2000 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, on any owner 
or lessee permitting his building or rooms 
to be used for said lotteries or policy lot- 
teries; forbidding entertainments in thea- 
ters, museums or halls on the Lord’s day, 
except sacred concerts under the auspices 
and for the benefit of any church or re- 
ligious society. Whoever manages, per- 
forms or takes part in any other on that 
day shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $200; whoever admits to theaters, 
any minor child under the age of 16, un- 
accompanied by an adult, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $200. 

The order calling on the committee on 
railroads toinvestigate certain allegations 
and charges of discrimination on the part 
of certain railroads towards express com- 
panies and others was adopted without 
dissent.

pramers, one of whom shall! be appointed 
by the supreme judicial court; striking 
out the words ‘‘on the same strect”’ in the 
act of IS82, chapter 220, which provides 
that no license shall be granted for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in any build- 
ing or place on the same street within 400 
feet of any building occupied in whole cr 
in part by a public school; amending anu 
act relative to the establishment of muni- 
cipal electric light plants; a bill relating 
to reservoirs, basins and other property 
held by cities and towns for water supply.

No Change Should be Made in the Specifi- 
cations for the New High.

HEALTH LEGISLATION. 


An Interesting Call Issued by a Joint Com. 
mittee of Three Societies. 

At a meeting of the Brooklyn Public 
Health society at the residence of W. E. 
Uptegrove the other night a paper was 
read by J. Winfield Scott, secretary of the 
National Constitutional Liberty league of 
Boston, on ‘Methods of Protecting and 
Promoting Public Health.” The follow- 
ing call was issued by a joint committee 
of the league, the Brooklyn Public Health 
society and the New York Public Health 
and Constitutional Liberty league from 
their headquarters, room 18, 331 Madison 
avenue, New York: 

Whereas, It is self evident that constitu- 
tional liberty, scientific progress in the healing 
art, will be promoted and public health con- 
served by immediate legislation requiring: 
1. Physicians to write prescriptions legibly and 
when possible in English (and Latin if they 
choose). 2. That medicines dispensed by physi- 
ciansand others containing poisonous ingredi- 
ents shall be by them legibly labeled “Caution; 
take only as directed.” 8, Restoring to every 
citizen the right to freely contract for the serv- 
ices of whosoever he considers competent to 
treat or heal him or his family without render- 
Ing the person thus employed liable to prose- 
cution, except for malpractice. Therefore, we, 
the undersigned, urge all periodicals and per- 
sons in sympathy with the spirit and purpose 
of the legislation above outlined to exert their 
influence in creating and molding favorable 
public sentiment. We also respectfully in- 
vite all who believe that the higher instincts, 
nobler impulses and dearest interests of hu- 
manity wil] thus be served to send us the ad- 
dresses of persons willing to receive and dis- 
tribute literature or circulate petitions. We 
also likewise solicit verifiable facts, experiences 
and other data touching upon these topics and 
tending to strengthen the cause of public 
health and constitutional liberty before the 
legislature and the general public.

AN UNEXPECTED OIL STRIKE. 


A Hunter Ran a Fox Into a Cave, and Sub- 
sequent Proceedings Were Startling.

A jet 
of flame shot upward higher than the 
surrounding tree tops and illuminated 
the surrounding country. About 100 
feet below the place where the well was 
burning they discovered a flow of oil is- 
suing from a crevice. The stream was 
large enough to fill a two inch pipe. The 
village is in excitement over the find, and 
prospectors are flocking there in num- 
bers.

The Sultan’s Library. 

The sultan of Turkey has issued an 
imperial decree to the effect that three 
copies of every book and pamphlet on 
any subject whatsoever that has been 
printed or published in any language in 
any part of his dominion, from the time 
he ascended the throne to the present 
day, are to be sent to the imperial palace 
and one copy to the new library at the 
Sublime Porte, which is now being built 
by his majesty’s orders. 

Itis stated in well informed circles 
that his majesty has three objects in 
view. First, it is an economic way of 
furnishing two libraries. The second is 
that it will encourage native authors 
(whose lot under the circumstances can 
hardly be regarded as a happy one) in 
writing and publishing new works, and 
the third and most important object of 
all is that his majesty’s specially em- 
ployed censors and secretaries will be 
better able to control and check any pub- 
lication containing anything to which 
the sultan and his advisers may object. 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Logs Preserved In Water. 

Some magnificent logs of spruce and 
yellow pine, which have made their way 
down from the sources of the Delaware 
to the Kensington mills, are now float- 
ing in the Aramingo canal just below 
the Girard avenue bridge. Excellent 
material for tall masts and flagpoles and 
huge beams over 70 feet long and 2 feet 
square on the end are noticeable among 
the mass of floating timber. Contrary 
to the popular belief, timber is best pre- 
served when submerged in water, and 
what appears to be a mass of refuse clog- 
ging portions of the canal is in reality 
valuable lumber stored there for reasons 
of economy. Such economy can be over- 
done, however, and many a noble piece 
of timber, which has become water- 
logged during a long period of time, now 
lies along the bottom of the canal.— 
Philadelphia Record.

GERMAN PRISON FARE. 


The Experieuce of a Frenchman Who Was 
Incarcerated For Spying. 

A Frenchman named Klein, who has 
just been released after undergoing a 
long term of imprisonment in Germany 
as @& spy, gives a very uninviting descrip- 
tion of life in German prisons. 
has just returned to Bar le Duc, where 
his family reside. On Feb. 11, 1887, he 
was arrested at Strasburg, where he was 
detained for five months awaiting his 
trial. At the end of that time he was 
taken to Leipsic, where he-.was tried, 
found guilty and sentenced to six years’ 
hard labor. Soon afterward he was re- 
moved to a prison at Halle-on-Saale. 

For four years, according to his story, 
he was not allowed to see or speak to 
any one, so that his reason seemed to be 
impaired, and he was removed first toa 
madhouse at Berlin, then to another at 
Stephansfeld. He was finally liberated 
on the 17th of December. 

At the prison of Halle, Klein occupied 
a cell about 12 cubic meters in size, with 
one small window in it, and his bed was 
a plank with a maizestraw mattress and 
one blanket. His food consisted chiefly 
of barley, peas and other grain, with 
soup made of meat twice a week and of 
tallow the other five days. The allotted 
daily task for each prisoner was 12 pairs 
of stockings, and the penalty for not 
completing them a beating with a cane. 
Klein earned 25 marks, or shillings, for 
his six years’ work.—London Letter.

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THE GAIN IS SLOW. 


The Business World Is Waiting For 
Action on the Tariff. 


STOCKS BECOMING EXHAUSTED. 


It Has Caused an Increased 
Demand For Goods. 


New York, Feb. 10.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 

Improvement in business still appears 
in many directions, but it seems to be in 
part balanced by loss in others. The 
gradual gain which began some time ago, 
and was strengthened a little by the suc- 
cess of the treasury loan, has scarcely 
answered expectations. Doubtless the 
uncertainty remains with the tariff bill 
yet in the senate, and currency measures 
of importance pending in the house has 
some hindering influence, but there is 
still seen an increase in the demand for 
many kinds of goods, because of the ex- 
haustion of stock in the hands of dealers 
by a consumption which, though less 
than usual, is nevertheless greater than 
in any other country. 

Crop reports were expected to cause a 
great advance in wheat, but the price has 
dropped to 631-8 cents cash, the lowest 
point ever known inthis market, and 
both here and at Chicago May wheat has 
gone lower than ever. 

Hog products and coffee were substan- 
tially unchanged. 

Cotton rose 1-16 in spite of visible stocks 
exceeding half the world’s consumption 
for a year, and a decrease of 20 per cent 
compared with last year in takings of 
northern spinners. Speculative forces on 
either side, rather than the facts of supply 
and demand, govern at present. 

Decline In Exchanges. 

The volume of domestic trade does not 
materially increase, exchanges indicating 
a decline compared with last year of 19.5 
per cent elsewhere, aud 34.9 per cent at 
New York. 

The decrease in shipments of boots and 
shoes from Boston for the week was only 
14 per cent, but trading runs so largely to 
low-priced goods that in value the de 
crease in business is greater. 

Textile manufactures are gaining a lit- 
tle. Inquiry discloses larger stocks of 
cotton goods held by dealers than was 
supposed, and quite a large proportion of 
mills are likely to close before long, un- 
less orders increase, but the number re- 
ported starting is again several times 
the number reported closing. 

Sales of wool were decidedly larger last 
week, 5,773,040 pounds, against 6,855,750 
last year, and the markets were all more 
active, but this week are comparatively 
quiet. 

Democrats Asked to Chip In. 

NEw HAVEN, Feb. 10.—The Democratic 
state central committee has issued a 
letter to the Democrats of the state call- 
ing for subscriptions to the election fund. 
It requests all office holders, both state 
and national, to contribute according to 
their salaries, and fixes the amounts they 
are expected to give. The letter is vigor- 
ously denounced by leading Democratic 
papers. 


Shortening Hours of Labor, 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 10.—Time in 
the Stark mills, beginning next Monday, 
will be reduced to eight hours a day and 
five days a week. Notices were posted in 
the Manchester mills that asimilar re- 
ductionin time would be made in the 
worsted departments. The Jefferson 
mill, on the other hand, is working until 
10 o’clock at night, to catch up with 
orders. 

Famous Confederate Dead, 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 10.—General Lucien B. 
Northop, commissioner general of the 
confederate states of America, died at 
Pikesville, yesterday, aged 83 years. Be- 
fore and during the war he wasa close 
friend of Jefferson Davis. Colonel 
Northop served in the United States army 
and had been an inmate of the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home about a year. 


Reed Spoke at Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10.—A mass meet- 
ing in the interests of Galusha E. Grow, 
Republican candidate for congressman- 
at-large, was held last night at the Acad- 
emy of Music. Thomas B. Reed was the 
principal speaker. Mr. Reed’s remarks 
were directed entirely to the question of 
protection and the criticism of the pres- 
ent administration. 


Away Ahead of Ives. 

Boston, Feb. 10.—Billiardist Schaefer 
showed a pace last night that was alto- 
gether too fast for “‘Napoleon”’ Ives, beat- 
ing him 600 to 402, and incidentally beat- 
ing all records for the 14-inch balk line 
game, anchor barred, rolling up the total 
of 27lin a single inning.

DROPPED DEAD. 


Representative George W. Houk of Ohio 
Dies at the House of a Friend. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Representative 
George W. Houk of Dayton, O., died sud- 
denly, yesterday afternoon, of heart dis- 
ease. He was appare.tly a man of robust 
condition and the news of his death came 
as an unexpected shock. He had attended 
to his congressional duties during the 
day, and was to all appearances in the 
full vigor of health. 

Mr. Houk made a social call on Mrs. A. 
Reynolds and her sister at 127 Connecticut 
avenue, and at 4:30 o’clock went to the 
window in the parlor and looked out. At 
the window he stooped as if to pick up 
something from the carpet, and then fell 
forward on his face. Medical aid was 
summoned, but it was found that Mr.

Mr. Houk was born in Cumberland 
county, Pa., in 1825, but has lived in Ohio 
since two-years of age. He was a 
lawyer and has been in politics since 1852, 
when he was elected to the Ohio legisla- 
ture. He was elected to the Fifty-first 
and Fifty-second congresses as a Dem- 
ocrat. ; 


A STAGE-STRUCK MAIDEN 


Acts In a Manner Leading to the Belief 
That She Is Insane. 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 10.—Pauline Mc- 
Gowen, 18 years old, was removed to the 
police station last night, temporarily in- 
sane, apparently from the effects of being 
stage-struck. During the performances 
yesterday afternoon and evening in the 
Music hall the girl walked down the aisle, 
over the footlights and went behind the 
wings. Three different times the police 
had to carry her home, when her parents 
ordered her removal to the police station. 

When she arrived there she acted 
queerly and said she was going to marry 
one of the performers, Berby Norman, 
and had engaged a number of seats so 
that her friends could witness the cere- 
mony.

The Barre men say that they have a recol- 
lection of having heard somewhere of 
Quincy granite, but they had an idea it had 
seen its best days. They had read in his- 
tory that as long ago as 1752 the famous 
King’s chapel of Boston was built of it. 
In those days the granite was split by heat- 
ing and dropping a heavy ball on it, per- 
haps Barre men expected to tind it done 
that way now. 

History also told them that there was 
fear a hundred years ago that the supply 
in Quincy would be exhausted and they be- 
lieved it certainly must be now. In 1715 
the town voted ** That no person shall dig 
or carry off any stone on thesaid Commons 
or undivided land, upon any account what- 
ever, without license from the committee 
hereafter named, upon penalty of the for- 
feiture of ten shillings for every and eaclr 
cart-load so dug and carried away; one- 
quarter part to be to said committee in full 
satisfaction for the use of the town. 

But in 1822 when a monument at Bunker 
Hill was projected the design of a Quincy 
man was accepted, and it was built of 
Quincey stone, and is today after an ex 
posure of half a century to the weather, a 
good example of the value of Quincy stone. 
The granite quarried today is even betver, 
yes, much better, and improves as the 
quarries deepen. 

Quincey has furnished granite for the 
custom houses at New Orleans, Mobile, 
Savannah, Portland, San Francisco, Provi- 
dence and elsewhere; the court houses at 
Boston, Salem, Wercester, and elsewhere; 
the Boston exchange, the San Francisco 
exchange, and many other prominent 
buildings, churches, eic. 

In recent years however, most of the 
granite quarried is used for cemetery afd 
monumental work and will be found in 
nearly all of the states of the union. It 
has entered into some very large and costly 
work, 

Barre has been a rival in recent years for 
this work, but the rivalry of business is 
forgotten today, and Quincy manufacturers 
are outdoing themselves to make the visit 
of their guests pleasant and profitable.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 12.—The unknown 
steamship which is reported to have 
foundered on the Sth inst. to the 
southward of Cape Hatteras is now be- | 
lieved to be the Olympia, of Belfast, Cap- | 
tain Coleman, which sailed from Mn- } 
tanzas on Feb. 1, bound to Philadelphia, 
with a crew of 30 men, and a cargo of | 
21,000 bags of sugar, valued at #200,000. | 
The gravest anxiety is felt regarding the 
whereabouts of the Olympia, which is six 
days overdue on this short run. 

Coupled with this, the report of the 
foundering off Hatteras of the unknown 
steamship leads to the belief that the | 
missing vessel is the one that went down, 
asshe would have been in that locality 
the 5th inst., the day the accident was re- | 
ported. 

The Olympia was a powerful vessel, had 
a competent crew and was officered by 
men who have sailed the seas for many 
years. Vessels which left in her company 
arrived some time ago, and all reported 
having experienced terrific weather dur- | 
ing the voyage north. The Olympia 
traded for some time between here and 
Cuba inthe Earn line. She is owned in 
Belfast by the Crown Steamship com- 
pany, and was built in 1882.

Fate of Hineteen Men Unknown 
Until the Storm Abates. 


A WRECK OFF PROVINCETOWN. 


Almost the Entire Country ai 
the Storm’s Mercy. 


MILWAUKEE, Feb. 13.—Clouds of snow 
since daylight have shut from view the 
house at the Inlake tunnel, one mila from 
the shore of the lake. In this building 
nre 19 workmen, at least they were there 
Sunday night. There is considerable fear 
expressed that the tragedy of last spring 
may have been repeated. At that time 14 
workmen were caught in an airshaft 
under the water, to which they went for 
safety when it was apparent the house 
would be carried away. 

At 4 o'clock the dark outlines of the 
crib were plainly seen from the north 
point of the pumping station and at 10:30 
last night a white flag was visible, which 
indicated that the building was intact, 
though the waves are washing over it. 
Itis more stoutly built than the shell 
which succumbed to last spring’s gale. 

Wreck of the Fortuna. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Feb. 13 —Captain 
Greenlaw of the wrecked schooner For- 
tune states that she was from the Chatham 
fishing grounds and was bound for Bos- 
ton, and in trying to make Provincetown 
fora harbor, struck on the outer bar, 
about a half mile east of Race Point life 
saving station. 

A heavy sea was running along the 
The crew attempted to launch the 
dories, and two men were lost in getting 
into one of them. Captain Fisher of the 
life-saving station launched his boat and 
rescued the remaining portion of the 
crew. It was a deperate struggle of the 
life-saving men, asthe seas were heavy 
and ri LBEADe x crosswise.

Oue dory with two men left the vessel, 
but afterwards landed all right. Too 
much credit cannot he given the life 


saving station men of both stations, as 
the night was very dark, a terrific sea 
was running and a blinding snowstorm 
prevailed.

All of the saved men, 21 in number, are 
at the Race Point station, although much 
exhausted, the remaining two of the 
crew being given up as lost. It was a 
terrific wild night, and the life-saving 
men returned to their duty on the beach 
ou the lookout for other wrecks. 

The vessel is breaking up and some of 
thedebris is coming into the surf. She, 
without doubt, will bea total loss. She 
was insured in the Gloucester Mutual for 
$10,000.

Reports received 
here from points in southern Illinois, 
southern and central Indiana, Missouri in 
general and Arkansas give the same 
story, the heaviest snow of the season, 
with wind in a majority of cases drifting 
the deposit badly.

Course Will Be 
Americans. 


Admiral Benham’s 
Strongly Endorsed by 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Admiral Ben- 
ham’s course in Brazil has been fully ap- 
proved by the house committee on naval 
affairs in a report on the resolution intro- 
duced by Representative Money of Missis- 
sippi, a member of the committee on 
foreign affairs. The resolution was: 

Resolved, That the house of representatives 
of the United States of America regards with 
pleasure aud satisfaction the prompt and 
energetic action of Admiral Benham onthe 
27th ult. in the harbor of Rio de Janeiro in the 
performance of his duty to protect Americans 
and the commerce of the United States. 

The committee comments as follows: 
“This resolution carries with it no priv- 
ileges, as does a vote of thanks, butit is 
arecognition which the committee thinks 
deserving by Admiral Benham, whose ac- 
tion was approved by the foreign com- 
manders in the harbor of Rio at that 
time, and also by the leaders of the for- 
eign press. The American people ad- 
mire decision and firmness in the dis- 
charge of such duties as devolved upon 
Admiral Benham, and the committee 
feels quite sure that the American public 
will support the reported resolution.” 


SAFE AT COLON, 


Navy Department Hears From Admiral 
Stanton of the Kearse~ge. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Secretary Her- 
bert received a dispatch from Admiral 


Stanton. It was very brief, and read as 
follows: 
CoLon, Feb. —Arrived. Shall we 
sail for New York on City of Para.on 14th? 
STANTON. 


Secretary Herbert sent the following 
reply to Admiral Stanton’s message: 

“Congratulation. Proceed with crew 
to New York by Para.” 

Secretary Herbert will not make any 
decision as to what course he will pursue 
in the matter of the wreck until he hears 
Admiral Stanton’s official report. The 
naval regulations provides for an inves- 
tigationin such cases. It is estimated 
that the rescue of the Kearsarge’s crew 
will cost the government about $6000, The 
City of Para had to be specially insured 
for this trip, which was done on Friday 
morning. ‘The total cost was #3721.38, 
which the government has agreed to pay. 
The price to be paid for the use of the 
steamer is $2500. 


READY TO START. 


Paul Jones Charged a Penny a Head to 
Those Who “Inspected” Him,

TO AVENGE Yas ANT 


An Anarchist Throws a Bomb into a 
Paris Restaurant. 


HIS CAPTURE SOON EFFECTED. 


Received a Sabre WoundIna 
Fight With Police. 


Paris, Feb. 13.—A young man, who 
acted from motives of revenge, exploded 
a bomb last evening in a cafe beneath the 
Terminus hotel. The cafe was full of 
people at the time. A man who had 
dined in the cafe was seen to raise his arm 
and throw something into the middle of 
theroom. A terrific explosion followed 
and the occupants of the room were 
paralyzed with terror. The air was filled 
with smoke, and lying on the floor were 


numbers of persons, wounded, moaning 
and bleeding. 
Thebomb had landed upon a table 


around which a party had been sitting, 
and this article of furniture had been re- 
duced to splinters. The persons grouped 
at this table suffered the most. The in- 
jured numbered 15. Nearly all of them 
were wounded in the legs. 

Tn the meantime the man_ responsible 
for the cowardly act had not been allowed 
to escape. As soon as he had thrown the 
bomb he ran out of the place and darted 
away. The alarm was given and chase 
was given to the fleeing figure. A number 
of policemen joined in. The fugitive 
drew a revolver when he saw that his pur- 
suers were ge tiing too close, and turned 
and fired several shots. Oue of the men 
struck was a policeman 

The man was captured when 150 yards 
from the cafe. He proved to be an under- 
sized, pale-faced and beardless man of 30 
years. His name is Leon Breton. He 
had been employed in the cafe as a waiter, 
but had been dismissed for misconduct. 

The news of the explosion caused a 
sensation through the city. The minister 
of the interior visited the scene as soon as 
he was notitied of the occurrence. All 
the persons injured are Parisians. 

Breton, before the explosion, had been 
sitting on the outside of the cafe, and 
had partaken of refreshments. Ashe was 


leaving the place he threw the bomb. 
The explosion shivered the plate glass 
front of the place, destroyed one marble 


top table and overturned others, and 
smashed glassware and plates, their frag- 
ments flying in all directions. 

An Exciting Battle, 

Breton, on leaving the cafe, rushed 
toward the Rue de Rome. An omnibus 
was passing the cafe as Bre ton ran out. 
A policeman onthe top of the omnibus 
saw Breton. He jumped to the ground 
and captured him a few yards up the Kue 
de Rome. Breton turned on the police- 
man, revolver in hand, and fired a shot at 
him. The policeman grabved him, and 
both fell. While on the ground Breton 
fired another shot and struck a woman 
who was passing. The woman fell to the 
ground, mortally wounded. 

In the meantime a crowd had collected 
attracted by the shots. The policeman 
who had grabbed Breton bad been badly 
wounded by the first shot and was unable 
to hold on tohis prisoner, and the latter, 
still brandishing his revolver, regained 
his feet and was likely to do further mis- 
chief. 

The people wereina furious mood. The 
sight of the revolver restrained them at 
first, but finally, headed by another 
policeman, they rushed forward to secure 
him. Breton again attempted to use his 
revolver, but the policeman cut him over 
the face with his sabre, staggering him. 
He was then arrested. The mob again 
demanded that he be lynched, and they 
would have probably carried out their in- 
tentions had not a strong force of police 
arrived. ‘The prisoner was then escorted 
to the office of Commissary Aragon. 

A Deadly Missile. 

The inquiry before the commissary 
showed that the bomb was constructed in 
the form of a sardine box, and contained 
chlorate powder and pieces of lead of the 
size of cherries. Lreton admitted to the 
police that he was an anarchist. 

Breton told the doctor who dressed the 
wound which he received from the po- 
liceman’s saber, that his main object was 
toavenge Vaillant. His hatred of the 
proprietor of the cafe was but a minor 
consideration. He said there were others 
who would follow hisexample. His object, 
and the object of his associates, was to 
destroy the bourgeoisie society. 

Breton speaks English and French flu- 
ently. He declines to reveal his identity. 

The prisoner later denied that he 
was the author of the crime, adding, in- 
solently: “I aim an anarchist. The 
sooner the bourgeoisie burst up the better, 
but I know nothing. Idid not enter the 
cafe. You can suppose that I 
here from Pekin or from 
you please.”

The Barre granite manufacturers may 
stay at home if they must be followed bya 
storm like this. Quincy don’t care to be 
snowed under by a blizzard from Vermont 
or the North pole either. 

But the snow is here and is still coming, 
and they say only the advance guard has 
reached us. The wind is drifting it in 
the old-fashioned way. 

At daybreak the roads were almost im- 
passable, the electric cars were stopped 
and railroad trains were seriously delayed. 

lf that Blue Hill prophet was within 
reach he would be mobbed for predicting 
last Friday that this week would average 
several degrees warmer and that the snow 
would all disappear. ‘‘ Fair and colder” 
was his prediction for Tuesday, but these 
blizzards are strange things and have it all 
their own way. Start quick, travel faster, 
stay as long as they like, and have no 
mercy for any one. 

But the government bureau did not give 
much advance notice of the storm. Not 
until early yesterday afternoon did the 
observer at Boston predict ‘* heavy north- 
east gales and heavy snow,” and it reached 
here at5 p. M. 

When loca! trains are delayed the storm 
has to be of large proportions, and these 
are facts today. Both outward and inward 
trains are behind time, and some of the in- 
ward over an hour. Some of them are 
running with two engines anda flat car 
snow plough in front, and then they have 
a struggle. 

The first mail from Boston arrived prac- 
tically on time, but the New York mail 
bad not arrived at noon. 

The telegraph p+opie report but little 
troubie, nearly all of their lines being in 
working order. 

Several of the grocers in the Centre did 
not send cut their teams for orders this 
morning. 


In Quincy Streets. 

Washington street near the residence of 
John R. Graham always seems to offer in- 
ducements to snow storms to concentrate 
in large drifts, and Monday night was no 
exception, as the drift there is nearly as 
large as LWO years ago.

The Boston road has drifts of four or 
five feet or more.

Boston, Feb. 13.—There wus. .outinued 
hearing before the committee on cities or 


the question of establishing a board of po- 
lice for Fall River,and generally for boards 
for all cities. Ex-Mayor Jackson of Fal! 
River favored the proposition, and said 
that the objections which had been raised 
against appointment by the governor 
were not serious. 

The insurance committee gavea hearing 
on the bill for the establishment of a state 
fire marshal. Commissioner Merrill spoke 
strongly in favor of the measure, and Fire 
Commissioner Flynn of Boston said that 
he had not considered the matter 
thoroughly, but it had undoubtedly some 
good features. 

A. N. Hoxie was before the fish and 
game committee to prohibit the use of 
stationary devices for catching fish. He 
said that more than 100,000 men had been 
seriously affected in their pursuits by the 
weirs that dot the coast of Massachusetts. 

In the senate Mr. Lawrence offered an 
order, ‘‘that when the senate adjourns 
after Feb. 13, 1894, it adjourn to meet on 
the following day at 4p. m., and that un 
tilotherwise ordered that be the daily 
hour of meeting, except on Fridays, when 
the senate shall meet at 1 p. m.”’ On mo- 
tion of Mr. Milton the order went over. 

Bills introduced: Exempting from tax- 
ation legacies to the children or issue of a 
deceased brother or sister; authorizing 
the city of Boston to pay a sum of money, 
balance of salary, to the widow of D. 
H. Hammond, late a probation officer for 
Suffolk county; to pay an allowance of 
$1000 to the families of firemen killed or 
injured fatally while in the performence 
of duties. 

The house after a short debate and by a 
tmnanimous vote placed on file the senate 
resolution relative to 4 o'clock sessions; 
thus showing itself decidedly against the 
proposition. 

Bills introduced: To authorize street 
railway companies to dispose of their sur- 
plus electric power; authorizing the con- 
solidation of gas companies. 

Reports of committees: Towns—Leave 
to withdraw on the petition of J. J. Mac 
Cormack and others, prohibiting the 
same person from holding more than one 
town office in towns of more than 5000 in- 
habitants. 

Agriculture—A bill providing for the 
protection from flies and insects of horses 
permanently injured by docking. 

Labor—A bill providing that any person 
or corporation coerciug or compelling any 
person to enter into an agreement not to 
join or become or continue to remain a 
member of any labor organization, asa 
condition of such person securing employ: 
ment or continuing in the employment of 
any such person or corporation, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $100, 

Insurance—A bill providing that poll- 
cies of life insurance, payable to or for the 
benefit of married women, shall inure to 
their separate use and benefit. 

The joint committee on judiciary re 
ported a bill to abolish Fast day, and 
making the 19th of April a legal holiday 
in the same manner as Thanksgiving and 
other holidays.

Government and Insurgent Forces 


Meet Near Nictheroy. 


MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


Admiral DaGama Is Wounded, 
but Not Seriously. 


Lonpoy, Feb, 13.—The Times today 

publishes the following dispatch: 

210 DE JANEIRO, Feb. 9.—At 5 o'clock 
| this morning 500 insurgents attacked 
Armacao and Ponta da Areia in the 
vicinity of Nictheroy. 

Launches conveying the landing parties 
left the island of Conceicao at 3:30 a. m., 
and succeeded in reaching the mainland 
without discovery. Then in half an hour, 
after heavy firing on both sides, the gov- 
ernment troops retired, leaving five offi- 
cers and 40 men prisoners, and six officers 
and 50men killed. At 5 o'clock, re-en- 
forcements of over 1000 men arriving, the 
government troops again advanced under 
| a heavy fire of rifles and machine guns. 

The Krupp battery, stationed on the 

island of Caju, opposite Ponta da Areia, 
| was also engaged. Admiral da Gama 
| further attempted to check the advance 
of the troops by calling for re-enforcements 
of 100 men from the island of Conceiao 
and by sending armed launches from the 
cruiser Liberdade, close tothe shore of 
the mainland. These efforts stopped the 
advance, and caused heavy losses to the 
government forces. 

Then their ammunition fell short, their 
fire slackened and the opposition gained 


ground. After several hours’ fighting 
the troops were within half a mile of 


Armacao and Admiral da Gama decided 
to withdraw his sailors, finding it im- 
possible to remain there, on account of the 
overwhelming number of the enemy. 
The Liberdade’s armed launches continued 
to hold the troops while the insurgents 
embarked at Armacao, the Aquidaban 
covering their retreat. 

The Liberdade’s launches were close to 
Ponta da Areia and received the brunt 
of the enemy’s fire. It was 11 o'clock 
before the last of the insurgents em- 
barked, after spiking the government bat- 
tery of heavy guns at Armacao. 

The Losses. 

The insurgent loss was five officers and 
10 men killed, and 20 officers and 40 men 
wounded 

It is impossible to obtain correct re- 
turns, but the government is supposed to 
have lost 15 and 1530 men killed 
and many wounded. 

Admiral da Gama has bullet wounds in 
his neck and arm, but they are not dan- 
gerous. I, myse was slightly wounded 
in the throat manlicher bullet. I 
saw the first part of the action from the 
island of Conceicao and the latter portion 
on board the Liberdade. 

Both sides displayed bravery, but the 
sailors were demoralized at the firing by 
the large number of the enemy and fired 
widely. Still, the withdrawal was or- 
derly and wighout sign of panic. The

FURY OF THE WAVES 


Prevented Life Savers From Render- 
ing Assistance. 


SCHOONER ROWAN WENT ASHORE. 


Whole Day’s Effort Rewarded 
With Success. 


ScITUATE, Mass., Feb. 14—All day yes- 
terday the crews of the Massachusetts 
Humane society lifeboat and the United 
States lifeboat station at fourth cliff 
tried to rescue the crew of the wrecked 
schooner Minnie Rowan of Bridgeport, 
Conn. 

The vessel showed herself to the people 
on the first cliff about 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. She had anchored during the 
night to prevent going ashore, but the 
heavy northeast gale caused herto drag 
her anchor, and she was swept ‘in upon 
the off second cliff. She struck about 11 
o'clock. 

The crews of both the life-saving sta- 
tions were summoned, but it was not 
until almost noon when the first line was 
fired across the bow of the schooner. 
The line fell far short and the next half a 
dozen lines also fell short or else got 
hopelessly snarled 

Then one from the mortar of the gov- 
ernment station went across the vessel 
between the fore and main masts. The 
crew seized it and made it fast to the fore 
mast, but it also got hopelessly fouled, 
and nothing could be done withit. The 
seas were constantly washing across the 
vessel atthistime. Half adozen of the 
crew were in the rigging, and the captain 
himself, tied up in blankets, was lashed 
in the main shrouds 

About noon Captain Stanley of the 
government lifeboat decided to attempt 
to rescue the crew in his boat. He put off 
with acrew of 10, but was unable to get 
within 100 yards of the vessel. 

The heavy wind and current, combined 
with the awful sea, drove him off and he 
was forced to return. An hour later 
Captain Smfth of the humane society’s 
boat, which hai been dragged two miles 
over the cliffs, set out to make a second 
attempt, but h- met with as little sneceag, 

safely Landed, 

After several unsuccessful attempts, all 
made with great risk, the life savers con- 
quered the raging elements and rescued 
the crew of the Minnie Rowan after they 
had been in the rigging for hours, ex- 
posed to cutting wind and icy waves, 
while the vessel bumped and dragged on 
the shore off first cliff. 

Captain Stanley put off in his Hfeboat 
fora lastattemptabout 9:10 last night, 
the sea having calmed down somewhat, 
and reached the side of the disabled 
Rowan. e 

After great effort he got all eight of the 
storm-tossed mariners in his boat. At 
9:50 he had them on the beach.

Co_umsus, O., Feb. 14.—The annual | 
convention of the Ohio League of Repub- | 
lican clubs was held in this city yester- 
day. Kesolutions were adopted denounc 
ing the Wilson bill, and declaring re- 
newed allegiance to the protective tarif 
idea, and its foremost champion, William 
McKinley. | 

Governor McKinley addressed the con- 
vention, thanking the league for its sup- 
port in the late election. 

General William Gibson announced his | 
intention of nominating Governor Me- 
Kimley for president at the next conven- 
tion in "96.

General Horace Porter delivered an elo- 
quent tribute to the life and character of 
Abraham i.incoln, and Major Hanson of | 
Georgia responded to “Protection in the 
South.”” The principal address of the |

“Our Country,” as follows: | 

MeKinley’s Speech. 

“The present condition of the country 
is neither cheerful nor attractive. The 
pause in our prosperity is apparent, and 
has given occasion as well as opportunity 
for reflection. The past year has been one 
of compulsory education. The country 
has witnessed much and learned much. | 
While congress is at work revising the 
tariff, the are at work revising | 
their views. While the representatives of | 
the people are madly strngezling to exe | 
cute the election decrees of ‘Y2 as they in- 
terpret them, the people are as madly re- 
pudiating their own action of that year 
and condemning the interpretation which 
their representatives place upon the votes | 
which gave them power. } 

“The elections of 1592 did not mean free | 
trade any more than they meant the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, and if it | 
could be accurately ascertained it would 
be found that the doctrine of free coinage | 
influenced more states for Grover Cleve 
laud and the Democratic representatives | 
in congress than the free trade plank in | 
the national Democratic platform. }

“There is another avomaly in the situa- 
tion today. While congress is engaged 
in reducing the revenues, Cleveland’s ad 
ministration—of the same political faith 
as congress—is increasing the revenues by 
what it calls ‘temporary loans.’ 

“Congress is professedly reducing tax- 
ation to relieve the people of burdens, and 
Cleveland is adding totheir burdens by 
fastening upon them a bonded debt of | 
$50,000,000. It does not seem to occur to | 
the leaders of the Democratic party that 
the bonds of the government, bearing 5 
per cent interest, are a burden quite as 
oppressive as any system of tariff taxa- 
tion, and that they will sometime have 
to be paid, and that the only means of 
paying them is through taxation. 

“Again, while they are reducing the 
revenues of the government, they are re 
ducing the incomes of the people and 
government, and people are getting poorer 
at the same time and from the same cause. 
Their proposed free trade measure is not 
only diminishing the occupations and 
wages of the people, but it is diminishing 
the value of the people's investments.

DEATH OF JOHN RUSSELL, 


He Had the Reputation of Being the 
Quickest Tool Sharpener in Quincy, 
Mr. John Russell, one of our well 

known and highly respected citizens died 

at his home on South street Tuesday night 
of heart trouble, at the age of 67 years.

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BAY STATE 


Snowstorm Blocked Hearings—An Ordcr 
Proposing Early Adjournments 
Boston, Feb. 14.—There was a large 
number of hearings assigned, but the 
snowstorm prevented the attendance of a 
quorum in some instances, and in others 
parties in interest failed to appear. Con- 
sequently the outcome was of no great 

importance. 

There was a quorum in the committee 
on constitutional amendments and the 
hearing on biennial elections was post- 
poned to Friday. 

The committee on transit took up the 
Meigs petition for an elevated railway. 
Counsel for Meigs claimed that the Meigs 
system had been subjected toa practical 
test, and had established its utility and 
value. He submitted expert evidence in 
support of this statement. Melgs ex- 
hibited models in explanation of his sys- 
tem. 

A petition was presented inthe senate 
by Robert Fox and others for the sup- 
pression of bucket shops. 

Remonstrances against the petition of 
the American Bell Telephone company 
for increase of capital were received. 

William A. Gaston asks that tenants 
for life may secure the full benefit of 
their life interest by sale or other disposi- 
tion of the real estate in which such life 
interest exists. 

The order for 4 o’clock sessions was laid 
over toawait theaction of the house ou 
another proposition. 

There was some debate on the report of 
the committee on rules against allowing 
one-eighth of the senators to order a roll- 
call, to give the Democrats a chance to 
demand acall. The report was accepted. 

Mr. Ganso introduced an order in the 
house that the committee on judiciary in- 
vestigate the conduct of the Bay State 
Gas company in the matter of the cancel- 
lation of the $4,500,000 note, the subject of 
legislation by the legislature in 1893, and 
all matters pertaining to the cancellation 
and discharge of that obligation and 
whether the company has issued or been 
party to or connected with the issue of 
stock or bonds or assumed liabilities or 
paid consideration in violation of the act 
of 1893, especially referring to about 
$4,300,000, is directly or indirectly for the 
purpose of, or as consideration for, pro- 
curing the cancellation and delivery of 
said obligation, the committee to have 
power to compel attendance of witnesses 
and the production of papers.

How to Disinfect a House. 

One of the commonest household dis- 
infectants is crude carbolic acid, which 
consists of a mixture of pure carbolic 
and cresylic acids, and is of a reddish 
brown color. Its strong, tarlike odor 
renders it anot disagreeable deodorant, 
but its insolubility in ordinary water, 
which is in inverse ratio to the amount 
of cresylic acid present, is, in a sense, 
a considerable drawback. lt mixes, how- 
ever, much more freely with hot water, 
and for all practical purposes the solu- 
tion thus produced is sufficiently useful. 
Patients in some cases object to the 
smell, and some other disinfectant is to 
be resorted to. Its inexpensiveness ren- 
ders it‘acceptable in public institutions, 
offices, railway stations, A refined prep- 
aration known as crystalline carbolic 
acid is more expensive, but of much 
more easy application; it mixes readily 
with warm water, so that a saturated 
solution is readily made.

MINERS’ AWFUL FATE. 


Thirteen Are Buried Alive In a Penn- 
sylvania Colliery. 


THEIR DEATH ALMOST CERTAIN. 


Probably Crushed by Masses 
of Rock and Sione. 


WILEESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 14.—The min- 
ing town of Plymouth is in mourning 
over aterrible accident that occurred in 
the Gaylord colliery, yesteMay. Thirteen 
men, all citizens of that town, lost their 
lives while in the discharge of their 
duties. Their names are: 

Thomas Picton, Thomas Jones, Richard 
Davis, John Morris, James Kingdom, 
Thomas Merriman, Thomas Cole, Joseph 
Olds, Daniel Morgan, John Hammer, 
Peter 8S. McLaughlin, Michael Walsh and 
Thomas Leyshon. 

All the victims, with the exception of 
two, leave families. One of these lost his 
wife onlya month ago, and four little 
children survive them. The disaster 
throws 11 widows and 36 children on the 
world’s charity. 

The Gaylord mine is owned by Daniel 
Edwards, one of the wealthiest operators 
in the anthracite region. It is operated 
by the Kingston Coal company, of which 
Mr. Edwards is president. The best coal 
in themine was taken out years ago. 
Then it was abandoned because it could 
not be operated with profit. 

About three weeks ago the company de- 
cided to resume operations, and a party of 
expert miners were sent into the mine to 
makean examination. They found that 
the last men at work in the colliery had 
robbed the pillars supporting the roof 
until they were very thin. A great many 
falls had taken place, the passages were 
blocked by the debris and the air was too 
strong. Mining experts gave it as their 
opinion that the mine could be put in 
operation again with a small outlay of 
capital. 

Beginning of the Enc. 

The company decided to go on with the 
work. Monday morning # large number 
of expert miners, carrying safety lamps, 
entered the mine and began the work of 
clearing up the old gangways and prop- 
ping the roof. They had not been at 
work long until a ‘‘squeeze”’ came, which 
compelled the men to retrace their steps. 

Foreman Picton, with twelve picked 
miners, volunteered to go down the shaft 
and see what could be done. The descent 
was inade at 10 o’clock Monday night. 
Picton’s object was to get as near as pos- 
sible to the most dangerous part or where 
the squeeze was the greatest, in order to 
stay its progress by beaming the roof with 
heavy timber. In cases of this kind the 
men get as near as possible to the cave-in, 
and by insertion of cogs and props en- 
deavor to break off the mass of rock over- 
head to a certain point, thus relieving the 
pressure on other portions of the mine. 

It seems that in this instance the efforts 
of Picton and his men did not provea 
success, as the cave extended far beyond 
the danger limit, and a much greater dis- 
tance than where the men expected to be 
safe if they retreated at the first indica- 
tion of the heavy fall. This is shown by 
the vast area of the cave-in. 

None Returned. 

No oneis left to tell the story. The 
supposition that the men were busily at 
work “‘timbering’’ when the rocky roof 
came tumbling down upon their heads, 
crushing them out of semblance to hu- 
manity and putting a wall of debris be- 
tween them and the mouth of the shaft 
400 feet in thickness. 

At first there was some hope thatif the 
men could be reached in a reasonable 
time they could be saved. This was a 
false hope, however. The rescuing party 
had been in the mine only a short time 
when they were obliged to retreat on ac- 
count of further caving. A second res- 
cuing party went down the shaft yester- 
day afternoon, but soon came back thor- 
oughly disheartened, and at 3 o'clock all 
hope of rescuing the men alive was given 
up. 
The news of abandoned hope soon spread, 
and the wives and children of the men in 
the mine, who had assembled at the 
mouth of the shaft, expecting any mo- 
ment to see their loved ones brought up 
alive, set up a most pitiful cry of distress. 

Mothers wrung their hands and tore 
their hair, and little children wept bit- 
terly. Even stout-hearted men wept al- 
most as bitterly as the fatherless chil- 
dren. 

The disaster is the worst that has oc- 
curred in the anthracite region since 1885, 
when 22 men perished by a cave-in ina 
mine at Nanticoke. Their bodies were 
never recovered. 

Superintendent Edwards said that he 
would take care of the women and chil- 
dren whose husbands and fathers lost 
their lives yesterday. ‘The mine, its be- 
lieved, is a total wreck. 

Friends Living In Hope. 

Notwithstanding the fact itis believed 
the 13 men could not have escaped, their 
friends cling to a faint hope, and work of 
attempting to reach them dead or alive 
has not been abandoned. There was one 
way in which the men may have escaped 
instant destruction, but only to meet 
death in a slower form by imprisonment 
and starvation. 

Opening from the gangway were anum- 
ber of cross headings leading toan old 
gangway. If the men had a few me- 
ments’ warning they are possibly now in 
these workings waiting for help. The 
distance to this old gangway from the 
foot of the shaft is about 960 feet through 
closed up passages, which must be re- 
opened and retimbered before they can be 
traversed. 

Ifthe men are not there it is a possi- 
bility that they had time to escape in an- 
other direction into the workings, and 
efforts to reach these places are also being 
made. 

Superintendent Picton, whose son was 
in charge of the missing party, says he 
will not give up hope until the dead bodies 
tre brought out.

IN CONGRESS. 


and the Seigniorage Bill Oe 
eupy Attention. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The senate bill 
making Labor day (the first Monday ot 
September in each year) a legal holiday 
was reported by Mr. Kyle from the com- 
mittee on education and labor, and was 
placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Gray resumed his speech in sup- 
port of the resolution from the committee 
on foreign relations declaring it unwise 
and inexpedient to consider further the 
treaty or project of annexation of the Ha- 
waiian territory; that the provisional gov- 
ernment should be allowed to pursue its 
own line of policy, and that foreign @ter- 
vention in the political affairs of the isl- 
ands would be regarded as an act un- 
friendly to the government of the United 
States. In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Gray said he very much regretted that 
the president was unable to undo the out- 
tage, and make reparation for the wrong 
committed there on Jan. 17, 1993. The 
resolution was laid aside. 

Immediately after the journal had been 
read and approved in the house, the Ha- 
waiian correspondence was read and re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign affairs. 
The seigniorage bill was then taken up. 

Mr. Bland offered an amendment to 
section 2 of the bill changing the phrase- 
ology so as to provide ‘‘that as fast as the 
bullion shall be coined forthe redemp- 
tion of such notes, the notes shall not be 
reissued, but shall be cancelled and de- 
stroyed in amounts equal to the coin held 
atany time in the treasury derived from 
the coinage herein provided for.’ This 
change does not interfere with the re- 
demption of Sherman notes with silver 
dollars and their cancellation. 

Speeches for and against the bill were 
made by many members. 

Senator Shoup of Idaho gave notice in 
the senate of a number of amendments 
he intends to propose te the Wilson bill. 
These amendmen‘s make grapes dutiable 
at 60 cents a barrel of three cubic feet ca- 
pacity or fractional part thereof; plums 
and prunes at 2 cents a pound; lead ores 
and lead dross at 11-2 cents a pound; sil- 
ver ores and all other ores containing 
lead, a duty of 11-2 cents a pound on the 
lead contained therein; molten and old 
refuse lead run into blocks and bars and 
old scrap lead fit only to be manufactured, 
at2 cents a pound, instead of 1 centa 
pound, and lead in sheet pipe, shot and 
lead wire dutiable at 2 1-2 cents a pound, 
instead of 1 1-4 cents a pound.

ALBANY, Feb. 14.—Lieutenant Governor 
Shechan made a personal statement to 
the senate, in which he complained bit- 
terly of the course of several New York 
papers and their legislative correspond- 
ents toward him. The intimation was 
thatthe lieutenant governor had acted 
dishonorably in connection with certain 
bills affecting Buffalo, and he demands 
an investigation. 


Johnstown’s Dictator Is Dead. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 14.—Hon. James B. 
Scott of this city, who took charge of af- 
fairs at Johnstown after the great flood, 
and brought order out of chaos, earning 
for himself the title of ‘‘Dictator of Johns- 
town,” died yesterday afternoon from dia- 
betes. His sickness was brought on by 
exposure during his work at Johnstown.

The Latest Bomb Thrower Has Been 
Fully Identified. 


THE CAPTURE WAS IMPORTANT. 


Had Planned to Blow Up an 
Opera House. 


Paris, Feb. 15. — After considerable 


trouble the police have finally established 


the identity of the man who threw the 


bomb in the cafe of the Hotel Terminus 
Monday night. The authorities believed 
that the name “Leon»Breton,” given by 
the man when he was arrested, was an 


alias, and inquiries to establish his iden- 


tity were pursued in every direction. 

Ithas now been ascertained that his 
right name is Emile Henry. He was born 
of French parents in Barcelona, Spain, on 
Sept. 20, 1872. He recently lived in Lon- 
don, where the police knew him to be an 
anarchist. 

The English police were aware that he 
had left London on Jan. 18 last, and pro- 
ceeded direct to Paris, where he has been 
since. 

Henry has confessed that this is his 
name. Hewrote his name in the note 
book of Inspector Duchatel, who knew 
him long ago as an anarchist, but who 
had lost sight of him for some time past. 
Inspector Duchatel subsequently ascer- 
tained that Henry Jived in London for a 
year. and the police were advised of his 
arrestin Paris. Reports from the detec- 
tives, concerning the whereabouts of 
Henry, were received at the prefecture of 
police in January. Henry was not at 
work when these reports were made, but 
before he went to London he was em- 
ployed as an errand boy fora firm of fur- 
niture dealers, 

Had No Accomplice. 

“Henry remarked,’ said Duchatel, 
“that he alone was responsible for the ex- 
plosion in the cafe, adding that Vaillant 
wasachild to put nails in his bombin 
order to blow up the bourgeoisie. Henry 
said that there was better material than 
that to be had, and he was surprised that 
his bomb did not have more effect than it 
did.” 

Henry is guarded by two detectives, who 
have instructions, according to the French 
custom, to endeavor to induce the pris- 
oner to talk 

The prefect of police had a two hours’ 
conference with the minister of the in- 
terior yesterday afternoon, and it is re- 
ported that the police official has received 
adviccs from the police of London to the 
effect that the explosion at the Hotel 
Terminus was only a part of a scheme 
which Henry and certain of his compan- 
ious had arranged befors leaving London. 

Police Looking For Others, 

It was the intention of Henry and his 
accomplices, according to the London ad- 
Vices, to commit as many outrages as 
possible, and itis helieved that the pris- 
oner’s associnutes will be heard from in 
some manner before long. The police of 
this city are enguged in an active search 
for Henry’s fellow-conspirators, 

The police yesterday afternoon took an- 
other photograph of Henry, which shows 
him to have short stiff hair, restless eyes 
anda youthful face. The prisoner, ac- 
cording to the police, undoubtedly came 
from London in company with three 
other anarchists, and the London police 
assert that they have information which 
leads them to believe that Henry and his 
accomplices had planned an explosion in 
the Paris Opera house, which was to in- 
clude the cutting off of the gas supply, 
thus preventing the attendants from light- 
ing up the place after the explosion. 

It is stated that the police, who have 
been on thetrail of Henry’s fellow-con- 
spirators, are now close upon them. 

A bundle of anarchist leaflets, printed 
in England, in addition to those reported 
from Algiers, are in the possession of the 
police. These contain threats to murder 
President Carnot, and threaten the lives 
of ministers and magistracy. 


Kaiser Favors Canals. 

Beri, Feb. 15.—Emperor William 
was present at Chancellor von Caprivi’s 
parliamentary dinner. The emperor 
dwelt upon the necessity of providing 
Germany with a network of canals and 
thereby dispensing with the sliding scale 
tariffs of the railroads. 


Selcus Sues Labouchere, 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—F. C. Selous has 
commenced an action for libel against Mr. 
Labouchere, charging misrepresentation 
inthe columnsof Truth regarding cer- 
tain statements made in connection with 
the Matabele war and the part which 
Selous took in it. 


Suspected of Nihilism. 

St. PrTerspurG, Feb. 15.—The edito- 
rial staff of the Warsaw Glos, and the 
staff of another paper, were arrested yes- 
terday, owing to the discovery of an ex- 
tensive nihilist society. A number of 
Catholic priests have also been arrested. 


Trouble For Naval Officers. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Two naval offi- 
tersinthe Asiatic squadron are to be 
court-martialed. Paymaster Smith of 
the Concord and Passed Assistant Engi- 
neer Harrath of the Baltimore are both 
charged with drunkenness. Paymaster 
Smith is also charged with absence 
without leave and conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. 


Mangled by Lions. 

San Francisco, Feb. 15.—Carlo Thie- 
mann was horribly mangled by lions in 
Boone’s area at the Midwinter fair Tues- 
day night and died last night from the 
effects of his wounds.

DEATH OF GENERAL HINCKS. 


He Is Said to Have Been the First 
Volunteer of the Late War. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 15.—General 
Edward W. Hincks died about 9 o’clock 
last evening at his home here after a long 
and painful sickness, resulting from 
wounds received in the war. 

General Hincks was a war horse of the 
fighting typein the dark days of the re- 
bellion. He was bLreveted brigadier gen- 
eral of the United States army, and com- 
mended by an act of congress for his 
bravery. 

That General Hincks was the first volun- 
teer of the war is verified by known cor- 
respondence which passed between Major 
General Robert Anderson and himself. 

The only living relative of General 
Hincks is his brother, who has attended 
him for the past several months. His 
brother is a veteran of the war, and both 
were carried off the field at Antietam sup- 
posed to have been mortally wounded. 

General Edward Winslow Hincks was 
born in Bucksport, Me., May 30, 1830, and 
received the rudiments of his education 
in his native town, and at the age of 15 re- 
moved to Bangor, where for four years he 
served as apprentice upon the Bangor 
Daily Whig and Courier. Coming to 
Boston in 1849 he continued in the print- 
ing and publishing business until 1856, 
when he was appointed to a position ta 
the office of the secretary of the common- 
wealth, and prepared for publication the 
state census of 1855. In this latter year he 
was arepresentative from Boston in the 
legislature. 


i Honors to “Captain Jack.” 

The public reception given by the en- 
campment last night to Commander-in- 
Chief Adams of Lynn, Mass., was a rous- 
ing rally of the Connecticut veterans. Ex- 
Governor Bulkley was master of cere- 
monies. Speeches were made by Gov- 
ernor Morris, Lieutenant Governor Cady, 
Mayor Hyde and officers of the Grand 
Army. 

The veterans to the number of 500 sat in 
front and cheered each speaker vigor- 
ously. Mayor Hyde first spoke, welcom- 
ing the veterans and giving them the 
freedom of thecity. ‘‘We have not hesi- 
tatedin Hartford,’ said Mayor Hyde, ‘to 
chose our representatives from Grand 
Army ranks, since there are on the stage 
three old soldiers, ex-mayors of the city.”

Army. Commander-in-Chief Adams re- 
lated some excellent stories of the war, 
alluding to the boys who didn’t strike 
when $13 was worth but %.

Judge Fenn of the state supreme court 
made the address of the evening, allud- 
ing wittily to his commissions, signed 
by two governors of Connecticut, in office 
atthe same time. Judge Fenn lost an 
arm inthe service. The re-enlistment in 
the cause of caring for the widows and 
children, he called the greatest thing 
about the Grand Army.

Nearly one-fifth of the total matures this year, and will cancel in full 14 of the 38 loans.

Objection was made to this, and the house 
went into committee of the whole to con- 
sider the bill. 

The entire day was spent in discussing 
the measur without arriving at any con- 
clusions. 

An Interesting Analysis. 

Representative Tracey of Albany, who 
is one of the pronounced opponents of free 
silver in the house, denies emphatically 
that a free silver bill can pass that body. 
Mr. Tracey thinks that there is no doubt 
that the pending Bland bill will be 
adopted by a fair majority. The vote on 
the Bland bill, in his opinion, however, 
will not be an index of what the house 
will do when confronted with a free sil- 
ver bill. Inother words, a number of 
gentlemen will support the Bland bill 
who would be unfriendly to any more 
radical silver legislation. 

Mr. Tracey has made an analysis of the 
prospective vote on the pending measure. 
He divides its support among the several 
states as follows: Alabama 9, Arkansas 6, 
California 6, Colorado 2, Florida 2, Geor- 
gia 11, Illinois 7, Indiana 13, Iowa 2, Kan- 
sas 8, Kentucky 10, Louisiana 4, Maryland 
1, Massachusetts 1, Michigan 6, Minne- 
sota 3, Mississippi 7, Missouri 12, Mon- 
tana 1, Nebraska 5, Nevada 1, North Caro- 
lina 9, Ohio 8, Pennsylvania 5, South 
Carolina 6, South Dakota 2, Tennessee 8, 
Texas 18, Virginia 10, Washington 2, West 
Virginia 3, Wisconsin 2, Wyoming 1. 

Sure of the Southern Vote. 

A further analysis of this vote shows that 
| he estimates that the Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Kansas, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Texas and Virginia delegations 
will vote solidly for the Bland bill, the 
other delegations dividing to a greater or 
less extent. Mr. Tracey believes that if a 
full house be present when a vote is 
taken, the measure will receive ubout 180 
votes. Hethinks that at least 30 of these 
votes would be cast against a free coinage 
bill, which, in his judgment, would ren- 
der the passage of such a bill an impossi- 
bility. 

The number of representatives who de- 
sire to be heard on the Bland seigniorage 
bill exceeds 40. This will carry the dis- 
cussion until tomorrow evening, and per- 
haps longer. Some of the strongest de- 
baters in the house are yet to be heard. 
They include Messrs. Culberson of Texas, 
Rayner of Maryland, Brosius of Pennsyl- 
vania, Cannon of Illinois, Tracey and 
Cockran of New York, Bankhead of Ala- 
bama and Bryan of Nebraska. 

In the Senate. 


In the senate Mr. Frye presented a re- 
monstrance from the National Women’s 
Christian Temperance union against a 
tax on whisky—the remonstrance being 
signed by officers of the union in 44 states, 
three territories and the District of Co- 
lum bia.

A COUPLE OF FLAWS 


Jausing Dissatisfaction With the Behring 
Sea Agreement. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—The sober sec- 
ond judgment of both parties to the 
Bebring sea arbitration discloses the fact 
that the agreement reached by the arbi- 
trators is not entirely satisfactory to 
either the United States or Great Britain. 
It appears, however, that the dissatisfac- 
tion is based rather upon matters of de- 


tail than upon any objection to the broad | 


principles upon which the arbitration 
was based. 

Thess matters are now the cause of 
concern to the two nations, and for 
months past there has been much corre- 
spondence between Secretary Gresham 
and Ambassadors Bayard and Paunce- 
fote, with a view to their adjustment. One 
of the flaws which Secretary Gresham 
{s said to have found, isa failure to pro- 
vide penalties for infraction of provi- 
sions, and as it would be of little avail 
to capture pelagic sealing vessels, only to 
have them turned loose again upon the 
seal herds as soon asthe cases could be 
brought before the courts, the secretary 
is trying to have this defect cured. 

The United States is able to punish 


sealers brought before its courts, but the | 
Canadian law is defective and thus an | 


international agreement is desirable. 

The Canadians also have a cause of 
complaint. They appear to have dis- 
covered, at this late date, that a rigid en- 
forcement of the articles of agreement 
would destroy their seal fishing industry. 

They have brought great pressure to 
bear upon the British foreign office, with 
the result that Mr. .Pauncefoteis now 
laboring strenuously to mitigate the mis- 
fortunes of the Canadians by securing a 
considerable restriction of the limits of 
the closed zone around the seal islands, 
within which seals may not be taken by 
vessels, and a shortening of the closed 
season, which now extendsfrom May 1 
until the last of August. 


THREE FINANCIERS 


Will Endeavor to Reorganize the New 


York and New England. 

Boston, Feb 15.—The reorganization of 
the New York and New England railroad 
is one of the chief topics in railroad 
circles, and there is much speculation as 
to what lines the reorganization will tend. 
T. Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., in an inter- 
view, said: ‘‘Mr. Waterbury, Mr. Can- 
non and myself have consented, at the 
urgent request of the large bondholders, 
to reorganize the New England road, but 
we have not formulated any plan, and we 
shall not until all interests have been 
heard. We are all agreed, however, that 
the stock should bear the burden of any 
reorganization. We shall protect the 
bondholders as faras possible. We can- 
not tell how much money will be needed. 
It may be $3,000,000 or $5,000,000. The 
MeLeod interest, as such, has had nothing 
to do with our appointment, but we ex- 
pect no serious opposition from that quar- 
ter. 


Death of Joseph Nicolar. 

OLDTOWN, Me., Feb. 15.—Joseph Nicolar, 
leader of the ‘“‘old party’ of the Penob- 
scot tribe of Indians, its representative 
for years past in the Maine legislature, 
historian, lecturer, temperance advocate 
and promoter of education in the tribe, 
died of pneumonia, at Indian island, yes- 
terday. He leaves a wife and four sons. 
Tuesday was his 67th birthday. Nicolar 
was a descendant of a line of powerful 
Maine Indian chiefs and was a man of 
noble bearing and of the gentlest charac- 
ter. The “old party” favors the retention 
of the ancient tribal customs. 


A Disagreement.

SCHOOLS FOR LEARNING TRADES 


Recommended as Being Bene- 
ficial to Children. 


BosTon, Feb. 17.—There were more than 
250 delegates and visitors present when 
ths roll was called at the final session of 
the convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Master Builders at Mechanics 
building. A discussion of the uniform 
contract was the principal business of the 
forenoon session, and the entire time up 
to the hour for luncheon was occupied in 
its consideration. 

Trade schools was a subject of consid- 
erable discussion. Resolutions were 
passed for the appointment of a standing 
committee to take action towards secur- 
tog such schools as will enable American 
children to learn mechanical trades: for 
making it obligatory upon all aftiliated 
bodies to give graduates from trade 
schools a thorough training in the chosen 
trade in case of a proscription by any 
trades union

After luncheon the committee on resolu- 
tions submitted its report on the large 
number of resolutions whick had been re- 
ferred to it, followed by the report of the 
nominating committee and the commit- 
tee on time and place for holding the next 
convention 

Election of Officers. 

The report of the committee on nomina- 
tions was received and accepted, and the 
following-named officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, Noble H. 
Creager of Baltimore; first vice president, 
Charles A. Rupp of Buffalo; second vice 
president, James Mcathe, Detroit; + eere 
tary, William H. Siyward of Boston; 
treasurer, George Tapper of Chicago; 
directors, one from each association rep- 
resented in the national conveution. 
The next convention will be held in Bal- 
timore in October, 1895. 

Captain Creager is 49 years old, and is 
president of the Baltimore Builders’ ex- 
change. H- is the junior member of the 
firm of Pitcher & Creager of Baltimore, 
one of the largest brick manufacturing 
concerns in the southern states. He is a 
veteran of the war. He is also prominent 
in local politics iu Baltimore. 

Last night the delegates of the national 


association were entertained at the rooms 
of the Master Builders’ association on 
Devonshire street by a “smoke talk.” 


About 300 attended. Dinner was served 
at 10 o'clock. 

Atthe Veniome last night the wives 
and lady friends of the members of the 
Boston Master Builders’ association en- 
tertained the wives of the visiting dele- 
gates. From 6:30 to 7:30 p. m. a reception 
was held, aud at 7:30 dinner was spread. 
After this Miss Julia King read several 
selections. Miss Alice Wentworth ren- 
dered solos and a ladies’ orchestra fur- 
nished music. About 120 ladies attended. 


No Cause For Alarm. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Navy depart- 
ment advices from Rio de Janeiro indi- 
cate that, except for the outbreak of yel- 
low fever on board the Newark, there is 
no cause for alarm concerning the Amer- 
ican fleetin Brazilian waters. The fol- 
lowing dispatch from Admiral Benham 
was received. It is dated Feb. 16, and di- 
rected to Secretary Herbert: ‘‘As a pre- 
cautionary measure against fever, I will 
send vessels, except flagship, just outside 
the harbor, without call. Every precau- 
tion has been taken. Health of officers 
and crew is good.” 


Fresh Discussion Likely. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—President Dole’s 
letter bas again started discussion of the 
Hawaiian question among congressmen. 
It is possible that it may lead to reopen- 
ing the entire question in the house. Re 
presentative Hitt regards the Dole letter 
as a very forcible presentation of the sub- 
ject, and thinks it should have been in 
the hands of members before they were 
asked to pass on the McCreary resolution. 


Gamblers Kobbed of $5000. 

Saw Francisco, Feb. 17.—The faro bank 
of Carroll and Webber was robbed of 
$5000 by two men. The dealers were 
about to close the bank when the robbers 
entered and, bundling up all the money 
in sight, made theirescape. One of the 
men was subsequently captured.

TRAIN DITCHED. 


Express Train Blown Open With Dy- 
namite and Then Looted. 

Los ANGEL®a, Feb. 17.—A Southern Pa- 
eific passenger train was wrecked at Ros- 
coe, near here, by three masked men. The 
engine and two fruit cars were ditched. 
The express car was blown open by dyna- 
mite and looted. Engineer Thomas and 
the fireman and the express messenger 
were badly hurt. The robbers escaped. 

The wrecked engine went down the 
bank, 10 feet. Engineer Thomas jumped 
and ran, but Fireman Masters was 
pinioned between the cab and the tender 
and died as he was taken out. Harry 
Edgar, the express messenger in charge 
of the Wells-Fargo ci:, and the only per- 
son in it, gave aversion of the affair as 
follows: 

“The first thingI knew wasa terrible 
shock, andI at once knew there was a 
wreck, but, of course, did not know what 
was the matter. Theexplosion of a dyna- 
mite bomb was the next thing. I heard 
atthe right hand door a noise. Iwas 
standing in the center of the car when the 
bomb was exploded. It blew the door 
into splinters, and the whole car was soon 
filled with smoke. 

“The robbers then began shooting, 
warning me in tims to open the door 
quickly. They shoveda rifle in through 
the door. I obeyed them under the pen- 
alty of death. The robbers camein and 
got all they could. I opened the Wells- 
Fargo box and they took what litule sil- 
ver there was. I saw only two men.” 

Besides Arthur Masters, the fireman, an 
unknown tramp, who was stealing a ride, 
was killed. The Wells-Fargo express car 
was rifled of its entire contents. 


WORTHY THE HONOR. 


Talk of Preserving *he Kearsarge as an 
Historical Relic. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In a hope that 
the Kearsarge may yet be put together 
strong enough to be retained as a histori- 
cal relic in the shape of a schoolship, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy McAdoo 
yesterday had a conference with Captain 
Merritt, the head of the wrecking com- 
pany. the captain signified a willing- 
ness to undertake the salvage of the Kear- 
sarge on reasonable terms. He says he 
has worked vessels out of all known diffi- 
culties, has even picked them out of the 
sea, and that the Kearsarge must be ina 
bad plight indeed, if he cannot get her off 
the reef. 

The navy department is disposed to act 
with all due speed in the matter, because 
of a fear that the Kearsarge may be 
looted by some of the lawless natives of 
New Providence before the salvers can 
arrive on the scene. 

Lieutenant J. A. Smith of the navy has 
presented a plan for rescuing the guns 
and armament of the Kearsarge. The 
plan was submitted to Lieutenant Smith 
by E. M. Stoddard, who commanded the 
guns of the Kearsarge during her battle 
with the Alabama. Mr. Stoddard is now 
in the wrecking busyness at Norfolk. He 
estimated that an expedition could be 
fitted out to rescue the Kearsarge from 
the West Indian waters for about $12,000. 

Mr. Stoddard thinks the battery and a 
portion of the hull could be recovered. 

Acting on this letter, Mr. Blair, yester- 
day, presented a bill for a Kearsarge 
rescue expedition. 


A ROW OVER MONEY 


Has Developed In the Dominion’s Largest 
Catholic University. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 17.—The revoltof the 
professors and students of the Montreal 
branch of Lavalle university, the greatest 
of French Koman Catholic educational 
{ustitutions in the Dominion, over the 
management of its affairs, promises to re- 
sultin the biggest scandal for a long 
time. At the bottom of the trouble is the 
mysterious disappearance of funds, which, 
while handled by the bishops, are said 
rightly to belong to the university. 

An annual amount of $6000, derived from 
masses for the dead in the provinces, de- 
creed by the pope to go to Lavalleto 
assistin paying running expenses, has 
not been paid over, it is alleged, by the 
bishops who collected the money. About 
$25,000 of the Jesuits and state fund, also 
intended for Lavalle, has never reached, 
it is alleged, the financial syndicate of the 
university, which is composed of clergy 
and laymen. All of these profess ignor- 
ance as to where the money has gone. 

Abbe Praule, vice chancellor of the 
university, is going to Europe, and $1500 
was granted him, which it was stated came 
out of the university funds. This hasalso 
added fuel to the flame of discord. The 
abbe denies the statement as to the 
origin of the money and interest. Lay- 
men have expressed a determination to 


demand an investigation.

Steamer Damaged $75,000, 
BALTIMORE, Feb. 17.—The Maryland 
Steamboat company’s steamer Ida was 
almost destroyed by fire while lying at 
Clark’s shipyard. She is valued at $100,- 
000 and the damage is estimated at $75,009. 


Mother and Children Cremated 
THE HAGUE, Feb. 17.—A poor Russian 
woman and three of her children were 
burned to death at Amsterdam by the 
destruction of their home. Two other 
children were badly burned.

PRICES AWAY DOWN. 


A Week of Record Breaking In the 
Business World. 


WHEAT FURNISHED A SURPRISE. 


Fluctuations Caused \Veakness 
In Railroad Stocks. 


New York, Feb. 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 

This has been a week of record break- 
ing. In wheat, in silver, in some forms of 
iron and steel, in cotton and in well- 
known cotton and woolen goods, the 
lowest prices ever known have been made, 
and it is gratifying that failures of im- 
portance have not resulted. 

The great fallin wheat hada _percepti- 
ble influence upon the tone of business 
generally, and there was less confidence 
in Wall street, less improvement in man- 
ufactures and a greater decrease in the 

‘clnme of payments through clearing 
rouse, Which were 25.4 per cent less than 
‘year ago, outside New York, and 43.7 
per cent less than a year ago, here, not- 
withstanding unusual transactions in 
grain. 

Wheat at 60 3-8 cents is not only lower 
by 41-4 cents than it was for a single day 
last year, but lower by 13 1-4 cents than it 
had ever been in the previous 77 years. A 
visible supply of over 79,000,000 bushels 
Feb. 10, with sales and receipts from 
farms continuing large, has completely 
destroyed faith in the official report of the 
yield last year, and causes enormous lig 
uidation. 

Corn and other products fluctuated but 
little, though receipts of corn were large. 
The Cotton Market, 

Cotton declined 1-8 cent, with increasing 
distrust of short crops and limits. The re- 
ceipts from plantations this week have 
been larger than a year ago, and at no 
timesmall enough to support the idea 
that the crop of 1893 was but 6,600,001 
bales, Which would mean that less than 
800,000 bales have yet to come into sight 
in over six months. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from the 
east are 19 percent less than a year ago, 
with cheaper grades predominating in 
orders and in manufacture, and not many 
factories fully employed. 

Textile industries do not seem to have 
gained within the past week, for as many 
works have closed as have resumed work, 
andin woolen and cotton manufacture 
rather more. 

There has beenasharp break in print 
cloths to 234 cents; some of the best 
known cottons have been put at the 
lowest prices ever made, and there is 
more talk of general closing of mills. 

Trade In Woolens. 

Some woolen mills of large importance 
have stopped, one because reduction of 
wages was resisted, and in textile works 
such reductions have been more numer- 
ous and larger than in any previous week. 
The demand for woolen goods does not 
improve, and sales of wool decreased 
sharply after the brisk activity two 
weeks ago, being only 4,114,591 pounds 
for the week, against 5,826,300 last year. 
Though some grades are scarce and prices 
relatively higher west than here, the 
markets do not advance. 

Stocks have been weaker with the fall 
in wheat, those of granger roads declining 
over $1 a sharein most cases, and the New 
York Central also, in spite of the fact 


that trunk lines and granger roads 
showed much less de-rease in earnings 
than in other recent ‘seeks. The weakness 


in railroad stocks is ti: part due to violent 
fluctuations in trust to ks and the break 
in sugar, which fell ® a share, with 
heavy transactions. 

Failures forthe week have been 323 in 
the United States, against 197 last year, 
and 55 in Canada, against 36 last year. 
Though several were of some magnitude, 
the aggregate of liabilities was apparently 
below the weekly average for January. 

With nearly complete returns for Janu- 
ary, the aggregate of liabilities in 2802 
failures is $30,946,497, of which $11,631,305 
was of manufacturing and $18,193,476 of 
trading concerns. 


Dr. O’Hern’s Satisfaction, 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Feb. 17.—Dr. W. 
O’Hern, whois attending the smallpox 
patients here, has been boycotted by every 
restaurant and hotel. He wentinto the 
Hotel Brunswick, and, after taking a 
drink of whisky, started to go into the 
dining room. The proprietor would not 
serve him because guests were afraid of 
catching the amallpox. He gave iufor- 
mation tothe police that he could get 
whisky but no food at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. The place was raided, a large 
quantity of liquor found and the pro- 
prietor arrested. 


Two Were Discharged. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Feb. 17.—The case3 
of the Italians concerned in the row in 
which Raffaele Priato was killed at Coke 
place, Lenox, Feb. 4, cameupin the dis- 
trict court yesterday. Vincenzo Maglio, 
charged with assault with a dangerons 
weapon, and Giovanni Ciazzi, charged 
with manslaughter, were discharged. 
The cases of Nicola Maglio and Liberator 
Cannio, charged with manslaughter, 
were continued till next Wednesday. 


A Hopeless Task. 

WILKFSBARRE, Pa., Feb. 17.—Superin- 
tendent Picton reports that excellent pro- 
gress has been made by the rescuing 
party. They are still far away from the 
spot where the imprisoned men were last 
neen, however, and it will be many weary 
days, perhaps weeks, before anything 
definite can be expected from the work 
now going on. 

Doctor Convicted of Murder. 

Sawn FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—The jury re 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder ia 
the second degree against Dr. Eugene F. 
Wert for the murder of Addie Gilmore, 
upon whom he committed criminal mal- 
practice. The body of the murdered gir! 
was horribly mangled and thrown in the 
bay.

Editorial Comment, 


Samvuet Hoar, counsel for the Boston 
& Albany Railroad company, in appearing 
before the committee on railroads at the 
State House on Tuesday, Feb. 13th, made 
an announcement which will be interesting 
news to suburban passengers. 
that on and after Feb. 15, the company 
will sell 50-ride tickets at the same rate as 
the 100-ride tickets are now sold. 

Several times we have been on the point 
of bringing this matter of a 50-ride book 
at the same rates as are charged at the 
present time by the Old Colony for 100-/ 
rides—beg pardon, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford R. R.,—to the attention of the 
patrons of that road and the ‘directors of 
the same. And now that the Boston & 
Albany has taken the initiative in this 
matter on its own road, we deem it a pro- 
pitious time to urge the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. R. R. to follow in their steps. 

We do not know how many books are 
issued to the various station within the 10- 
mile limit from Boston, but a great many. 
Probably 55 or 60 per cent. of the whole 
passenger travel is within that limit, 0 | 
that the road receives in advance a iargel 
sum of money, before any service for the 
same is performed, and the interest thereon 
at five per cent. must amount to a large} 
aggregate. 

In many cases itis a burden to pay out 


$11.50 or $12.00 for a 100-ride ticket. There | 


are occasions when at the expiration of an 
old 100-ride book the traveller is not pre- 
pared to immediately purchase another, 
and is obliged to use ten-trip tickets, but 
he could purchase a 50-ride book were 
one to be obtained, and the road would be 
no loser. 

We believe that if the N. Y.,N. H. & 
H. R. R. will issue 50-ride books at the 100- 
ride rates, they will find their receipts 
largely increased, People who would 


gladly give their families a separate book | 


could one be obtained for a reasonable sum, 
do not feel like keeping $20 or so locked 


up in tickets, as they are now obliged to, 
if they purchase two books. With the 50- 
ride book obtainable we believe that three 
of them will be sold where one 190-ride 
book is now sold. 

We understand that a petition will be 
immediately circulated amorg the patrons 
of the road calling the attention of the 
management to this matter.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 
The Abvlition of Fast Day—Law of At- 
tachment—Rap at Tax Dodgers. 

Bostoy, Feb. 17.—When the bill to 
abolish Fast day and make April 19 a 
legal holiday came up in the house Mr. 
Kneil presented his substitute bill for the 
establishing of Puritans’ day. 

Mr. Malone raised the point of order 
that the substitute bill could not be en- 
tertained because not within the scope of 
the original petition and bill. The 
speaker ruled that the point of order was 
well taken, that the substitute could not 
be considered. 

Mr. Hayes moved to amend the bill by 
striking out sections 1, 2 and 3, which 
would leave Fast day in existence, but 
appoint April 19 a legal holiday. After 
considerable debate Mr. Hayes’ amend- 
ment was lost by avoteof40to 99. The 
bill was then passed to be engrossed. Mr. 
Hayes gave notice of a motion to re- 
consider. : 

The committee on labor reported a bill 
providing that 10 hours’ work, to be per- 
formed within 11 consecutive hours, shall 
constitute a day’s labor in the operation 
of all the railroads in the commonwealth, 
or incorporated under its laws, provided 
that in cases of actual necessity, accident 
or necessary delay in running trains, or 
in cases where it requires more than 11 
hours for the average round trip, em- 
ployes may work more than 10 hours for 
extra compensation. 

A petition was presented, accompanied 
by a bill, providing that no attachment 
of property, real or personal, shall be 
made until the cause of the action in 
which the attachment would be made 
shall be heard in court and final judg- 
ment shall be rendered. 

A petition was received for legislation 
to facilitate the transaction of express 
business, and providing among other 
things that the rates charged an express 
carrier by any railroad corporation shall 
not be more than half the rates of such 
corporation for first class freight between 
the same points. 

The committee on taxation reported a 
bill providing that the day for the assess- 
mentof annual taxes in the common- 
wealth shall be changed from May 1 to 
April1, and if the bill is passed, the 
exodus from the city of the wealthy ones 
who prefer to be assessed where rates are 
more lenient will have to begiu ata 
rather unseasonable time. 

The house received a petition asking for 
legislation to make owners and lessees of 
property liable for gaming or other illegal 
acts carried on on their property; a peti 
tion asking fora law to provide for the 
reimbursement of all persons held in jail 
charged with crime when no indictment 
is found. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
amending Everett’s city charter and mak- 
ing the financial year begin Jan. 1 in- 
stead of Feb. 1. 

The committee on harbors and public 
lands reported a bill authorizing a bridge 
across Chelsea creek between Boston and 
Chelsea.

£ IDENTIFIED. 


Schooner Edwin I. Morrison Sunk In 
Deep Water Off Race Point. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Feb. 17.—The 
schooner Edwin I. Morrison has been 
fully identified by Captain R. M. Lav- 
ender. 


yesterday afternoon, ters “E. I. 
M.” engraved on it. W.P. Hudson, a 
former mate of the vessel, now residing 
here, identified the engraving as his work. 
Captain Lavender was master of the Mor- 
rison for nine years, with Hudson as mate 
much of the time. 

Both men say without doubt the wreck- 
age which has come ashore is from that 
vessel. Thisisthe vessel that was seen 
pounding along the beachthe morning 
of the 13th inst., and has sunk in the deep 
water off Race Point. The heavy north- 
west gale prevailing here has brought 
ashore the wreckage from her. There is 
no chance that any one was saved of her 
crew. She was commanded by Captain 
John H. Smith of Dorchester, Mass., car- 
ried a crew of eight men all told, and left 
Rockport for New York onthe morning 
of the 12th inst.

HELsING¥Fors, Feb. 17.—Anice floe broke 
adrift onthe coastof Ingermannland, and 
earried off 500 fishermen, with their wives 
and children, who were on theiceat the 
time of the accident.

How to Care For Canaries. 

Keep the canary scrupulously clean, 
The cage should be strewn every morn- 
ing with clean sand or fine gravel. 
Fresh water must be given every day, 
both for drinking and bathing—the lat- 
ter being in a shallow vessel and during 
the molting season asmall bit of iron 
should be put in the water for drink- 
ing. The food should consist princi- 
pally of summer rape seed—that is, of 
those small blown rape seeds which are 
obtained from plants sown in the spring 
and which ripen during the summer. 

A little chickweed in spring, lettuce 
leaves in summer and endive in au- 
tumn, with slices of sweet apple in 
winter, may be safely given, but bread 
and sugar ought to be generally avoid- 
ed. Occasionally a few poppy or cana- 
ry seeds, and a small quantity of bruis- 
ed hempseed may be added, but the last 
very sparingly. During the winter the 
cage should never be hung in a room 
without a fire, but even then, when the 
air is mild and the sun shines bright, 
have the window open. The cage should 
never be less than 8 inches in diameter 
and a foot high, with perches at differ- 
ent heights.

WITHOUT A WARNING 


Thirty-Nine Men Meet Death on a 
German Warship. 


OFFICERS WERE EXPERIMENTING 


With the Object of Improving 
a New Ironclad. 


Kiet, Feb. 17.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred on board the German ironclad 
Brandenburg yesterday near Stoller- 
grund, three miles from the Buella light- 
house at the entrance to Kiel bay. 

The big vessel for some time past has 
been in Kialer Fohrd, one of the best 
havens in Europe and the chief war 
harbor of Germany, undergoing various 
experiments. Yesterday was selected for 
a forced draught trial. To get the iron- 
clad in first-class condition for the test, 40 
officers were sent aboard from the im- 
perial dockyard. 

While 11 of these artificers were in the 
engine room a tremendous explosion took 
place. The main steampipe of the star- 
board engine had burst. Far above the 
noise of the escaping stenm were heard 
the heart-rending cries of the injured and 
dying. Panic temporarily spread among 
the crew, but after a short hesitation ev- 
ery effort was put forth to rescue the un- 
fortunate men in the engine room. 

It was then found that of the artificers 
all but one had been killed. The man 
who escaped owed his preservation from 
the fate of his comrades to the fact that 
atthe moment of the explosion he was 
standing ona ladder near thetopof the 
room. His companions were all on the 
floor of the room. 

Thirty-Nine Killed. 

When the steam had cleared away and 
the panic had subsided, a further search 
was made for dead and injured. It was 
then discovered that 39 men inall had 
been killed and nine injured. This list 
includesthe 10 dead ertificers. Thirty- 
seven of them were killed instantly. Two 
of the wounded died shortly after receiv- 
ing their injuries. 

Four <teamers were promptly  dis- 
patche:! m Kiel to the scene of the 
disaster. They carried a number of 
physicians and surgeons and a large 
quantity of medical supplies. The guard 
ship Pelican, with Prince Henry of 
Prussia on board, also put off instantly te 
the Brandenburg’s aid. 

The dead and wounded were carried 
from the Brandenburg to the steamer and 
conveyed to Kiel. The injured were taken 
to the hospital. It is believed that all the 
injured will recover. 

The details of the accident are very 
hardto obtain. Itissaidas soonas the 
explosion happened all hands were sum- 
moned on deck, and the pumps were 
rigged. It was not then know what the 
accident ammounted to, and fears were 
entertained that the Brandenburg was in 
danger of sinking. 

Allday long the most intense excite- 
ment has prevailed in Kiel. Mostof the 
dead and injured lived here or in tbe 

neighborhood, and many of them were 
men of families. 

The wharves were crowded from the 
time the steamers left for the scene of the 
explosion until they returned with their 
victims. As the dead and wounded were 
borne from the vessels to the shore, the air 
resounded with the cries of the bereaved, 
while those who had not lost any friends 
or relatives uncovered their heads. 

Not the First of Its Kind. 

Kiel is not unused to such scenes of suf- 
fering and death. In August, 1893, an ac- 
cident similar in its dreadful features to 
the present one took place while the Ger- 
man vessel Baden was engaged in gun 
practice at Friederichsort, near Kiel, a 
shell from some unexplained cause ex- 
ploding prematurely, killing two lieuten- 
ants and seven men. 

Shipbuilding is one of the chief indus- 
tries of Kiel, and its great navy yard is 
one of the chief features of the city. 

Kiel isthe Baltic headquarters of the 
German navy. The haven on which it is 
located runs into Kiel bay, whose waters 
flow into the Baltic sea, 

About the Brandenburg. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The German 
battleship Brandenburg is one of a group 
of four vessels builton the same general 
plan. The others are the Kurfurt, the 
Frederick Wilhelm, the Weissenburg aud 
the Worth. 

They resemble in general plan our own 
battleships, the Indiana and Massachu- 
setts, but are more nearly the size of the 
Iowa, their tonnage being 10,300, length 
854ft. 4in., beam tift., and draft 24ft. Zin. 
The vessels are not high powered craft, 
the engines being constructed for a speed 
of 16 knots, at 9500 horse power. Thev 
have heavy barbettes covered with 113-4 
inches armor, citadels with 153-4 inches 
of armor, and an armor belt. 

The Brandenburg was launched in 
1891, and was on her trial trip at the time 
of the disaster. Naval experts have al- 
ways regarded such accidents as most 
difficult to guard against. The great 
pipes, necessary to carry the enormous 
quantity of steam required to develop 
9500 horse power in the engines, are 
usually made of copper, and the highest 
mechanical skill is used to make them 
safe from explosion. 

Nevertheless, owing to the unknown 
strains developed in the great lengths of 
this piping, with its numerous bends and 
joints, when the steam pressure is run up 
to high figures, it is almost impossible in 
advance of actual trial to foretell how the 
pipes will act. 

It is recalled here that several men lost 
their liveson the United States cruiser 
Concord a year or two ago bya precisely 
similar accident. After much specula- 
tion and discussion by engineers at the 
time, the conclusion reached by the ma- 
pory was that the accident was caused 
»y the development of what is known as 
a “water hammer,” which means that a 
considerable quantity of condensed water 
is suddenly hurled through the pipes with 
irresistible force, tearing out the nearest 
bend or resisting angle. It is thought 
that the Brandenburg accident may find 
4 similar explanation.

IN CONGRESS. 


Souate Decides That the Ermine Shall 
Not Fall Upon Peckham. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Mr. Bland be- 
gan his coercive tactics to compel a vote 
on the silver seigniorage bill. The bulk 
of the Republicans and the Democratic 
opponents of the measure inaugurated a 
filibuster with the intention of forcing 
him to producea quorumof the advo- 
cates of the bill, and the entireday was 
consumed in rollcalls. The highest num- 
ber of votes Mr. Bland wasable to poll 
was 163in favor of his demand forthe 
previous question on the motion to close 
debate. Of these, 145 were Democrats, 9 
Populists and 9 Republicans. 

There were only 22 members present 
when the house opened last night, and 
Mr. Kilgore blocked all proceedings when 
Mr. Martin moved to go into commit- 
tee of the whole, by demanding a divi- 
sion. The house adjourned at 8:50, with- 
out doing anything. 

‘The senate adjourned a few minutes 
past 40’clock yesterday afternoon, after 
spending the better part of two days con- 
sidering the nomination of W. H. Peck- 
ham of New York to be associate justice 
ofthe supreme court. The vote had just 
been taken on a motion to confirm the 
nomination, and the result was a rejection 
by a vote of 32 to 41.

Eighty Anarehists Quietly Bagged by 
Police of London. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The police last night 
raided the Autonomie club and made 
several arrests. They encountered no op- 
position. They took possession of the 
house and detained all the inmates. The 
raid was managed very quietly, and the 
members of the club arriving late walked 
unsuspectingly into the arms of the po 
licemen. One of these, a Frenchman, 
struggled savagely, and cheered for 
anarchy before he was overpowered. 

The total number of prisoners is about 
80. The majority of them are Germans 
and Bohemians. All were examined care- 
fully, and then ordered to show their 
passports. Few of them could do this. 

The police have searched several build- 
ings near the clubhouse, notably Bour- 
din’s private lodgings and the rooms of 
Jean Pierre Francois, whom the French 
government considered an accomplice of 
Ravachol and tried to extradite. They 
found much anarchist literature in both 
places, and a few explosives in Bourdin's 
rooms. 

The Times says that Bourdin probably 
intended to damage the observatory with 
his bomb. The Daily News says one 
theory is that he intended to blow up 
Woolwich arsenal, and alighted at Green- 
wich station toelude any detectives who 
might be watching him. 


FRANK BYRNE IS DEAD. 


His Name Figured Prominently In the 
Phonix Park Murder. 

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 17.—Frank Byrne of 
this city died here yesterday from heart 
disease. He was well known as the secre- 
tary of the Irish Land league, both in 
London and Paris, from 1880 to 1882. His 
death recalls the assassination of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burkeon May 6, 1882, in Phenix 
park, Dublin. Byrne was at that time in 
London as the league officer. 

Mrs. Byrne was arrested some months 
later and accused by the Dublin police of 
having brought the knives, with which 
the murder was committed, over from 
London. She was detained in Dublin 
eastle and was subjected to the mos 
severe inquisition, after which she was 
released. 

Byrne afterward moved to Paris. Th 
French government refused England’s re 
quest for Byrne’s extradition and he came 
to this country, after repeated attempt 
to kidnap him by English emissaries, 

He went into business for himself tn 
New York, but failed, and since that time | 
has been engaged asa drummer for sev 
eral commercial firms. He finally settlea 
down inthis city in the cigar business. 
He leaves a widow, a daughter 17 years 
old and a son 12 years of age. 


End of the Mann-Hamilton Case. 

NEw YORK, Feb. 17.—Eva L. Mann has 
failed toshow that sheisthe widow of 
Robert Ray Hamilton. She showed be 
fore the surrogate that she had been mar- 
ried to Hamilton in January, 1887, but the 
defense proved that she had lived with 
Joshua Mann as his wife, which in the 
opinion of the surrogate made her Mann's 
wife. From that decision, she appealed 
to the general term, which decided 
against her. 


Wales May Have a University. 

LonpDoN, Feb. 17.—Mr. Gladstone was 
presented with an address on Welsh edu- 
cation from the international Eisteddfod, 
held in September last at Chicago, during 
the progress of the World’s fair. Mr. 
Gladstone said that a charter for a Welsh 
university would be granted in response 
toareal demand from all parties inter- 
ested. 

A Substantial Lift. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—The annual ball of 
the fireand protective departments of this 
city was attended by more than 16,000 
people. About $11,000 was taken, and tb 
proceeds of the ball will go to the relief 
funds of the departments. 


Big Attachment Raised, 
HARTFORD, Feb. 17.—The attachment 
for $300,000, placed upon the New York 
and New England road’s rolling stock in 
East Hartford, Dec. 27, 1893, was last 
evening raised by Sheriff Preston, on an 
order from receivers.

THE FRIEND IN NEED. 


IRVING'S STORY OF THE “BUSTED” 
ACTOR’S GOOD SAMARITAN. 


A Reminiscence Which Seemed to Touch 
the Relator’s Heart—Once He Was Very 
Poor and Unknown, but Now He Is Rich 
and Famous In All Lands. 


The place was a cozy room ina cozy 
house in a quiet street off the Strand, 
uondon. The time was Saturday; the 
hour, midnight. A company of profes- 
sional men, composed of some of the 
lawyers, doctors, newspaper men and 
actors whose names are famous on both 
sides of the Atlantic, was scattered in 
groups about the rooms smoking and 
chatting after the Saturday night sup- 
per, which had become a standard insti- 
tution with them. Ina sheltered cor- 
ner over by the fireplace sat a small 
knot of men, every one of whom had 
reached the top, or at least the front 
rank, of his profession. The talk, drift- 
ing in a smooth, desultory, half sleepy 
way from phase to phase, had gradually 
assumed a retrospective hue. From one 
to another the story had passed, each 
telling the tale of an empty stomach, or 
an empty pocket, or a hopeless tramp 
of 30 miles or so in thin shoes along a 
snowbound road in search of employ- 
ment. 

Henry Irving, thoughtfully smoking, 
with an air of deen attention, had not 
spoken and did not speak until the 
others, having exhausted their stock, 
turned to him. He had experienced 
harder luck than any of them, and they 
knew it. He looked up at them fora 
moment and then, after a pause, said: 

“The recollection uppermost in my 
mind just now, while you boys have 
been talking about tramping and winter 
roads and all that, is of a certain Christ- 
mas dinner at which I was present. I 
wonder whether any of you remembera 
poor fellow. long since dead—Joe Robin 
—who played small parts in London 
and outside it, and who made the one 
big mistake of his life when he entered 
the profession. Joe had been in the 
men’s underwear business and was do- 
ing well when an amateur performance 
for a charitable object was organized, 
and he was cast for the part of the 
clown in a burlesque of ‘Guy Fawkes.’ 
Joe belonged to one of the bohemian 
clubs, and on the night of the show his 
friends among the actors and journalists 
attended in a body to give him a ‘send- 
otf.’ He played that part capitally, and 
the mischie? might have ended there, 
but some one compared him to Gri- 
maldi. His fate was sealed. He sold his 
stock, went on the stage, and a few 
months later I came upon him playing 
general utility on a small salary ina 
small theater in Manchester. One relic 
of his happy days still remained to him. 
He had retained shirts, collars and un- 
derwear sufficient to last him for a gen- 
eration. 

“Bat if Joo lacked ability as an ac- 
tor he had a heart of gold. He would 
lend or give his last shilling toa friend, 
and piece by piece his stock of under- 
wear had diminished until only a few 
shirts and underclothes remained to 
him.

Paris, Feb. 19.—A telegram has been 
received from the French governor of the 
bHoudan, stating that the collision between 
the British and French troops at Warina 
was due to Chief Korona of Ouema driv- 
ing both the British and Frenoh by tell- 
ing each that the other was a band of 
Sofas. The British burned Ouema and 
other villages as a punishment for this 
deception, and executed Korona. 

Fuller details mceived here of the War- 
ina collision say that thesentinels posted 
outside the British camp noticed at an 
early hour in the morning suspicions 
movements in the long grassaround the 
camp, and after watching these closely 
finally gave the alarm.

However, when the 
British stopped firing, the sharp whizzing 
of the enemy’s bullets showed that the 
fusilade cume from an attacking party, 
and firing was resumed by the British, 
whose reply ultimately caused the enemy 
to retire.

DONE WITH A RUSH. 


Senator White Nominated to the 
Supreme Bench Vacancy. 


HE IS IMMEDIATELY CONFIRMED. 


Senator Hill Favored Him but 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Senator White 
of Louisiana was yesterday nominated 
for justice of the supreme court of the 
United States. The senate went into ex- 
ecutive session at 3 p. m., and had hardly 
had time to recover from the surprise 
which the nomination had occasioned 
when his confirmation was announced. 
While months had been spent in consid- 
ering the nomination of Messrs. Horn- 
blower and Peckham, and more time de 
voted to them by the senate committee 
on the judiciary, the name of Mr. White 
was not referred to the committee at all, 
and in less than an hour after the nomi- 
nation had been received, the senate had 
placed its seal of approval upon the se- 
lection, had robbed itself of an esteemed 
member and had given the supreme court 
the one man necessary to make a full 
bench. 

There was no show of opposition, and 
the vote was unanimously and heartily 
in favor of confirmation 

The proceedings prior to the casting of 
the vote consisted entirely of the deliver- 
ing of eulogistic speeches by members of 
the senate judiciary committee and by 
Senator Caffery. There were two speeches 
by Democratic members of the committee 
and two by Republican om bers, Sen- 
ators Pugh and Hill s ng for the 
Democratic side, and Senators Hoar and 
Teller for the Republican. 

Hill Talks of a Slight. 

Senator Hill, in supporting the nomina- 
tion, referred to Senator White’s fitness, 
but expressed regret that the president 
had been unable to make a suitable selec- 
tion from among the hundreds of com- 
petent jurors and able jurists in New 
York state, whose nomination would have 
provoked no opposition. 

Mr. Hill continued: “It may be as- 
serted asa fact that almost any one of 
the 40 judges of the supreme court of 
New York state, or any one of the present 
federal judges there residing, would have 
been acceptable to the senate had the 
president, in his wisdom, seen fit to honor 
any of them with the nomination. There 
is no dispute upon this point, but the 
president’s choice, in my opinion, seemed 
to have been limited to a select few, for 
reasons best known to himself. 

“T believe that the state of New York 
was entitled tothe judgeship, and had 
the senators from that state been con- 
sulted, as they properly should have been 
and as courtesy and usage required, a 
satisfactory selection from the numerous 
eminent members of the bar of my state 
could easily have been made. 

“Yon well know that the senators from 
New York had no candidates of their 
own. Their action was not influenced by 
disappointment. They pressed no favor- 
ites upon the attention of the appointing 
power, but whatever action they took was 
impelled by their self-respect and their

Senator Edward White, the subject of 
this sketch, was born of this marriage. 
He received his early education at Mt. St. 
Mary’s college at Emmettsburg. Md., and 
subsequently at Georgetown college, D. 


C., from which he was withdrawn at the | 


inception of the war. He returned to his 
native state and completed his education 
at the College of the Jesuits in New Or- 
leans. Soon after the breaking out of the 
civil war he entered the service of the 
Confederates, serving during the siege of 
Port Hudson, attached to the staff of Gen- 
eral Beale. 

Afterward he served inthe Trans-Mis- 
sissippi department, where he was paroled 
on the termination of the rebellion. 
Shortly afterward he entered the law 
office of Hon. Edward Bermudez, chief 
justice of Louisiana, aud was admitted to 
the bar in the year 1568. 

He was elected state senator for four 
years in 1874, serving during the trouble- 
some times leading to the final settlement 
of the Louisiana complication in 1877 dur- 
ing President Hayes’ administration. 

In 1878 he was appointed by Governor 
Nicholls as associate justice of the su- 
preme court of Louisiana, which position 
he occupied until the adoption of a new 
constitution creating a new oonrt, 

In politics Judge White has always 
been a conservative Democrat; he is a 
lawyer in full practice in the city of New 
Orleans and a sugar planter.

PETITION FROM GRANITE MEN. 


Mayor Hodges Requested to Protest 
Against Discrimination at Depot. 


Short meetings of the City Council are 
now the rule, and it took but an hour to 
transact the business at the fourth meet- 
ing of 1894 held Monday evening. Twenty 
members were present, the absentees being 
Councilmen Adams, Holden and Robbins. 

Granite Manufacturers’ Petition. 

Mayor Hodges forwarded the following 
petition of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association, being a vote passed at a meet- 
ing held Feb. 6, namely: 

“That we respectfully petition the 
Mayor and City Council to appoint three 
permanent policemen. One to patrol from 
the junction of Penn and Liberty streets, 
Penn street, Columbia street, Centre street, 
Intervale street, Brook street and Liberty 
street; one on North Common and Gar- 
field street, and one from the junction of 
Willard and Crescent streets to Robertson 
Also to petition for two fire alarm 
boxes in the North Common.” 

Plumbing. 

Mayor Hodges called the attention of the 
Council to Section 6, Chap. 477 of the Acts 
of 1893, which provides that each city 
shall by ordinance prescribe rules and 
regulations for the material construction, 
alteration and inspection of all pipes, 
tanks, faucets, valves and other fixtures by 
and through which waste water or sewage 
is used or carried, etc. Referred to Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 

Granite City Club. 

The Mayor forwarded a communication 
of the Secretary of State relative to the ap- 
plication of the Granite City club fora 
certificate of incorporation. The Mayor 
gave the petitioners a good recommenda- 
tion and the Council! concurred. 

Petitions. 

Applications of Josiah Rich for State 
Aid, Natale Fossati for a license as com- 
mon victuailer, and the Telephone Cum- 
pany for a location on Atlantic, Billings 
and Squantum streets in Ward Six, were 
referred to committees, 

Reports. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorably on the application of Daniel 
McGrath for license as a private detective. 


Both Branches. 

Boston, Feb. 20.—Mr. Hayes moved in the 

senate that the house reconsider its action 
in voting to abolish Fast day and make 
April 19 a legal holiday. The motion was 
lost. 
The committee on towns reported ad- 
versely upon a bill making further provi- 
sions for the election of boards of health in 
towns. This bill proposed that in towns of 
5000 inhabitants one-third of the members 
of the board be elected annually and con- 
tinue in office three years. 

The committee on fisheries and game 
reported leave to withdraw on the peti- 
tion for legislation prohibiting the use of 
pounds, traps, weirs and other stationary 
devices for catching fish. 

The committee on liquor law reported a 
draft of a new bill to the effect that ehap- 
ter 220 of the acts of 1882 shall not be con- 
strued to prevent the granting of a liquor 
license to be exercised within 400 feet of 
premises used for school purposes, if the 
use for school purposes is temporary and 
will expire within one year from the first 
day of April in the year when the applica- 
tion of such liquor license is made 

An unusually large batch of petitions 
was presented in the house, relating 
mainly to prisons. 

William Rice and 315 citizens of Spring- 
field remonstrated against any law per- 
mitting the demolition or impairment of 
the present state house. 

The committée on taxation reported 
leave to withdraw on the petition that 
soldiers and sailors of the war of the re 
bellion be exempt from the payment of a 
poll tax in cases where they are shown to 
have been disabled and honorably dis 
charged. 

The committee on county estimates re- 
ported in favor of a bill allowing the 
county of Bristol to borrow #60,000 for the 
completion of the Taunton courthouse. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
allowing the city of Cambridge to make 
an additional park loan, not exceeding 
$100,000; also a bill establishing the time 
within which municipal debts must be 
made payable. 

The committee on fisheries and game 
reported in favor of a bill prohibiting the 
killing of gray squirrels, hares and rab 
bits between March l and Sept. 15. 

The committee on education reported a 
bill allowing the Mt. Holyoke college te 
hold real and personal estate to an 
amount not exceeding $2,000,000. 

A bill appropriating #6900 for compen- 
sation of the joint special committee on 
taxation appointed by the legislature of 
1893 was reported by the committee on 
finance, and under suspension of the 
rules was passed to be engrossed. 

The house concurred with the senate in 
amending the bill which permits normal 
school teachers to become members of 
fraternal benefit associations. 

The house enacted bills to allow the 
county commissioners of Middlesex 
county to expend $100,000 for an addition 
to the Registry of Deeds building at East 
Cambridge and the bill to repeal the act 
relative to inspection of safety couplers 
on freight cars.

BINDING ROAD METAL. 


How to Secure the Best Results In Solidf- 
fying Broken Stone. 

After the necessary excavation to con- 
tain the road metal has been completed, 
the broken stone should be spread broad- 
cast with shovels to insure a thorough 
mixing of the various sized pieces and 
raked until the layer is of the proper 
thickness. For a roadway 16 feet wide 
it will be best to make the thickness of 
the layer about two inches thicker at the 
center of the roadway than at the ex- 
treme edges, because the wear will be 
most excessive at the center and the ex- 
tra thickness will not only provide for 
this, but will also serve to give the fin- 
ished roadway a proper crown, and thus 
insure good drainage. 

If the final thicknessof the compacted 
roadway is to be 4 inches, one layer will 
be sufficient, and when put on loosely 
from the carts it should be about 7 inches 
thick at the center and about 5 inches 
thick at the sides. If the final thickness

is to be 6 inches, it is generally best to 
put on two layers, each having a thick- 
ness of about 5 inches at the center and | 
about 34 inches at the sides, and in case 
two separate layers are to be put on 
care should be taken to thoroughly roll 
and bind the bottom layer before the sec- | 
ond layer is applied. 

If we examiné a dozen pieces of stone 
taken atrandom froma heapofroad metal 
as it comes from the crusher, we shall 
find them to be of most irregular shapes 
and generally lacking uniformity in size 
It will be impossible to lay these stone- 
closely in contact with each other so as 
to exclude voids, or fill the several | 
spaces between their irregular faces and | 
angles. No single piece will fit closely | 
against another throughout their several | 
edges or surfaces. When dumped ‘nto 
a loose heap upon the ground, the spaces 
between the separate stones make up a 
large aggregate, and no amount of roll- 
ing will bring these stones so cl sely in} 
contact as to materially reduce these 
If we take a water tight box 
containing exactly two cubic feet and 
fill it evenly with broken macadam road 
metal, we shall find that about one cubic 
foot of water can be poured into the} 
box without overflowing the top, thus 
showing that only about one-half of the 
space contained in the box is filled by 
the pieces of stone. 

To illustrate this fact in another way, 
it has been determined that a cubic yard | 
of solid stone weighs about 24 tons, while 
acubic yard of broken macadam road 
metal made from the same stone will 
weigh only about one-half this amount, 
or iitons. It follows then that in or- 
der to insure a solid roadway and to fill 
this large proportion of voids or inter- 
stices between the different pieces of 
broken stone, some finer material mast } 
be introduced into the structure of the 
roadway, and this material is usually 
called a binder, or by some roadmakers 
a ‘‘filler.” 

There used to be much contention re- 
garding the use of binding material in 
the making of a macadam road, but it ise 
now conceded by nearly all practical and 
experienced roadmakers both in Europe 
and America that the use of a binding 
material is essential to the 
struction of a good macadam road. It 
adds to its solidity, insures tightness by 
closing all of the spaces between the 
loose, irregular stone and binds together 
the macadam crust in a way that gives 
it firmness, elasticity and durability.— 
Good Roads.

The Cost of Good Roads Lessening. 
Data already gathered show that new | 
roads are already constructing in many | 
parts of the country, and that increased | 
knowledge and skill, improved machin- 
ery and methods and extended practical 
experieuce are rapidly lessening the cost 
of good roads. Civil Engineer Harrison 
of Asbury Park, N. J., is authority for 
the statement that while two or three 
years ago the cost of roadbuilding was 
$10,000 per mile it was last year $3,500 
per mile. Professor J. B. Hunnicut of 
the University of Georgia, in response to 
an inquiry from the road bureau of the 
agricultural department, states that the 
cost of good, hard roads recently built 
in Georgia, providing for a track of stone 
and one of earth, was $1,200 a mile. Su- 
pervisor Chapin of Canandaigua, N. Y., 
in a letter to General Roy Stone, reports 
that 10 miles of a single track stone 
road, with an earth track each side, was } 
built in that town for $700 a mile. 
Active interest in the movement for 
better roads is shown by the railroads 
generally. Special reduced rates are of- 
fered by many of the railroads, and a 
tabulated statement of the various con- 
cessions in shipment rates by a large 
number of companies has been prepared. 
—Exchange.

A PHYSICIAN'S STORY. 


How the Lady, His Patient, Managed to 
Keep on With Her Opium.

The Typical American. 

The typical Americans have all been 
western men, with the exception, let us 
say, of Washington.

You 
cannot imagine Hamilton or Madison 
or Livingston or John Adams or the 
Pinckneys living tolerably on the fron- 
tier.

We may wish 
that the typical Americans of the past 
had had more knowledge, a more culti- 
vated appreciation of the value of what 
was old and established, a juster view 
of foreign nations and foreign politics; 
that they had been more like Webster 
and less like Jackson, and we may hope 
that the typical American of the future 
will be wiser and better poised. But in 
the meantime the past is to be under- 
stood and estimated as the facts stand, 
and only a thoroughly sympathetic com- 
prehension of these men, who have actu- 
ally been the typical Americans, will 
enable us to effect that purpose. The 
fact that Clay rather than Webster, 
Jackson and not John Quincy Adams, 
represented the forces which were really 
predominant and distinctively Amer- 
ican in our development is commentary 
enough on any theory that makes either 
of the peculiar sections of the Atlantic 
seaboard the principal or only theater 
of American history.—Forum.

A DOZEN ANARCHISTS 


On Trial For Plotting Against the Aus- 
trian Emperor's Life. 


THE STORY OF THEIR CAPTURE 


And the Startling Discoveries 
Made by Police. 


Vienna, Feb. 20.—The trial of the 12 
anarchists arrested in September last, 
charged with conspiring against the life 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, began yester- 
day. The defense asked that part of the 
proceedings be made public, but the court 
ruled that the trial should take place In 
secret. This is one of the most sensa- 
tional and romantic on record. 

Some of the most extraordinary exhibits 
ever brought into a court will be shown, 
and the prisoners will be doubtless 
proven to have been in touch with the 
anarchists of England and America. 

During the months of July and August 
last, the Austrian police were greatly 
exercised by the successful dissemination 
among the working classes, and every 
section of the army, of seditious and vio- 
lently revolutionary pamphlets. 

By energetic work the headquarters oi 
the gang was discovered in No. 65 Sieben- 
brunnengasse (the “street of the seven 
wells’’), a poor street in the Margarethen 
district of the capitol. 

The Raid. 

In the gray dawn of Friday, Sept. 
small body of detectives posted them- 
selves opposite No. 65. They had ascer- 
tained that one of the two men so ur- 
gently ‘“‘wanted,” Stepben Hahnel, had to 
begin work in a cabinet factory at € 


~» a 


o'clock. When he appeared he was 
quickly arrested. Upon the person of the 
prisoner, the detectives found the tiny 


latchkey of the dwelling which Hahnel 
shared with his still uncaptured fellow 
conspirators. 

Back went the detectives from the 
lockup to No. 65. Mounting to the third 
floor, they noiselessly approached the 
door of the lodging where they expected 
to find the real ringleader of the gang, 
Franz Haspel. 

The police commissary 
command placed the latchkey in the 
lock and turned it. The door did not 
yield, but quick steps were heard within, 
two or three heavy bolts were drawn back 
and the door swung wide open. 

The man who thus voluntarily revealed 
himself started at the detectives in amaze- 
ment.

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THE GREAT PAC! 


The Advantage of Circle SailingonanArea 
of Water So Vast. 

The Pacific is the great ecean of our 
planet. In comparison with it the| 
north Atlantic is a mere strait an] the 
Indian ocean nothing more than th» sub- 
merged bench of a congeries of drowned 
islands. Along the line of 70 degrees | 
south latitude the width of the Pacific is 
135 degrees of longitude, over one-third | 
of the circumference of the globe. Be- 
tween it and the south polar continent 
nothing intervenes. Its northern ex- 
tremity was probably at one time round- 
ed off by the country which is now di- 
vided between Alaska and Siberia. 
When the glacial masses moved to the 
pole, the polar current clove its way 
through Behring straits and interposed 
Behring sea between the Pacific and 
the polar ocean. 

It presents every form of ocean geog- 
raphy. At the two extremities it is shal- 
low. There is a bench running along 
the Aleutian islands into the gulf of 
Alaska which comes within 100 fathoms 
of the surface, with occasional holes so 
deep that no apparatus can find the bot- 
tom and be recovered without breaking 
the wire, and there is a corresponding 
bench in the southwest portion of the 
sea west of the meridian of 180 degrees 
where 100 fathoms is also the average. 
Between this last bench and the latitude 
of 88 degrees north there is a range of 
submarine rocky mountaius with steep 
cliffs and sharp descents. Three or four 
distinct mountain ridges with from two 
to three miles of water between them 
have been counted between the Ha- 
Waiian Islands and Australia. 

On the Pacific can be found every va- 
riety of temperature and meteorology. 
Ott of Behring sea pours the icy cur- 
rent which cools our shore in summer; 
from the equator flow summer currents 
warmer than the Atlantic gulf strea:n, 
while the current which sweeps around 
the south cape of Tasmania bears on its | 
bosom the longest icet ergs Cver seen. 
As its name indicates, it is a pacific | 
ocean, swept by gentle trade winds, but | 
the most terrible typhoons described in | 
meteorologi ‘al records have varied the 
chronicles of its placid surface. 

On a sea of such extent circle sailing 
must become a matter of moment. The 
Canadian steamers, sailing from Yoko- 
hama in 35-degrees to Victoria in 49 de- 

grees, cross the meridian of 160 degrees 
in 52 degrees, having covered 4,200 
miles on the voyage, while the Pacific 
Mail steamers, sailing by what appears 
on the map to be the straight line, have | 
to cover 4,790 miles between San Fran- | 
cisco and Yokohama. Assuming the 
vessels to be equal inspeed and tosteam 
at the usual rate of seagoing steamers | 
on the Pacific, the Canadian line enjoys | 
an acvantage of about 36 hours over | 
the American lines. This is reduced al- | 
most to nothing when our ships puruse | 
the northern course and take the advan-

DEADLOCK UNBROKEN 


War Still Raging Over the Bland 
Seigniorage Bill. 


THE SENATE AND THE TARIFF. 


Caucus of Democrats Appears 
to Be Inevitable. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The deadlock on 
tie Bland seigniorage bill was not broken 
inthe house. Rollicall followed rollcall 
until 40’clock, when, it being apparent 
that Mr. Bland could not muster a 
quorum on his proposition, he moved an 
adjournment. The high water mark 
yesterday was 170, nine short of a quorum. 
Deputy sergeants-at-arms went out to all 
parts of the country to arrest absentees 
ander the continuing order, and the house 
leaders assert most emphatically that the 
fight will be continued until a quorum is 
sbtained. 

Concerning the Tariff. 

There has been considerable talk about 
the senate of the prospect of a Demo- 
cractic caucus to consider the tariff bill. 

Senator Gibson, who has been co-operat- 
ing with Senator Gorman and others to 
secure a duty on coal, said that he con- 
sidered a caucus inevitable and that he 
thought it would be held during the first 
part of next week. 

Members of the finance committee do 
not consider that a caucus will be neces- 
sary, for they confidently predict that none 
will be held. The meeting of the full 
Democratic committee does not change 
the aspect of the situation so far as can be 
learned, though it came near doing so, 
and at onetime looked as if the meeting 
might result in ordering the calling of a 
committee meeting today and the report- 
ing of the bill to the full committee then. 
Only the fact that the week will then be 
half gone and that the senate will prob- 
ably adjourn over until Monday on ac- 
count of Washington’s birthday pre- 
vented. 

A Hitch on Sugar. 

The sugar schedule appears to be at 
present the item which is giving the 
greatest annoyance. The opinion current 
about the senate is that while a majority 
of the sub-committee are opposed to any 
duty whatever on sugar, they will con- 
cede about 3-4 of acent. There is good 
authority for the statement that the com- 
mittee has decided upon asmall duty on 
coal, and also on lead ore. 

A member of the committee gave as his 
op nion that the tax on manufactured to- 
bacco would be undisturbed, but thought 
it poss ble that a tax would be placed on 
unmanufactured leaf tobacco.

UF LONG STANDING. 


Spanish Claims For Damages Are About 
to Be Settled. 

MADRID, Feb. 21.—The minister of for- 
eign affairs has received a cable message 
from the Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton, saying that the United States govern- 
ment has admitted the principle of the 
Spanish claim for damages to Spanish 
subjects, who suffered during the Florida 
war. 

WasuHINcTON, Feb. 21—The Spanish 
claims against the United States, which 
the Spanish minister cabled his govern- 
ment are advancing toward adjustment 
by reason of admission of their justice, 
aresoold that they are identified with 
the early existence of this government. 
They arose through an invasion of Flor- 
ida by the American army about the be- 
ginning of this century, when Florida 
was a Spanish province. 

The troops seized or destroyed some 
personal property of Spanish subjects, 
who after the cession of Florida took up 
their residence in Cuba, declining to give 
allegiance tothe new flag. In the treaty 
of 1819, enacted between Spain and the 
United States, articles were included pro- 
viding for the settlement of damages sus- 
tained by these Spaniards, but these 
claims have been pending ever since. 

It is probable that, together with a num- 
ber of Spanish claims against the United 
States and of the United States against 
Spain, they will eventually form the basis 
for the appointment of a joint commis- 
sion to adjust these complicated matters. 

The amount of the claims is said to be 
in the neighborhood of $1,000,000. 


“NOT LAWFUL MONEY.” 


Attorney General Olney’s Decision Con- 
cerning Silver Certificates. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Some days ago, 
Secretary Carlisle requested of Attorney 
General Olney an opinion as to whether 
silver certificates authorized by section 3 
of the act of Feb. 28, 1878, are lawful 
money within the meaning of section 4 of 
the actof June 2, 1870, and section 9 of 
the act of July 12, 1888. In response 
thereto, the attorney general yesterday 
submitted his opinion as follows: 

“Silver certificates are just what they 
purport to be on their face and by their 
terms—thatis, they attest the fact that 
the United States has on deposit so 
many silver dollars which will be paid 
to the holder upon the presentation and 
surrender of such certificates. If they 
can be regarded as money at all, it is only 
because the United States agrees to re- 
ceive them for customs taxes and all 
public duties, and only to that extent 
and for those specific purposes. In my 
opinion they are not ‘lawful money’ 
within the meaning of the statutes above 
referred to.”’ 

This opinion, it is said, embodies the 
views long entertained and acted upon by 
the treasury officials. The decision will 
not have the effect of changing the policy 
of the treasury in any respect.

A RARE OCCURRENCE. 


Mr. Eckenrode’s Eel Catch Almost Unpar- 
alleled In the Annals of Fishing. 

A remarkable hau! of eels was made 
the other day by Cosmos Eckenrode, who 
was fishing along the Tulpehocken. 
There is a variety of eels known as the 
tandem eel, which is very seldom found 
in this state, though common in the west. 
A peculiarity of this variety is that they 
travel, when migrating, single file, about 
six inches apart, and maintain that dis- 
tance exactly during the time of their 
progress. If one of the lot shoots ahead 
too rapidly, the one following immedi- 
ately grasps him by the tail in order to 
drag him back to his proper place in the 
line. They appear to have a remarkable 
instinct for distance, and the variation 
ef an inch will cause the rear eel to ex- 
ercise his authority to put the beakes on 
the one ahead. 

While Mr. Eckenrode was fishing he 

hooked one of the travelers, a very re- 
markable circumstance, as they seldom 
bite while migrating. As soon as he had 
hooked it he of course gave a haul on the 
line, which caused this particular eel to 
shoot ahead. He was immediately 
grasped by the one following, and as 
that one likewise shot ahead the next one 
did the same, so that when Mr. Ecken- 
rode began to haul out he found a solid 
rope of eels. Dropping his rod and line, 
he grasped the living rope and began to 
haul in hand over hand. He kept haul- 
ing in and piling up the eels until he 
was utterly exhatsted, when he was 
obliged to stop and cut the connection. 
He quickly ran for assistance, and a 
number of the neighbors came to help 
him take care of his rare catch. When 
they were all gathered up and loaded on 
wagons, it was found that he had 875 
pounds. About $50 worth were sent to 
the Reading market, and the rest were 
distributed among his neighbors. 

The news of his remarkable catch has 
spread all over the upper part of the 
county, and a great many fishermen have 
been endeavoring to repeat it, but with- 
out success, since, according to natural- 
ists, an occurrence of this sort is one of 
the rarest in fishing.—Reading Herald.

HE YELLS OF HIS TRIP ADROAD. 


Impressions Gained by a Visit 
to the Pope. 


NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Feb. 23.—An audi- 
ence that completely filled Smith college 
chapel listened last evening to Chauncey 
M. Depew, who told the young ladies and 
their invited guests of the impression 
made upon him by his recent trip to Italy.

his hearers a private audience with the 
pope. 

This was by far the most interesting 
portion of the address. He described the 
pope as a man of remarkable power. The 
topic of conversation was the pope’s en- 
cyclical on capital and labor, and Dr 
Depew found that the pope had madea 
thorough study of the topic. The pope 
was described as being very thin, tall, 
weighing in the vicinity of 100 pounds, 
with a face of marked intellectuality, a 
high forehead and a brilliant eye. 

He talked eloquently, and believed that 
the solution of the problem was to be 
based on the principle of the fatherhood of 
God andthe brotherhood of man. The 
pope met Dr. Depew very informally, ad- 
vancing to meet him, grasping him 
the hand and giving him a cordial greet- 
ing. 

In closing, the speaker paid a tribute to 
the genius und intellect of old men as 
typified by the pope at 84, Premier 
Crispi at 76, Bismarck at 79,and Glad 
stone, the grand old man.

There is asked 
for the support of the poor $6,000, which is 
over one-eighth of the total, twice as 
much as for highways, and only $500 less 
than the Quincy appropriation. Abington 
may not have more poor than the average 
town, but if that is a fact Quincy is 
remarkably fortunate. Quincy has been 
very lucky for some years in having a 
gentleman who looked carefully after the 
poor; and was not imposed upon. This 
city has also for many years, closed the 
liquor shops, and consequently has very 
few people in a destitute condition. 


WILL A liberal appropriation be made 
this year for sidewalks? And will there 
be an attempt to secure continuous uni- 
form sidewalks? The city government 
must take the initiative, and it is a deplor- 
able fact that Quincy is behind the times 
in this improvement. We are led to make 
these comments because of the existing 
state of affairs and the fact that a town 
like Dedham spent last year $7,381 for 
improvement of sidewalks, and $5,998 for 
concreting jn 1892. 


Tue sum of $18,700 is recommended for 
highways in Winchester this year. This 
is a case where a town of 5,100 appropri- 
ates more than our city of 20,000. Can 
we expect as good streets a3 other cities 
and towns if this continues.

TODAY'S COURT. 


Alfred Bergeron Charged With Man- 
slaughter—Other Cases. 

Seldom is it that there is so large an at- 
tendance at the District Court room as this 
morning. Long before 9 o'clock every 
available seat in the court room was taken 
and the stairway leading to the room was 
packed with a crowd of men all anxious to 
get in. The aisles inside ¢he room were 
also packed and the fresh air in the room 
was fast becoming exhausted when Chief 
Hayden and Officers Ferguson, Canavan 
and Bradley charged upon the crowd and 
Cleared the room. 

The cause of this gathering was the trial 
of Alfred Bergeron for causing the death 
of Victor Carlson, during the progress of a 
row off Common street last Friday night, 
the account of which was published in 
Wednesday’s LEDGER. 

Bergeron who is little more than a boy 
was brought into court by Chief Hayden 
looking pale and careworn and he evidently 
realized the enormity of the crime with 
which he was charged. The warrant 
against him was changed from assault to 
that of manslaughter. 

He pleaded not guilty and asked fora 
contin@&tnce on account of the absence of 
his counsel. His request was granted and 
he was held in $3,000 for his appearance 
next Tuesday. W.G. A. Pattee appeared 
for the government. 

The next case called was that of Edward 
Carney, who was charged with drunken- 
ness. Edward said he was guilty and 
wanted to speak to His Honor; a request 
which was granted. Carney then pleaded 
hard for release, promising upon his word 
of honor and before his God never to 
drink again. 

His Honor sympathized with Edward 
and said that he thought he was sincere 
and that he could not be better helped in 
keeping the pledge than in Dedham, where 
he was sent for 30 days. 

Antonio Rossi was then called and was 
charged with the larceny of 4 bush ham- 
mers valued at $20 from Charles A. Hunt, 
and was sent to House of Correction for 
4 months. : 

George L. Litchfield of Cohasset was ar- 
raigned for breaking and entering the store 
of Brone & Nickerson and the larceny of 
meats valued at $4.75. Litchfield pleaded 
not guilty and was held in $590 for the 
grand jury.

Washington’s birthday on 
scale had been planned by the New York 
Southern society. Owing to a strange 
mischance, however, many of the guests 
of honor expected did not put in their ap- 
pearance at the annual banquet. 

Secretary Cartisle, Speaker Crisp, Con- 
gressman Allen of Mississippi and Hon. 
Isador Rayner of Maryland were invited, 
but all of these, at the last moment, 
found it impossible to attend. 

Ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt, responding 
to the toast, “Our national credit,” paid a 
tribute to Secretary Carlisle and then pro- 
ceeded to lay out the southern statesman. 
The character of southern stutesmanship, 
he said, has decreased from the time be- 
fore the war and her senators and con- 
gressmen today are as pigmies compared 
with the intellectual giants of that time. 
The statesmen of today show little signs 
of having studied the great economical 
questions affecting the interests of the 
country. 

Proceeding, Mr. Hewitt aimed to show 
that southerners did not understand the 
silver question, and continued: ‘There 
are statesmen from the south who have 
succumbed to the fallacy that positions 
in the supreme court of the United States 
are local questions to be settled on de- 
mand of local politicians. It might 
supposed that the supreme court repre 
sented the whole United States and that 
everybody had aright todemand that it 
be filled without regard to politics or lo- 
cality.

Created a Commotion, 

“It is not a football for ward politicians 
to kick about from one end of the United 
States to the other. Such men as Cal- 
hova, Brenton, Reeves and Crawford 
would have resigned the high positions 
in the senate and gone home in sackcloth 
and ashes rather than abandon a princi- 
ple such as this toa man witiout charac- 
ter or worth, and who had no right to 
speak for the great state of New York.” 


These remarks created a commotion, 
but Mr. Hewitt continued without ap- 
pearing to notice the sensation he was 
cau ing.

Heis the pro- 
prietor of a large factory and is, more- 
over, well known as a jovial, whole 
souled fellow, who delights to give large 
dinner parties. 

Not long since he sent out invitations 
to all his business friends to partake of 
his hospitality at a dinner party. 

At first, as is frequently the case at a 
dinner party at which there are gentle- 
men only, the proceedings were some- 
what tedious. By degrees, however, the 
guests became more lively under the 
stimulating influences of the wines. 
Their tongues became loosened “by the 
frequent lubrications, and there was a 
flow of geniality and wit such as is 
found only on press excursions.

QUINCY’S NEW CHURCH. 


Opening Exercises in the New Swedish 

Lutheran Church on Granite Street. 

The new Swedish Lutheran church in 
this city is practically completed and the 
first service in it will be held this evening 
at 7.30 o'clock the programme of said 
service being the same as published Friday. 
The church is located on Granite street 
and being situated on high ground has a 
very commanding appearance. Itis reached 
bya long flight of granite steps. The 
church is 40 x 60 and is of Quincy granite 
with the exception of the belfry and spire 
which are of wood. The spire is 100 feet 
high from the ground. 

In the front of the church is a large door 
which opens into a vestibule 8 x 12, which 
has a tile floor. From the vestibule, en- 
trance is had to the main auditorium which 
is 36x 45. On the right of the main audi- 
torium is an ante-room which is connected 
by large folding doors, so arranged that 
the whole can be made into one large 
room with a seating capacity of 500. The 
size of this ante-room is 15 x 36. The plat- 
form is at the extreme end of the building. 

A balcony with a seating capacity of 
twenty-five extends across the front end 
of tbe building, and it is here that the 
choir will be located, there being space in 
the tower for the organ. ‘The interior of 
the building is plastered, the finish being 
cypress. The building has large windows 
of cathedral glass and is lighted at night 
by electricity, it also being piped for gas. 
It is heated by furnace.

The history of the Swedish Lutheran 
church in this city dates back to February, 
1889, when the society was organized with 
thirty-seven members. At this same meet- 
ing a call was extended to Dr. C,O, Young 
at that time a senior of the Augustan 
college and Theological seminary at Rock 
Island, Ill. Dr. Young accepted the call 
and took charge of the church in June of 
the same year delivering his first sermon in 
the vestry of Christ’s church, where 
services were then held. Two weeks 
later the society hired Plumer’s hall where 
services have since been held. The society 
then began looking about for a suitable 
site for a church and the lot on Granite 
street was purchased. The members of 
the church and the Swedish people generally 
worked a day or more each on the lot and 
they also quarried the granite for the 
church which when completed will have 
cost about $8000. Most of the money has 
been raised in smal] sums among the con- 


gregation although the Americans have 
also. contributed, among whom were 


Henry H. Faxon, Charles F. Adams, 
John Q. Adams and Dr. William Everett. 

There are in this city something like two 
thousand Swedes. They are law abiding 
and God fearing people, and are as a rule 
Lutherans, as they have all been reared in 
that faith, the Lutheran church being the 
State church of Sweden. In this country 
the Swedish Lutheran church was first 
established in 1638 by Gustavous Adolphus, 
then battling for the faith in Germany. 
The church in this city now numbers one 
hundred with a Sunday school of thirty. 

Dr. Young, the pastor, received his early 
education in the public schools of Kansas, 
graduating from which he entered Bethan 
academy in the fall of 1882 and graduated 
in 1585. In 1889 he entered the Agustane 
Theological seminary and came to Quincy 
in June of the same year, and then entered 
Harvard Medical school, graduating in 
1893, after having taken a four years’ 
course. In 1893 he was appointed by 
Mayor Fairbanks a member of the Board 
of Health and was reappointed this year by 
Mayor Hodges. 


Phonographs in Favor. 

In many offices the phonograph is tak- 
ing the place of the stenographers, the 
claim being made that errors are thus 
avoided. The business man has near his 
desk a phonograph receiver into which he 
talks. The cylinder is then taken out and 
sent to the typewriter who with the little 
receivers in the ear puts the letter into 
type as it isspoken by the phonograph. 
After it is written the letter can be re- 
peated if necessary. If any error should 
occur it can readily be traced and the 
blame put where it belongs.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The battle over 
the Bland seigniorage bill will go merrily 
on in the house this week.

The Popular Playwright Dies on a Train 
In California.

An autopsy showed the cause of death 


to be acancerin the stomach. Some of 
the best physicians in Chicago had ex- 
amined him and all had decided his ail- 
ment was nervous exhaustion, except one, 
who declared it to bea cancer. The de- 
ceased weighed about 220 pounds and was 
51 years old. Heleaves a widow and six 
children, five boys and one girl, all 
grown. 

Steele Mackaye was born at Fort Por- 
ter, now a portion of the city of Buffalo, 
about 51 years ago. He fought in the war 
of the rebellion and was gazetted major. 
He studied the dramatic art in France 
both before and after the war, being a 
pupil of Garnier and later of Francois 
Delsarte. ‘ 

While returning to America he was 
persuaded by Tom Taylor in London to 
assume the title role of Hamlet ina grand 
revival of that play at the Crystal Palace, 
and his success was great. Probably 
nothing but another of the serious ill- 
nesses which have marked Mr. Mackaye’s 
career diverted him from a lifetime of 
Shakespearian interpretation. 

Recovering, he produced, in collabora- 
tion with Tom Taylor, two plays in Lon- 
don, with marked success —‘*Arkwright’s 
Wife” and “Clancarty.” With Charles 
Reade he collaborated a play entitled 
“Jealousy.” 

His productions in America included 
“Marriage,” “Re Michel,” “Queen and 
Woman,” “Through the Dark,” “An 
Iron Will,” *‘Hazel Kirke,” “A Fool’s 
Errand,” ‘Rienzi,’ ‘‘A Noble Rogue,” 
“Money Mad,” and others. 


MOB LAW DENOUNCED 
From the Pulpit by Rev. Dr. Banks of Bos- 
ton—So-Called Leaders Condemned, 

Boston, Feb. 26.—Reyv. Dr. Louis Albert 
Banks, in his sermon on “Governor Green- 
halge and some dangerous friends of the 
Boston poor,’’ severely criticised the 
leaders. He said: “The reckless spokes- 
men who misrepresent the real laboring 
men of Boston, who condemn the gover- 
nor’s action in such bitter language, owe 
him a debt of gratitude instead for sav- 
ing them from what might easily have 
been a very serious fruitage from their 
folly. 

“The most dangerous friends of the un- 
employed are the individuals who are 
stirring them by incendiary harangues to 
bitterness against their more fortunate 
fellow-citizens, and feeding the fires of 
revolt against the limitations and safe- 
guards of society. Iknow that hunger 
and cold are hard masters, but lawless- 
ness and anarchy are still harder tyrants. 

“That the movement last week ended 
for the present without bloodshed was 
probably due to the presence of mind and 
dignified and energetic action of Governor 
Greenhalge and the police authorities, 
who deserve all the credit they re- 
ceived.” 


Governor Greenhalge’s Suggestion. 

New York, Feb. 26.—Governor Green- 
halge of Massachusetts, in an article in 
the March number of the North American 
Review, advocates an informal, business- 
like conference of New England gover- 
nors.

STUDENT WHO WAS TO CONFESS 


Cannot Now Be Found Within 
Ithaca’s Boundary. 


ITHaca, N. Y., Feb. 26.—The complica- 
tions in the Cornell banquet case are still 
growing. Many are the reports which re- 
flect upon the integrity of the officials 
whose duty it is to ferret out the culprits. 
The fact that the city elections come on 
the same time as the investigation of the 
case has occasioned open charges as to the 
insincerity of the men of the two politi- 
cal parties. A large number of the stu- 
dents vote in Ithaca. 

The important phase of the situation is 
the positive statement of Mr. Holden, 
graduate student, who is well acquainted 
with Mr. Dingens, that he saw him yes- 
terday. A reporter called at Mr. Dingens’ 
residence, and Mr. Taylor, his room- 
mate, said that he was expected last even- 
ing. Their conflicting statements lead 
strongly to the assumption that Dingens 
isin Ithaca, but that his friends are con- 
cealing his whereabouts. 

A prominent student last evening said 
that Dingens hastily left Ithaca shortly 
after the banquet, but returned to the 
city to disclose the entire matter, and 
that the statements of Professor Collins 
and the arguments of companions in- 
duced him to lay low. This theory is 
turthered by the current opinion that he 
had not obtained leave of absence from 
the university. The assistant registrar 
stated that he believed Mr. Dingens had 
not obtained permission to leave. 

“Mother Was Dying.” 


He did recollect, however, of a student 
rushing up to him and saying that he 
wanted to leave immediately, as his 
mother was dying, and he was allowed to 
goon the condition of his applying for a 
formal leave of ubsence on his return. It 
is considered very suspicious that the 
young man is not heard from, for he un- 
doubtedly knows of the terrible suspense 
here. 

Some attention is given to young Mitch- 
ell, whois a student in Stiles’ prepara- 
tory school. C. BF. Mitchell was written 
ona paper found in the room with the 
apparatus, Mr. Taylor said that Mitchell 
is not going to prepare for Cornell, but 
will enter Amherst college. 

Dingens’ chum suid that he was in the 
habit of going home every two or three 
weeks, and Wednesday beinga holiday he 
took advantage of it thus to recite no 
lessons for the day.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The snow was

Consumptives by the Superintendent. 
New York, Feb. 26—The Sanitary Saper- 

intendent was ordered yesterday to enforce 

rigid regulations concerning consumptives. 

To prepare to isolate them in one hospital, 

to see that all doctors and institutions report 

to the Health Department such patients, 
and to require landlords to immediately dis- 
infect rooms having been tenanted by con- 
sumptives. Many doctors interviewed favor 
thus treating consumption like smallpox, 
but converts to the Amick theory that lung 
troubles are not contagious and are ca1rable 
are increasing. An Amick depository was

Alfred Bergeron on Trial in Quincy 
Court 


FOR DEATH OF VICTOR CARLSON 


‘Much Interest Manifest and Crowd Too 
| Large for Court 


It was almost next to impossible to gain 

an entrance to the district court room this 
morning. The stairway and sidewalk in 
front of the building were crowded with a 
}dense surging crowd, all eager to gain 
entrance into the building. Photographer 
| Bussell across the way got out his camera 
and took a photograph of the crowd. It 
was impossible for those who had business 
with the court to gain an entrance until 
Chief Hayden and his officers had cleared 
| the room. 
The case that caused all the interest was 
| the trial of Alfred Bergeron, for causing 
the death of Victor Carlson who died 
Feb. 21, from the result of injuries re- 
ceived during the progress of a row at 
West Quincy, Feb. 16. 

Much interest has been manifested in 
this case from the fact that the accused 
man is well known in this city and has 
quite a local reputation as pugilist. 

W. G, A. Pattee appeared for the gov- 
ernment and Hugo A. Dubuque for the 
defendant. 

Mrs. Linquist was the first witness 
called. She testified that Victor Carlson 
boarded with her and that upon the night 
in question her attention was called to a 
disturbance by the loud talk, and looked 
out of the window and saw Carlson and 
Otto Reinback coming toward the house 
and three men following them. She went 
out of the house and the five were in a 
crowd on the street in a fighting condition. 
She cried to Victor and Otto to come into 
the house. Victor turned and walked 
toward them with his hands up and a 
small man came up toward him and 
struck Victor who fell down. She cried 
out to her boarders to come down that they 
were killing Victor Carlson. She then 
went into the house and her boarders 
brougbt Carlson into the house unconscious. 
| There was a cut vear the left ear that was 
| bleeding. They washed him and _ he 
| walked upstairs to bed. He came down 
the next day and washed himself. Then 
went back to bed where he remained until 
he was taken to the Hospital.

BAY 81 ATE LEGISLATURE 


Concerning Unemployed—Street Railway 
Consolidations—Committee Reports. 
Boston, Feb. 27.—Governor Greenhalge 
gent a message to the legislature, together 
with the memorial of the unemployed, 
advising that they do all they can to aid 

the unemployed. 

In the senate the committee on street 
railways reported a bill authorizing the 
Brockton Street Railway company to pur- 
chase the Brockton and Holbrook Street 
railway. The bill also authorizes the 
company to purchase property rights and 
franchises of seven other roads operating 
in Brockton and its suburbs. 

The same committee reported a bill au- 
thorizing the Wakefield and Stoneham 
Street railway to purchase other street 
railway companies and tosell its fran- 
chise to other street railway companies. 

The house adopted an order relative to 
an investigation into the methods of gas 
companies in the distribution of gas. 

The committee on rules reported in 
favor of a suspension of the 12th joint 
rule for the purpose of admitting the bill 
exempting municipal bonds from taxa- 
tion after May 1. The house is likely to 
hear a good deal this session on the ques- 
tion of taxation in variousforms. The 
house refused to suspend therule, and the 
matter was referred tothe next general 
court. 

The committee on probate and in- 
solvency reported a bill providing for pe- 
titioning into insolvency in certain cases, 
con@ractors and builders; also a bill pro- 
viding for the examination by the con- 
treller of county accounts of accounts of 
registers of probate and insolvency. 

The committee on judiciary reported 
leave to withdraw on the petition for 
chenge in the law relating to the prepara- 
tion of the jury dist. 

The committee on education reported 
ought not to pass on a bill providing that 
textbooks in public schools be approved 
by the state board of education. 

The committee on finance reported in 
favor of a bill toestablish the salary of 
the secretary of the state board of edu- 
cation at $4000, and $500 for traveling ex- 
penses. 

The committee on railroads reported 
against a bill requiring railroads to keep 
their grade crossings reasonably passable 
for sleighs during the season for sleigh- 
ing. 


Needu't Answer Questions, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27,—Judge Grosscup has 
discharged the rule on the railroad 
officials compelling them to answer ques- 
tionsin the federal grand jury investiga- 
tion of the workings of the interstate law. 
By this ruling, the interstate law is toa 
large extent, apparently, rendered practi- 
cally valueless.

ANOTHER VICTIM. 


An Aged Michigan Woman Loses §12,0 
on the Moss Grown Gold Brick Swindle. 
With eyes brimful of happy anticipa- 
tion an aged woman presented two 
‘*kings’’ of bright metal to the chief 
weigher at the mint. She believed that 
the twolumps of metal were gold worth 
$30,000, and when informed that they 
were but copper and zinc, worth $2 or 
$3, she turned away with a heavy heart 
and gought the train to bear her back 
to her home in Jackson, Mich. She had 
paid $12,000 for the stuff and had jour- 
neyed all the way east to realize upon it. 
The story of the unfortunate woman’s 
loss was told to the mint officials. She 
was Mrs. Harriet Morgan, who resides 
in Jackson, and with her were her son- 
in-law, Charfes Helleg, and Dr. Blanch- 
ard, the family physician.

Democratic Senators Are Not All of! 


CONCERNING GLADSTONE, 
Politicians Are Already Beginning to 
Talk of His Successor. 

LonpDon, Feb. —The Morning pub 
lishes an unconfirmed rumor to the effect 
that Mr. Gladstone informed the queen 
yesterday that he was about to undergo 
an operation for his eyes, and that he de- 
sired the royal sanction to Lord Rose.

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HE IS TURNING WHITE. 


A Negro In the St. Louis Dispensary Who 
Is Undergoing a Remarkable Change. 
There was a rare case the other day 

at the city dispensary in the person of 

a middle aged colored man who drifted 

into St. Lonis from Newport, Ark. His 

name was Isaiah Johnson, and he said 
he bad been employed as a farmhand 

down in Arkansas ever since he was a 

boy. He was possessed of a powerful 

frame, and there was nothing in his 
physical appearance to denote that he 
was a sick man. 

‘‘What is the matter?’’ asked Dr. 
Hough as the man sat down in the pa- 
tient’s chair. 

**Dat’s what I want to find out, doc- 
tor. I’ze come all the way from New- 
port to see what’s comin ober ny hide. 
I saw a doctor down thar, and he said 
he looked ober and read up 21 books, 
and he doan’ find any case like mine.”’ 

He then went on to tell Dr. Hough 
that he had ‘‘white patches’’ all over 
his body, and he believed he was going 
to turn into a leopard. He was taken 
into the consultation room and told to 
strip. Dr. Priest was called in and 
the case pronounced one of leucoderma. 
There were about eight spots on the 
man’s chest and stomach varying in 
size from to 6 inches in diameter. 
One-half of the back of each hand was 
white, and the legs from the knee down 
were entirely so, with the exception of 
two or three black splotches on each 
calf. There were also patches of white 
skin on the upper part of the legs, the 
thighs and back. Hisface had not yet 
begun to turn. Hisoriginal skin was a 
dark coffee brown color, and he bad 
long hair on his head and a full growth 
of whiskers.

Touching Upon the Collection of Life 
Insurance Money. 

New Yorg, Feb. 28.—The heirs of 
Michael Sinnott of Waterbury, Conn., by 
a decision of the United States court of ap- 
peals, are declared to have no legal right to 
collect an insurance policy from the Na- 
tional Life Insurance company after his 
death. Sinnott had failed to give the 
names of all the physicians who attended 
him during a previoms illness. 

The heirs of Walter Rae of New Hamp- 
shire are deelared to be entitled to collect 
an endowment policy of $10,000 from the 
National Life Insurance company, al- 
though he had not paid the premium due 
immediately prior to his death. The 
company held that the policy had lapsed 
in consequence, but that the notice to pay 
the premium had been sent out 29 days in 
advance, instead of 30 days, asthe con- 
tract specified. The company therefore 
violates the contract and must pay.

RYESIGHT IS FAILING. 


British Newspapers Think That Glad- 
stone Will Resign. 


EARL OF SPENCER IS NAMED 


As the Probable Successor to 
the Premiership. 


Lexpon, Feb. 28.—A physician visited 
Mr. Gladstone yesterday and remained 
with him for some time, but the premier 
devoted the morning to his usual official 
work, and was visited frequently by the 
secretary tothe treasury, Mr. Majoribanks. 

The Standard believes it isa fact that 
Mr. Gladstone's eyesight is growing much 
worse and that an operation will soon be 
necessary. Recognizing this fact, Mr. 
Gladstone informed his colleagues that 
his early retirement was inevitable, but 
he hoped that it would be only tempor- 
ary. He told them that he would resume 
the premiership should his eyes become 
strong enough to warrant it. 

No Dissension. 

The Chronicle says the resignation of 
Mr. Gladstone is imminent. It is almost 
anopen secret that his eyesight is no 
longer equal to even the least important 
duties of a political leader. All stories of 
dissension or disappointment at legisla- 
tion being balked may be dismisse! as 
wholly unaffecting his decision. When 
Mr. Gladstone resigns the wand it will be 
because his hand van no longer wield it, 
and for no other reason whatever. It is 
probable that no decision has yet been 
reached as to the moment of his resigna- 
tion. 

The Times thinks that the denial of 
Mr. Gladstone’s actual resignation may 
be accepted without question by those 
unable to adopt the belief that the alarm 
in the Radical camp was altogether 
causeless, but its semi-official denial 
nifies a postponement of the crisis. 

Commenting on the rumors, The Daily 
News suys that in view of Mr. Giadstone’s 
ageit is only right that the Liberals 
should consider the future. If the in- 
firmities of age make his onerous duties 
irksome, it would be inhuman to keep 
Mr. Gladstone at his post merely because 
ofa difference of opinion prevailing in 
reference to the choice of his successor. 

It is announced that Mr. Sexton, M. P., 
for Kerry, bas already taken steps to ob- 
tain pledges with regard to home rule in 
the event of the Earl of Spencer becoming 
premier, which now appears to be the pre- 
vailing opinion. 

The latest news is furn'shed by the 
Edinburgh Evening News, which an- 
nounces the fact that Mr. Gladstone has 
resigned the premiership. It was there- 
upon offered to Earl Spencer, first lord of 
the admiralty, and he accepted it. 

About Spencer, 

Jobn Pointz Spencer, who is said to have 
accepted the premiership, was born Oct. 
27, 1835, and was educated at Harrow and 
at Trinity college, Cambridge, where he 
graduated in 1857. 

Earl Spencer was groom of the prince 
consort, 1859-61, and groom of the Prince 
of Wales from 1862-69. He was appointed 
lord lieutenant of Ireland in December, 
1868, and retained that office until the re- 
signation of the Gladstone ministry in 
February, 1874. When the Li*erals re- 
turned to office in May, 1880, Earl Spencer 
was appointed lord president of the coun 
cil. 

On the resignation of Earl Cowper May 
4, 1882, Earl Spencer was nominated lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, retaining his place 
in the cabinet. He arrived in Dublin 
castle on May 6, 1882, on the evening of 
which day Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
the newly appointed chief secretary for 
Ireland, and Thomas A. Burke, the under- 
secretary, were stabbed to death in 
Phoenix park, close tothe castle. Some 
time later Earl Spencer was called upon 
to administer the provisions of the crimes 
act. Earl Spencer, in March, 1883, re- 
signed the office of lord president of the 
council, but remained a member of the 
cabinet until the close of Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration in June, 1885. 

When Mr. Gladstone returned to office 
in February, 1886, Earl Spencer became 
for the second time lord president of the 
council, and as he had by that time 
adopted home rule opinions, his support 
was of great value to the government. In 
August, 1892, Earl Spencer became first 
lord of the admiralty. 

Earl Spencer is chancellor of the Vic- 
toria university. The University of Dub- 
lin conferred on him, June 13, 1883, the 
honorary degree of LL. D. The ear! is 
lord lieutenant of Northamptonshire and 
chairman of the county council. The 
earl in 1858 married Charlotte Frabos 
Fredica, fourth daughter of Frederick 
Charles William Seymour. They have no 
children. 

No Intention of Resigning. 

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The debate on the 
Russo-German treaty of commere was 
continued yesterday in the reichstag. 
Chancellor von Caprivi repelled the at- 
tacks made upon him for concluding the 
agreement, aud said that he would re 
main in office so long as the emperor 
pleased to retain him.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


A Great Day For Hearings—The Petition 
of the Unemployed. 


Boston, Feb. 28.—It was a busy day in 
the committee rooms at the state house, 
and every one of the chambers was occu- 


ied. 

° The chief point of interest was the green 
room, where the Boston subway question 
was taken up by the transit committee, 
Mayor Matthews of Boston describing the 
plan at length and with minute particu- 
larity. Among the other hearings the 
one of dominant interest was the hear- 
ing upon the petitions of the trade asso- 
ciations for relief from double taxation. 
The blue room was crowded, principally 
with lot owners, at the Woodlawn ceme- 
tery hearing, and nearly all the other 
rooms were thronged. 

In the senate the petition of the unem- 
ployed was referred to the special com- 
mittee appointed to devise means of re- 
lief, in non-concurrence with the house, 
referring the petition to the special com- 
mittee and the joint committee on labor, 
sitting jointly. 

The investigation of the legality of the 
lease of the Connecticut River railroad by 
the Boston and Maine corporation is 
likely to end in the acquittal of the road 
of intended wrong. Aca hearing before 
the committee on railroads Senator Buck- 
ley, who introduced the order of investi- 
gation, admitted that no one along the 
line of the railroad was dissatisfied with 
the leasing of the road. General Counsel 
Strout of the Boston and Maine road 
stated that the Boston and Maine was de- 
sirous of preventing the New England 
traffic being diverted to New York city, 


and also to secure the heavy Pennsyl- 


vania coal traffic for the Central Massa- 
chusetts road. 

The committee on manufactures re- 
ported a bill relative to the establishment 
of municipal gas and electric lighting 
plauts. The bill provides that any city or 
town voting to establish such plants in 
lieu of issuing bonds may provide for the 
payment of the debt incurred in annual 
payment of such amovints as will extin- 
guish the obligations withina term not 
exceeding 30 years. 

Inthe house the committee on educa- 
tion reported against a bill allowing 
children of non-resident taxpayers to at- 
tend free of expense schools of towns in 
which their parents pay taxes. 

The committee on banks and banking 
reported leave to withdraw on a_ petition 
for legislation placing deposits in savings 
banks on interest monthly. 

The committee on finance re Sorted a 
bill appropriating $43,000 for operation of 
the north metropolitan sewer in 1594. 
This is the result of the recommitment of 
a bill which had been previously reported 
appropriating in addition to the #43,000 
an additional $89,000 for operation of the 
sewer in 1895. There was considerable 
discussion of the bill when first reported, 
and it ended in a rec ommitment.

‘FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT, 


Intemperance the Leading Cause of 
Neglect and Cruelty, 


| The LEDGER’s attention has been called 
to the the thirteenth annual report of the 

Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children for the year 1893. 

By request we publish tbe ‘“ specimen 
cases’’ which the report says, “gives an 
imperfect idea of our work, for many 
cases are not suitable for a printed de- 
| scription. As heretofore, the leading causes 
of neglect and cruelty are intemperance 
and the increase of the foreign element by 
importation and birth. Drunkenness pre- 
vails in this class and neglect follows. 
Children growing up in such families see 
litle recognition of the rights of property, 
witness scenes of vulgarity, brutality, and 
lack of modesty, and, of course, become 
pupils in a ‘school of crime.’ To rescue 
them and place them under better in- 
fluences is working for the next generation 
and is a work of economy and morality.” 

13917. Complaint was made that a little 
boy, three years old, was abused by the 
people with whom his mother boarded 
him. We found the child in such a con- 
dition that be was brought to our office. 
The sight of the child was enough to stir 
one’s indignation to the utmost,—face and 
eyes blackened and body bruised from head 
to foot. When asked how it happened, he 
iisped: ** struck me’’ (naming the 
| worsen from whom he was taken). We 
sent to our Heme, and obtained a warrant 
| for the arrest of the woman. At the trial, 
| eritienne was produced to show she had 
put bot pokers inthe child’s mouth, had 
burned him on the body and beaten him. 
She was sent to prison. The mother of 
the child (who was illegitimate) was found 
in a neighboring town, and she signed a 
release of the child tous. A good home 
| bas been found for the boy with people of 
means who have legally adopted him, 

14064. The father of the family deserted 
seven years ago, The mother during this 
time has given birth to four illegitimate 
children. Two of these have died. The 
mother threatened to shoot the father of 
the youngest child, and for this was 
arrested and placed under bonds to keep 
the peace. In default of bail she was sent 
| to jail for six months, the youngest child, 
| @ babe of one month, going with her. The 
remaining child was committed by the 
| court to the Board of Lunacy and Charity. 
| 15466. A family of father, mother, and 
| three children, thirteen, seven, and three 
years. The mother was found drunk in 
| bed lying upon her youngest child. She 
was removed to the station. The father 
had just died in the City Hospital. The 
two older children were in the care of 
another womap. Mother had been drunk 
aweek. No food in the house. All the 
children were taken as neglected. An 
}uncle appeared and offered to take them 
away from the city, and the judge placed 
them in his charge. His wife, later, 
objected to keeping the children and they 
were returned tous. We have now placed 
them with relatives who will give them a 
good home. 

13729. A woman having the care of two 
little children, four, and six years old, be- 
| came drunk while caring for them and beat 
them till one was black and blue under the 
hair, with swellings and bruises on the 
|} body. The other child had marks of the 
| woman's fingers on her throat. After 
j}abusing the children in this manner she 
fled, but was arrested and punished, and 
the children placed in the care of the 
mother. 
| 13796. A girl of fifteen claimed our pro- 
| tection; said she was not the child of the 
people calling themselves her parents. The 
adopted mother when she had been drink- 
ing, abused her, pulled her hair, and beat 
her aud bad now driven her out of the 
We sent the girl to our Home and 
obtained evidence against the mother. 
| She denied abuse, and claimed the girl was 
stubborn, untruthful and dishonest; was 
| her own child born before marriage. To 
| avoid disclosures in the court the mother 
| released the girl to us and we have placed 
her in a suitable home.

14069. A family consisting of father, 
mother, and boy of six was reported. The 
mother was intemperate, and had gone to 
the House of Industry for six months. 
The father was out of work. The house 
destitute of food and fuel. The doors and 
windows had been removed by the land- 


lord. We removed the child to a bome. 
13881. Family of father, mother and 


eight children, ranging from one to twelve 
years. Father had been drinking for some 
days. Had been brought into court and 
placed on probation for a month. The 
family were destitute. Neighbors supply-

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ing food. No beds but two mattresses on 
the floor. A few days later the father got 
drunk again, and drove the entire family 
out of doors while he smashed the furni- 
ture, etc. Complaint of neglect was made 
of the children, and they were placed in a 
home. The father was fined for being 
drunk, and in default of payment was sent 
to the House of Correction. 

14053. A girl of thirteen came to school 
with eyes blackened, face bruised, hands 
and arms discolored: she had come at other 
times in similar condition. Two doctors 
examined her and pronounced the bruises 
the result of blows. The girl, on being 
questioned, would only say that she “fell 
against the bed post.” No other answer 
could be obtained. A warrant was secured 
against the father’s housekeeper and a 
large number of the most influential people 
appeared in evidence against the woman, 
but as vo one saw the assault and the girl 
persisted in her first statement, the judge 
was obliged to discharge the case, although 
he plainly stated he did not believe the 
girl’s story. Public indignation was so 
great that the people moved to another 
town, where we still keep watch of the case. 

12912. Father, mother and four chil- 
dren; ages eight, four, two, and babe of 
six months. Father gone away and mother 
drunken, House was a resort for drunken 
people. Children filthy and covered 
with vermin.

OPPOSED TO TRUSTS. 


" ~- lats Declare Themselves In 
Fixing Up the Tariff. 


HARMONIOUS ACTION IS URGED. 


Senators Express Their Opin- 
ions of the Wilson Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The Democrats 
of the senate spent as much of yesterday 
in caucus as on Monday. The discus- 
sion yesterday was more of the character 
of argument in favor of the interests 
which the various senators particularly 
represented. 

In order that all senators might have 
an opportunity to say something the roll 
was called by states, and nearly every 
man in the senate had an opportunity to 
express his views. 

It is expected the general debate will 
close this evening. The program then is 
that the bill shall be gone ever by sched- 
ules, and the finance committee instructed 
by suggestion or votes of the caucus as to 
what changes shall be made. 

The general tone of the caucus was 
against trusts, and several statements in- 
dicated that if any of the present duties 
or proposed duties favored trusts, the 
committee would be instructed to make 
alterations. There was talk for coal and 
iron ore, and for lead, by various senators, 
but very little could be shown as to how 
the senators viewed these matters. The 
senators from New York, New Jersey and 
Delaware took occasion to propose the in- 
come tax feature of the bill. 

Points Brought Out. 

Senator Mills made one of the concili- 
atory speeches of the day. He said that 
the bill was not wholly satisfactory to 
him, but that he would vote for any 
measure that would reduce the rates of 
taxation below the McKinley law. 

The fight for coal was led by the West 
Virginia senators, and Senator Camden 
of that state also urged a duty upon lum- 
ber. 

Senator Vilas of Wisconsin was in fa- 
vor of the bill, although he said that the 
interests of his state would be affected by 
it toa considerable extent. He referred 
especially to lumber, iron ore and lead. 
He urged the importance of party har- 
mony. 

Senator Gorman, who has maintained a 
conciliatory attitude in the caucus, will 
speak this afternoon. It is believed he 
will make a general summing up of the 
situation and give his views with con- 
siderable force. 

Income Tax Denounced, 

Senator Hill made a vigorous attack 
upon the income tax, saying that he con- 
sidered it poor policy to-reduce the cus- 
toms revenues as to create a deficit, and 
then to make this deficit good by the im- 
position of an unjust and odious tax, 
which has never before been levied in this 
country, except as a war measure, and had 
been the first of the laws enacted on ac- 
count of the war to be repealed. 

He wanted a tariff which would not 
cripple any American industry or put 
American labor on a level with that of 
the Old World—a measure which would 
confound the enemies of the Democratic 
party by its conservatism. He pointed to 
the fate of the Republican party as the re- 
sult of the McKinley bill, a radical 
measure, and warned the Democrats 
against inviting such a visitation of wrath 
upon it by going as far the other way. 

The Democratic senators from New 
York, New Jersey and Ohioare contend- 
ing among other things for sufficient 
protection to insure the maintenance of 
higher wages in America than are paid in 
Europe, and are also struggling to con- 
tinue a degree of protection to industries 
in their states that will permit these 
enterprises, as they put it, to make fair 
profits. 

Upon the question as to whether their 
demands areto be granted will depend 
the length of time that shall be devoted 
to caucusing and the shape of the bill 
when it shall be reported. 

Senator Roach (N. D.) madea plea for 
duty on wool, barley and lead. The Ala- 
bama senators spoke briefly, and said they 
would like to have a little more time -to 
consider the bill. 


Number One Holds the Fort, 
OmaAna, Feb. 28.—F. A. Pierce anda 
woman claiming to be his wife have left 
here under peculiar circumstances. In 
his house is a lady who claims to be the 
lawful Mrs. Pierce. She is armed with a 
revolver and threatens to kill Pierce if he 
attempts to oust her. Mrs. Pierce num- 
ber one says she has been on the track of 
Pierce for six months, She was married 

to him 11 years ago in New England. 


Thinks Judges Were Wrong. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — Resolutions 
were presented to the house by Represen- 
tative Somers to investigate the action of 
several United States judges who have 
issued injunctions in railroad cases, most 
prominent among them being Justice 
Brewer of the supreme court. 


To Be Left to the People, 

ALBANY, Feb. %8-—The greater New 
York bill passed the senate by a vote of 
27 to2. The bill provides that the ques- 
tion of consolidating into one municipal- 
ity the places about New York harbor 
shall be submitted next falltoa vote of 
the people. 


To Fight the Hatch Bill, 
CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A secret meeting of 
representatives of a halfa dozen boards of 
trade was held here and the anti-option 
bill considered. It is said that a plan for 
fighting the Hatch bill was agreed upon. 
sn 


Bound For North Carolina. 
NORFOLK, Feb. 28.— The lighthouse 
tender Violet, with President Cleveland 
and Secretary Gresham on board, passed 
this city yesterday.

I$ THE SOUTH A WOMAN’S HEAVEN? 


NEWS FROM RIO. 


A Louisiana Lecturess Thinks So and 
Gives Interesting Reasons. 

The title of a lecture by a Mrs. Field of 
New Orleans recently was ‘‘Come South, 
Young Woman.” She said she was a 
writer on the only great daily in the 
world that is owned by a woman, refer- 
ring to The Picayune and its chief owner, 
Mrs. E. J. Nicholson. Of Louisiana she 
said that itwas waiting to be cut up into 
small holdings by young Corydons and 
Phyllises, who will grow cotton for the 
central factories, have market gardens, 
orchards, dairy farms and poultry yards, 
and who will also grow flowers and 
make honey. Shespoke of Louisiana as 
already possessing a woman steamboat 
captain—Mary Miller—and as ‘‘a state 
that builds a monument to the memory 
of a woman who never had on a kid 
glove in all her life, who could not write 
her name, who was only great in her 
goodness, That was Margaret Haughey, 
the baker woman whose loaves built asy- 
lums and yet feed thousands of hungry 
ones,” 

Mrs. Field said that she had seena 
kitchen garden whose products equaled 
any shown at the Chicago fair, and yet 
they were raised by two young girls. 
Near by, in the same parish of Cameron, 
a young Iowa girl squatter, with her 16- 
year-old brother, took up a government 
claim of 160 acres and went to planting 
rice, the first crop of which paid her 
$1,200. She lives in a three room cot- 
tage and has a few fruit trees, plenty of 
good fences and a sea of waving rice 
blades. Her nearest meighbor is another 
girl farmer, who also settled a govern- 
ment claiin and is bossing an orchard 
that is already giving her a comfortable 
living. The lecturess also told astory of 
@ woman who is dressmaking in Chicago 
and who bought 20 acres of Louisiana 
land out of her savings and sent her 
mother and brother down there to start 
a poultry farm. They have been so suc- 
cessful that she is about to join them and 
add small fruits and vegetables to the 
crops on her land, being assured of be- 
coming independent thereby. 

Mrs. Field said that all along the Illi- 
nois Central in the river bottom land of 
Mississippi and Louisiana ‘‘are fruit and 
vegetable farms managed by women— 
most of them newcomers.” They man- 
age the farms and pack the berries and 
vegetables for the Chicago market. On 
an old plantation near New Orleans is an 
old woman who grows camellias and has 
been to Europe twice on the profits. In 
Grant parish, in the Red river country, 
there is an 18-year-old girl who runs her 
father’s cotton gin and gins 1,800 bales 
ayear. ‘She handles that snorting ma- 
chine as if it were a baby; oils it, feeds 
it, fools over it, scolds it, tidies it up, and 
when it is working as good as gold she 
sits beside it—dear, dainty and only 18— 
crocheting lace for her petticoats.” 

Katherine L. Minor of the board of 
lady managers of the Columbian ex- 
position is a Louisiana planter, and, ac- 
cording to this lecturess, in every parish 
are women farmers, stock raisers and 
planters. Mrs. Field herself wears a 
medal that was the gift of the women of 
20 different trades and professions fol- 
lowed by the working women of New 
Orleans. ‘‘Women are a power in the 
south,” she says—though that is not a 
new idea—“‘of fearful force when they 
organize. I claim it was the women of 
Louisiana who killed the Louisianastate 
lottery. When the Women’s Antilottery 
league was formed, the lottery leaders 
practically admitted that they had got 
their Waterloo.” As for the question 
whether women are safe in the south, 
she answers boldly that ‘‘every man is 
her guard of honor.” Accompanied only 
by a 12-year-old lad shesays she traveled 
1,800 miles ina private vehicle in Louisi- 
ana safe and unharmed. She says that 
every man’s hat is off to the working 
woman, andshe holds securely whatever 
position her virtues, her brains and her 
blood demand. ‘Come south, young 
woman,” she says, ‘‘and you will flower 
there, fragrancing all theair. There you 
will learn what itisto be free, and there 
& woman may be as she wills—an ant in 
the morning, a bee at noon, and a but- 
terfly at night.”—New York Sun. 


A Naval Engagement Looked For—Insur- 
gents Capture Lapa. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, Feb. 28.—The United 
States consul at Bahia, R. P. McDaniel, 
telegraphs here that all is quiet at Bahia, 
and that President Peixoto’s fleet is still 
in the harbor of Bahia. 

The rebel warship Tamandare is pre- 
paring to put to seaon some ur :nown 
mission. She will run the gauntlet of the 
forts, and as the atter are said to be 
ready to give her a warm reception, a 
nice display of fireworks is looked for. 

Nothing seems to be known here con- 
cerning the whereabouts of the dynamite 
cruiser Nictheroy. 

The approaching election of March 1 
yeems to attract but little attention here, 
and the general opinion seems to be that 
the government candidates will win 
wherever the government rules supreme. 

It now appears that 50 men and two 
officers were killed on board the insurgent 
transport Venus, formerly the Mercurio, 
which was destroyed on Thursday last. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—United Qeites 
Minister Thompson at Rio cables that it 
is reported there that the insurgents have 
captured Lapa. The minister also cables 
thatthe government has extended the 
state of siege at Rio until the 28th inst. 


Electric Light Men Meet. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 17th annual 
convention of the National Electric Light 
association began here yesterday and will 
last three days. President Armstrong 
said that there has been a tendency re- 
cently towards revival of the agitation of 
municipal ownership of electric light 
plants. He thought this was largely in- 
stigated by large manufacturing corpora- 
tions. cud 

A Preacher's Threat. 

New HAVEN, Feb. 28.—Rev. Newman 
Smythe appeared before the police board 
last nightand charged that the police 
were in league with gamblers and other 
violators of the law. Dr. Smythe said 
that if immediate action was not taken 
by the commissioners the Luw and Order 
league would disclose corruption in the 
several other police stations. 


Queen Indulged In Tippling. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—One of the most 
racy chapters in the volume of Hawaiian 
testimony is Lieutenant Lucien Young’s 
description of the last days of the mon- 
archy. Young was an officerof the Bos- 
ton, and attended the closing ceremonies 
of the Hawaiian parliament. He declares 
that upon that occasion the queen was 
drunk. 

Orchestra Forgot Something. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 28.—A great sensation 
was caused at the end of the Patti per- 
formance at the Academy of Music by the 
neglect of the orchestra to play ‘God Save 
the Queen” when the curtain finally fell. 
People sat dumfounded till Lord Aber- 
deen stood up and started the anthem 
himself. 

Police Officer Charged With Murder. 

EFFINGHAM, Ills., Feb. 28.—J. W. Rob- 
erts, city marshal of Toledo, is now in jail 
here, charged with the murder of T. A. 
Elder of Toledo last Siturday night. 
Elder was beatento death witha fence 
picket and then robbed. Roberts was hur- 
ried out of Toledo to avoid lynching. 


Quarrel Led to Murder. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo. Feb. 28.—As the 
result of a guarrel of loug standing, Hon. 
Charles H. Harlan, a leading Democratic 
politician, shot and killed Charles F. 
Moore. The shooting followed a wordy 
war between the men. Harlan has not 
been arrested. 


Double Lynching Bee. 

West PLArns, Mo., Feb. 28.—Anderson 
and Bud Montgomery, murderers, were 
taken from the county jail at Mountain 
Home, Ark., bya mob of 250 men and 
lynched. The sheriff, jailer and 10 guards 
on duty at the jail were overpowered and 
disarmed. 


Schooner and Cargo Lost. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.— The four- 
masted Philadelphia schooner Florence 
C. Magee, with 1600 tons of phosphate, 
valued at $15,000, is ashore at Bodies isl- 
and, south of Cape Henry. She is a total 
loss, together with her entire cargo. 


The Crisis Passed. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 28.—A special from the 
City of Mexico says that Mr. Wilson is 
improving, that the climate is splendid 
and that he will pull through. The pa- 
tient is much prostrated, but it is now be- 
lieved that the crisis is passed. 


Off For His Father's Bedside. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — The son of 
Chairman Wilson left for Mexico this 
morning to assist in caring for his sick 
father. Mrs. Wilson’s health is not such 
as will permit her to nurse him through 
a long siege of typhoid fever. 


Illinols Women at Work. 


Mrs. Mary E. Holmes, president of the 
Mlinois Equal Suffrage association, has 
issued a letter to her coworkers, in 
which she says: As this is an off year 
politically, it would be a good time to 
obtain an enrollment of the state by the 
plan proposed by Henry B. Blackwell. 
It is an excellent way to do suffrage 
work. It converts many, and it causes 
others to commit themselves in favor of 
our cause. The Twentieth district, un- 
der the able management of Mrs. M. K. 
East, has already begun this good work 
of enrollment. When we remember last 
winter, and remember how nearly w. 
gained a victory, we see the necessity of 
doing all we can to send the friends of 
equal suffrage to Springfield.
